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Will South newspaper be forced to cease publication?

In past years Newton South High School 
Principal Ernest Van Seasholes has been 
able to scrape the bottom of the barrel 
and finance the last few issues of 
Denebola, the school's twice-monthly 
paper. 

But this year the barrel is empty. 

In its Dec. 16 Issue, the sixth of an 
anticipated 15 publications, the staff of 
the paper appealed to the Newton South 


community for cash donations to keep its 
presses running. 

"I think inflation has outstripped their 
valiant effort," Principal Seasholes said 
of the paper's staff, noting that the paper 
has more advertising now than in the 
past. 

Richard Garber, the student general 
manager of the paper, said the paper has 
increased its advertising sales staff from 
two to almost 25 in the past year. 

With students selling ads for the 2000- 


circulation paper at $3 per column inch, 
Garber is pessimistic about keeping the 
paper afloat. 

Each eight-page issue of the paper 
costs $400 to be typeset and printed, 
Garber said, and the $200 income from 
each issue is not enough. 

Garber expects the ad revenue per 
issue to decrease because a lot of ad¬ 
vertisers have paid in advance and that 
money all went toward the most current 
issue. 


Newton North's student paper, the 
Newtonite, publishes on the same 
schedule but has the advantages of a 
larger budget and the typesetting 
equipment in the Technical-Vocational 
Department. 

The article in Denebola listed the 
Newtonite’s allocation at $2900, but 
faculty advisor Ernest Reppucci at North 
could not confirm that figure. 

Reppucci said there is confusion over 
the Newtonite’s allocation per school 


year and the allocation per calendar year 
which is when staffs for the paper 
change. 

Between four and six pages of the 
Newtonite are typeset on the school's 
equipment, thus making the printing cost 
per issue between $235 and $275, Reppucci 
said. 

Reppucci agreed with Coordinator of 
Technical-Vocational Education Dan 
Melia that there is no time during or after 
school when Newton South students could 


use the North equipment for typesetting. 

Malia said he has requested in the 
upcoming budget typesetting equipment 
for Newton South that would solve the 
problem for next year, but for this year 
he has no solutions. 

Malia said he was never contacted by 
anyone from Newton South for his advice 
on working out a solution, but he said 
Denebola could change its format and be 
printed at minimal cost at South on 11 x 17

Metco director

Recycling newspapers, glass and cans 
will save the city about $55,000 annually, 
according to figures compiled by the 
Newton Department of Public Works. 

That figure will go up if more people 
join the recycling effort or if prices paid 
at the Recor plant in Salem increase in 
1977, the Newton Conservation Com¬ 
mission was told last week. 

Increased citizen participation is the 
aim of a publicity program designed by 


A proposed new, $3 million public 
works facility was set aside to the in¬ 
definite future, while a $77,000 com¬ 
mitment to a new municipal archive was 
approved by the aldermanic committee 
reviewing the city's 1978-83 capital im¬ 
provement program this week. 

The City Planning Committee voted 
against the inclusion of $3 million in the 
1978 program for a single new facility 
that would replace the existing four city 
yards. 

The proposal was made by Public 
Works Commissioner Gene Larson, who

Commissioners responded warmly to a 
briefing by Lori Swensson of the LWV on 
the League's activities under its $4,400 
solid waste grant to publicize the Newton 
recycling program.

Governor Michael Dukakis has shown 
his support for the statewide Metco 
program by asking the legislature to add 
$900,000 to the Boston-to-suburbs busing 
program next year. 

Newton and state Metco officials will 
not begin to speculate what amount of 
money any towns will get from the 
proposed budget since the legislature has 
not acted. 

However, Newton Metco Director 
Ulysses Shelton said his first hope would 
be to increase from the current 350 the 
number of students participating in the 
Newton program. 

He feels the current staff allotment of 
10 Ls adequate for a moderate increase in 
enrollment in the program. 

Shelton hopes that the psychologist and

Recycling could save $55,000 a year 


Newton’s recently trained 12 women 
police officers generally performed as 
well as 23 men that were hired at the 
same time in March, 1975, Chief William 
Quinn told the aldermanic Public Health 
and Safety last Thursday. 

The 35 new officers were rated in 
categories of above average, average, 
and below average, with eight men and 
three women in the top category, 13 men 
and seven women in the middle notch, 
and two men and two women rated below 
average. 

Chief Quinn said "I think this is a very 
fine report on the class." 

The chief explained that the ratings 
were based on signed statements from 
the sergeants and lieutenants completed 
after the recruits were on the job 13 
months. 

The rating of the four officers below 
average is based on a comparison with 
other recruits in the class, Quinn said. 
None of those four received "below 
average" check marks next to any of the 
various skills which contributed to a final 
rating. 

’’They had a more difficult time 
originally and they were not residents," 


Quinn said, and the ratings of those four 
will rise with time. In some cases the 
recruits had not encountered some 
situations covered by the evaluation, 
such as ability in handling disputes. 

Patricia Smith of the League of Women 
Voters was a member of the monitoring 
committee set up to handle any problems 
concerning the women, but the com¬ 
mittee seldom met because there were no

lodice proposals to be 
reviewed by Land Use 


A redesigned proposal for apartments 
and townhouses on Commonwealth 
Avenue, Auburndale, may be presented 
to the l.and Use Committee tonight. 

Developer Michael lodice, whose firm 
owns a 54-unit complex on adjaceflt land, 
wants permissive use to build a 72-unit 
complex on Commonwealth Avenue 
across from the Marriott Hotel and a 25- 
unit townhouse development on a 2.5-acre 
parcel across Commonwealth Avenue at 
Woodbine Street. 

Neighbors have acknowledged that the 
two pieces of land will be developed in 
some fashion, but objected strongly to the 
proposed design and number of housing 
units in the two projects. 

After a public hearing on the proposals 
in December, the land Use Committee 
sent the proposal to the Urban 
Beautification Commission for its review 
and suggestions on improving the plan. 

A number of modifications of exterior 
design, site plan, ys were made, ac¬ 
cording to Land Use Chairman and 
location of drivewa Eliot Cohen. 


The Urban Beautification Commission 
lUBC) has recommended no more than 
21 units on the north side of Com¬ 
monwealth -Avenue, with the parking 
area moved trom the center of the groups 
of houses to the side near the slope at 
Rider Terrace’ and some changes to the 
exterior appearance o( the buildings. 

For the south side, ths UBC recom¬ 
mended resiting of the three large 
buildings to form a U, whose open end 
would face the adjoining lodice pxoperty. 
The UBC also recommended putting the 
parking area within the U, with a 
driveway connecting with Iodice’s ad¬ 
jacent property rather than have two 
more driveways onto Commonwealth 
Avenue, as had been proposed. 

Aid. Carol Anne Shea said Tuesday that 
to her knowledge the developer had made 
no presentation of any new plan to the 
neighborhood. 

Michael lodice would not conunenl 
Tuesday on a new plan. He said only that 
he planned to attend the land Use 
Committee meeting. The meeting is at 
City Hall at 7:45 p.m.

May your woofer and tweeter 
always enjoy 'even transitions 


What makes one musical speaker 
better than another one? 

Roy Cizek could answer that question in 
sentences that would pass two miles over 
most people’s heads, but he feels he has 
invented the first speaker that makes 
even transition of signals from the woofer 
to the tweeter. 

Any good speaker has a larger woofer 
speaker for the lower tones and smaller 
tweeter speaker for the higher tones. 

Cizek's company in Nonantum makes 
its own woofers and secret crossover 
system to make the even channeling of 
sound to the tweeter. He has seven 
patents pending on the system. 

Cizek (prounounced SEE-zek) built his 
first electronic device in seventh grade in 
Terrehaut, Ind. 

The experience of buildmg that console 
record player combined with his interest 
in trumpet lessons and he went on to 
major in music and minor in physics at 
the University of Indiana. 

He was building speakers all during 
college and quit school in his senior year 
to open a hifi store and eventually a small 
production factory in Indiana. 

A big company was interested in what 
he was producing, but the executive was 


killed in a plane crash on his way back to 
California. 

In 1966 he decided it was time to move 
out of the old factory and planned the 
move four days after his insurance 
lapsed. Catastrophe hit again and the 
building was destroyed by fire two days 
hefore the move. 

He roamed the odd-job market for 
seven years until he was offered an 
electrical engineering scholarship by 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology in 
February, 1976. 

It was there that the final formulas for 
his new 10-inch woofer and crossover 
system began taking shape. 

On Columbus Day last year, the first 
speaker was shipped from the converted 
Boston Felt Company factory at 149 
California St., Newton. 

Since then more than 1000 speakers 
which list at under $200 have been 
shipped from Newton to as far as Florida 
and Chicago. 

Cizek, 33, employs Sheldon Feinstein of 
Newton as his right hand man, and 
Sheldon's brother, Gerald, and Sandy 
Wolf of Chestnut Hill are enjoying the 
pleasant reactions across the country as 
dealers hear the output from the speaker.

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Conservation Commission to back planned unit development ordinance 


The Newton Conservation 
Commission will back a 
proposed planned unit 
development (PUDl amend¬ 
ment to the city zoning or¬ 
dinances at a public hearing on 
Feb. 14 

In a 5-0 vote, the commission 
said the concepts of PUD and 
cluster zoning, as proposed by 
the Newton Planning Depart¬ 
ment, are "desirable working 
tools for the city to have" in 
preserving open space on the 
few large parcels left in the 
city. 

Eleven tracts with the 20- 


acre minimum required for 
PUD would be covered by the 
proposal: the Winchester St. 
woods, a LaGrange St. 
wetland, Kennard Estate, the 
Novitiate, Lacy Estate, 
Nahanton Woods, Murley 
Estate, and the Charles River, 
Chestnut Hill, Woodland and 
BraeBum golf clubs. 

The first three are slated for 
city acquisition in the capital 
improvemen program, as is 15 
acres of the 60-acre Novitiate. 

Nahanton Woods and Murley

for recent condominium 
proposals. 

The PUD, If passed, would 
still require permissive use 
from the Board of Aldermen, 
with a public hearing before 
the I,and Use Committee and a 
two-thirds vote of the Board for 
approval. 

At its December meeting the 
commission took no stand on 
the issue, but last week opinion 
swung to solid support for it, 
after discussion stimulated by 
a letter from Aid. Robert 
Stiller. 

In a Jan. 25 letter sent to 
commission members, Stiller 
observed that PUD granted 
many advantages for 
developers and few for the city. 


Commissioner Thelma 
Fleishman advocated PUD as 
an excellent way of preserving 
a lot of open space without (the 
city's) paying for it. 

The Conservation Com¬ 
mission should testify for PUD 
at the hearing, she said. 

"This is a major land use 
issue,” Commissioner 
Fleishman continued. 

"Unless we do something, 
every tree will go," and the 
city will have a standard grid 
of single family homes, she 
said. 

Commissioners Helen Heyn, 
Dennis Ditelberg, Richard 
Staley and Nathan Tucker 
agreed to support the 
legislation.

Chairman Dennis Ditelberg 
noted that the Conservation 
Commission Is required by law 
to "inventory" all open space 
in the city. 

Maps ought to be available to 
the public, he said. 


Costs could be recovered by 
charging for them, several 
commissioners suggested. 

The commission sent 
requests to Mayor Theodore 
Mann and Planning Director 
Charles Thomas that funds for 
the maps be included in the 
next budget and that such 
maps be updated regularly 
every five years from now on. 

The Massachusetts Audubon 
Society received a $25 donation 
from the Conservation Com¬ 
mission in recognition of 
educational services it is 
providing for Newton 
residents. 


Audubon has been offering 
free conservation tours in the 
city. 

The geology of Newton will 
be featured on the next tour, 
Saturday March 26, to be led by 
Commissioner Richard Staley, 
a junior high school science 
teacher. 

Conservation Commission, 
Planning Dept, and Law Dept, 
representatives will meet 
shortly to discuss repeated 
demands by the MBTA that the 
city repair a demolished gate 
at the Lowell Crossing in the 
Webster Conservation Area. 

The gate was knocked down 


two weeks after it was put up 
last spring, and the MBTA has 
since written six letters telling 
the city to "fix it," although the 
city never agreed to maintain 
the MBTA's gate, according to 
Commissioner Helen Heyn.

Drinan urges 
Ft.

Newton Officer Paul Allen 
was on foot in Newton Centre 
and checked the MBTA station 
in case the suspect had fled 
down from Old English Road 
down along the trolley tracks.

Public funds mean 
controls, Mofenson says 


Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan (D-Newton) has called 
upon newly-appointed Defense 
Secretary Harold Brown to 
keep Fort Devens open and 
operating at full troop levels. 

Citing preliminary in¬ 
dications that the Environ¬ 
mental Impact Statement on 
Devens will advocate retention 
of the facility in Ayer at 
current levels, Drinan urged 
Secretary Brown to remove 
Fort Devens "from the list of 
military installations which 
are candidates for reduction." 

In a letter to the Defense 
Secretary, the Fourth District 
Congressman said the original 
rationale of phasing out Fort 
Devens to save money no 
longer applies. 

"In actuality, transferring 
the functions of the Fort to 
other military installations 
would wind up costing the 
taxpayer far more,” Drinan 
said. "Army Secretary Martin 
R. Hoffman estimated moving 
and housing costs for the 
transferees alone to be over $50 
million, and this does not take 
in to account other expenses 
which would be incurred by the 
Army.” 

Drinan also pointed out that 


transferring the nationally- 
recognized Morse Code School 
from Devens might cost the 
Pentagon $2 million. 

In light of the savings to be 
realized by keeping Fort 
Devens open and operating at 
full capacity, Drinan said a 
decision to retain the Ayer 
installation "would be entirely 
consistent with President 
Carter’s expressed desire to 
spend our defense dollars most 
efficiently. 

The four-term Congressman 
also told Brown that a force 
reduction at Fort Devens 
would "bring great hardship 
and suffering to an area which 
already experiences high 
unemployment" 

"A severe reduction such as 
the one proposed would not 
only worsen the economic 
picture for this area, but for 
Massachusetts and New 
England as a whole," Drinan 
said. "It should also be noted 
that Fort Devens is the last 
major Army installation in 
New England, which has 
consistently been the target of 
military base closures and 
reductions throughout the past 
eight years."

State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newton), House

Mofenson said he is sensitive 
to the growing dissatisfaction 
with government regulations 
generally, but he explained 
that if public funds are being 
expended, the state has both 
the right and the responsibility 
to develop fair and equitable 
guidelines in order to give 
effect to the legislative intent 
which mandated the programs 
in the first place. "We need

New York Sunday closing laws 
were ruled unconstitutional. 
The actions have reportedly 
had a positive impact on their 
states' economies. 

The Newton representative 
cited data which indicate that 
under the current law, 
Massachusetts is losing up¬ 
wards of $50 million to New 
Hampshire alone. He said that 
repeal could mean a 3 to 5 
percent increase in statewide 
trade, more than $125 million in 
income, $8 million in various 
state taxes, and the creation of 
5,000 or more new jobs. 

Mofenson indicated that he 
had doubts as to the law’s 
constitutionality and was 
concerned that uneven en¬ 
forcement could undermine 
public respect for state laws in 
general. 

Responding to the argument 
that repeal should be uniform 
and statewide, Mofenson said, 
"I do not believe that per¬ 
mitting each community to 
make up its own mind on the 
issue will multiply in miniature 
the competition between 
Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire. It seems to me 
that each community in 
Massachusetts should, after 
due deliberation and public 
debate, have the right to 
determine the quality of life it 
wants for its residents." 

In last November's non¬ 
binding referendum, voters in 
302 of the 351 municipalities (or 
86 percent) favored the repeal 
of the states blue laws, and 
those in 49 (or 14 percent) were 
opposed to repeal. In the City of 
Newton, 58 percent of those 
voting on this issue favored 
repeal. 

"I sincerely believe that the 
local option route is the fairest 
path to follow," said Mofenson.

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Mayor begins 
budget review

Mayor Theodore Mann this 
week said he he has asked “all 
department heads to restrain 
themselves" in their budget 
requests for fiscal 78-79. 

The budget is expected to be 
completed this week for review 
and cutting by the mayor. He 
will submit it to the Board of 
Aldermen in early or middle 
March. 

Mann said at a news con¬ 
ference Monday his ad¬ 
ministration has taken 
“drastic cost-saving steps" to 
keep the municipal budget 
under control, but criticized 
Gov. Michael Dukakis’ 
proposed state budget as not 
giving the cities and towns 
enough money. 

County costs will probably be 
increased, Mann noted, since 
county employees are due for 
retroactive, current and future 
increases of more than $2500 
each. 

Other costs facing Newton 


are a 5 percent negotiated 
increase for municipal em¬ 
ployees and an increase for 
Fire and Police Department 
employees that is still being 
negotiated. 

The installation of the 
Centrex telephone system, 
which should be done by next 
fall, will mean an increase in 
telephone costs, but will solve 
the difficulty now encountered 
by people calling City Hall. 

Steps that are being taken to 
keep costs down include 
consolidation of jobs where 
possible. The mayor declined 
to name specific jobs. 

Department heads are also 
required to encourage greater 
productivity, the mayor said, 
as well as exerting more care 
in purchases. 

I-ast year's budget was $65.7 
million, including a $30.3 
million school budget, after 
cuts by the mayor and the 
Board of Aldermen.

Land Use planning Alderman, fire lieutenant 
getslittlecitizeninput trade accusations on call

Creation of a land use policy 
— what many people consider 
the most urgent need for the 
city — was started at a public 
hearing last week and ignored 
by almost everybody. 

The Planning Department 
presented tentative land use 
“goals” for public comment 
last week at Mason-Rice School 
to a total of 25 people, few of 
whom were not connected in 
some way to city government 
or part of groups which speak 
on many issues. 

“It’s sad to see that so few 
people turned up," commented 
Stanley Miller, chairman of the 
Planning & Development 
Board. One alderman, Ethel 
Sheehan of Ward 6, was 
present. 

After the presentation of 
citizen opinion on previously 
discussed population and 
housing “goals," comments 
were asked for on land use. 

Land use goals presented by 
the Planning Department are: 

1. To preserve and enhance 
the city's suburban character. 

2. To preserve the historical 
and cultural heritage of the 
city. 

3. To preserve and enhance 
the natural environment in¬ 
clusive of air and water 
resources and open spaces. 

4. To provide for commercial 
and industrial uses which are 
compatible with the city's 
residential character. 

5. To preserve and enhance 
the distinctive village- 
neighborhood character of the 
city. 

6. To provide for institutional 
uses compatible with and 
supportive of the city’s 
residential character. 

7. To recognize Newton’s role 
as a suburban community 
within an urban region and to 
support local land uses com¬ 
patible with regional land use 
patterns. 

8. To support and enhance 
the city's economic stability 
and viability. 

Background for each of these 
goals is supplied in the in¬ 
formation package available 
from the Planning Depart¬ 
ment. as are feedback forms to 
be returned to the Planning 
Department. 


Comments made at the 
meeting centered mainly on 
the preservation of open space 
and land use as it relates to 
both population growth and 
growth in the tax base. 

The Newton Conservators 
presented the point of view that 
increased growth in population 
with its increased construction 
does not necessarily increase 
the tax revenue, because of the 
concomitant increase in city 
services required. 

Several speakers were in 
favor of allowing more 
nonresidential (business, 
commercial, industrial) use of 
land, which produces more 
taxes in relation to the cost to 
the city. 

Lorenz Muther of the Newton 
Taxpayers’ Association 
suggested a new approach 
must now be taken toward the 
acquisition of open space. “For 
every acre of open space we 
acquire," he said, "we should 
dedicate an acre of land to 
money making." 

Zoning was touched on only 
lightly, when a woman in the 
audience asked whether there 
will be a hard-and-fast set of 
zoning districts. 

The land use component of 
the comprehensive plan may 
or may not include a complete 
zoning plan or map , a Plan¬ 
ning Department staff member 
said. 

Stanley Miller commented 
that there are three main ways 
of dealing with zoning — never 
rezone, rezone on a case-by- 
case basis, or review zoning 
every five or six years and 
change the zoning if necessary. 

The citizen-participation 
process for gathering opinion is 
commendable,, but it is not 
clear whether the results are 
worth the time and money 
spent, when it is considered 
that of 15,000 local newspaper 
subscribers only 70 returned a 
questionnaire printed as a 
courtesy to the Planning 
Department and the citizens’ 
and only 25 people attend the 
public hearings on planning. 

Muther may have 
overestimated when at the 
conclusion of the hearing he 
said, “There are about 3000 
people who care about the 
city." 


The Public Health and Safety 
Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen approved the 
mayor's appointment of Fire 
Chief Harvey Preble last week, 
but not until after a fire 
lieutenant and a member of the 
committee traded accusations 
over a call for assistance made 
to the alderman's home. 

Aid. Robert Stiller said of 
Fire Lt. Richard Beecher: “I 
am absolutely appalled to have 
a fire lieutenant who lies" after 
Beecher told his side of the 
story on the call made a during 
the heavy rainstorm Jan. 10. 

In an open letter to Stiller 
Beecher said he responded 
from the Oak Hill fire station to 
a call of a “short circuit” at 21 
June Lane, Stiller’s home. 

Lt. Joseph Daniele said in a 
telephone interview Tuesday 
that he received the original 
call for help from the alderman 
at the main fire station. 

"He did identify himself as 
Alderman Stiller," Lt. Daniele 
said, "and he said snow was on 
the roof and water was coming 
down through the ceiling and 
•iectrical fixtures." 


Police and 
fire contracts 
still unsigned 

Newton's police officers 
reached a stalemate in con¬ 
tract talks late last week and 
filed to have a state factfinder 
enter the negotiation process. 

Newton firefighters have 
also been without a contract 
since last July and the union 
president wants to make public 
the issues that are causing the 
delays. 

Both unions have kept the 
promises they have made not 
to discuss details of the 
negotiations with the press. 

Mayor Theodore Mann’s 
budgetary advisor Michael 
Lebner said both unions un¬ 
derstand that the city has in¬ 
amount that all other city 
employees have received 
exclusive of the School 
Department.

"He requested the 
firefighters to ladder his home 
and shovel the roof valley to 
alleviate the situation,” 
Beecher said. 

Beecher told Stiller that it 
was not the policy of the Fire 
Department to shovel roofs. 
Chief Preble told the com¬ 
mittee,"It’s been a policy for 
years and I think it shouldn't be 
changed.” 

On the day of the storm 
Beecher said he suggested 
Stiller borrow a ladder from a 
neighbor if he did not own one, 
and said many people had the 
same problem. 

"Aid. Stiller could not accept 
this refusal,” Beecher said. 

"He immediately went into a 
tirade, with the use of 
vulgarity, and threatened that 
he would ‘not vote for anything 
that would benefit a fireman or 
policeman in the future, . . .’ 

"Needless to say, we 
firefighters were appalled at 
the abuse and vulgarity, as 
well as the actions, of an 
elected official who would 
abuse the power of his positions 
to gain preferential treat¬ 
ment’" Beecher said. 

Beecher also responded to 
alleged remarks of Stiller 
regarding the quiet enjoyment 
of a warm firehouse.

Beecher said 21 minutes 
before responding to Stiller’s 
call he was wading in six in¬ 
ches of water trying to gain 
access to an electrical panel. 
That “is like playing ‘Russian 
roulette' with your life'" the 
lieutenant said. 

Stiller tried to get the 
discussion of the incident into 
executive session, but the other 
aldermen present voted to keep 
the meeting open. 

Those present were Chair¬ 
man Mark White, Matthew 
Jefferson, James Miller, Ethel 
Sheehan, Susan Schur, Andrew 
Magni, and Carol Ann Shea. 

Stiller reminded the 
firefighters that they 
responded to his house eight 
years ago for a similar incident 
and preceded to shovel off his 
roof. 

Chief Preble repeated, "We 
do not put apparatus up on the 
roof during those type of cir¬ 
cumstances." 

Stiller asked if there was any 
other equipment “not on-line 
that could be available for 
blocked gutters or a person 
trapped in a window?" 

Preble said if someone is 
trapped in a window a ladder 
truck would be sent, but a wire 
truck would carry a small 
ladder. 

Stiller said a wire truck with 
a ladder was finally dispatched 
and he cleaned the roof him¬ 
self. 

Committee Chairman Mark 
White said, “I don't like what 
happened . . . when an 
alderman got special treat¬ 
ment. 

“I think it’s wrong. The time 
for that has long passed."

Coverage by fire equipment 
better than before, mayor says 


"The area served by the 
Crafts Street fire station may, 
indeed, have better protection 
today than it did previously," 
Mayor Theodore Mann said 
this week in a veto message to 
the Board of Aldermen. 

Mann has vetoed an or¬ 
dinance passed earlier this 
month establishing at least 10 
fire pumpers and three ladder 
trucks as Newton's fire- 
equipment complement until 
April 30. 

The mayor cut one pumper 
from service at the Crafts 
Street station but allowed it to 
be retained until December, 
1976. 

The mayor’s veto will come 
to the Board of Aldermen Feb. 
7, when the Board may try to 
override the veto. 

In the vote approving the 
ordinance, 16 aldermen voted 
in favor, five against. Under 
terms of the city charter 18 
aldermen must vote to 
override. 


To override, the Board must 
have two more members than 
the 16 in favor of the ordinance 
voting in favor of the override. 
Of the three members absent 
for the original vote two will 
probably vote in favor of 
overriding, but two of the 16, 
possibly three, are expected to 
switch and vote against the 
override. 

With his veto message, 
^Mayor Mann attached a letter 
Jfrom Fire Chief Harvey 
Preble, which reaffirmed 
Preble's position that there is 
v'no basis” for the rein- 
sh^ement of Pumper 8. 

P?bble continued, "I am fully 
confident that the recom¬ 
mendations of the ISO 
(Insurance Slices Office) 
will not change aqd that they 
will be fully substantiated." 

The Insurances Services 
Office, an insurance rating 
firm, has said the city does not 
need 10 pumpers and wiH 
submit a full report in March 


on the city's firefighting 
capability. 

Preble said in his letter that 
changes in dispatching ap¬ 
paratus has improved the 
coverage formerly assigned to 
Engine 8, the discontinued 
pumper. 

Engine 6 from Newton 
Centre or Engine 5 from West 
Newton is now dispatched to 
Crafts Street when Engine 4 
(the Crafts Street pumper) is 
at a fire. Both Engines 5 and 6 
both come from double com¬ 
panies, leaving another 
pumper in their stations in case 
of fire in those districts. 

Mayor Mann said this week 
he is looking into reactivating 
the Newton Auxiliary Fir? 
Department, which could serve 
as a backup when a largo 
number of regular pieces o£ 
equipment and firefighters are 
at fires. 

The auxiliary department 
could be available to mart 
spare pieces of equipment, the 
mayor said.

Traffic problem 

The results of the surveys taken in New¬ 
ton Centre concerning Newton Centre 
Square bring to light an interesting 
difference among the three groups sur¬ 
veyed. 

It should be noted that residents and 
shoppers, on the one hand, and business 
people, on the other, have a different view of 
the seriousness of parking problems there 

Business people consistently, according to 
the survey, rated parking as the most 
significant problem and offered increasing 
parking as a way to aid their businesses. 

Residents and shoppers had much more to 
say on the subject of traffic. 

When asked if they found it difficult to 
park in Newton Centre. 42 percent of respon¬ 
ding shoppers said "no" and 33 percent said 

"yes." 

Asked how they would rate traffic circula¬ 
tion in Newton Centre, 41 percent rated it 
"fair" and 41 percent rated it "poor.” 
That's 82 percent of responding shoppers. 

Among residents surveyed. 58 percent felt 
Newton Centre was a "less desirable" place 
to live now than it was five years ago. What 
was reason number one? "Excessive traf¬ 
fic."

With all the sound and fury, one would think 
Governor Michael S. Dukakis had named Richard 
Nixon or Derek .Sanderson to be the next chief justice of 
the Massachusetts Superior Court rather than a 
brilliant young attorney noted for his integrity and 
tremendous ability as an administrator. 

Initially the firestorm was triggered by an un¬ 
characteristic outburst from the retiring chief Justice, 
Walter H. Mctaughlin, and then fueled further by a 
blast from A tty. Thomas D. Burns, who resigned in 
protest as chairman of the governor's screening panel. 
Both mtemperately, and without a scintilla of proof, 
charged a "deal" was made for Bonin's appointment in 
connection with the current fuss about court reform in 
Massachusetts. 

Probably shellshocked from the ruckus raised is the 
man named to be the next chief justice, Robert M. 
Bonin, currently first assistant attorney general under 
Francis X. Bellotti, a man regarded by his peers in the 
legal profession as ideally suited to direct the great 
trial court. 

Chief Judge McLaughlin, a few other disgruntled 
members of the superior court and Atty. Burns all are 
overlooking some basics in this controversy — first and 
foremost that it is the governor's constitutional 
responsibility to pick any and all judges. 

Nothing down through the decades in Massachusetts 
has been truer than the saying "a judge is a lawyer 
who knows a governor" — and virtually all members of 
the bench, including Chief Judge McLaughlin, fit under 
that umbrella. Both former Governor Frank Sargent, 
because he had so many judicial appointments, and 
Governor Dukakis, because he is the way he is, have 
named many who were strangers to them politically to 
the bench — but such has been a relative rarity in 
judicial appointments over the years. 

Further, Dukakis has made no secret of his feeling 
that the next chief judge of the Superior Court should 
be a fulltime administrator — and that had strong 
impact upon his choice of Bonin. Chief Judge 
McLaughlin wanted to handpick as his successor 
Judge James P. Lynch Jr., a man who wanted to 
continue sitting on die bench at least half the time — 
contrary to what the governor sees as the court’s prime 
need, a fulltime administrator.

An oddity in this situation is that Chief Judge-to-be 
Bonin is not a political animal, and his involvement 
politically has been a result of sheer ability and an 
oftdemonstrated capacity to get the job done. Atty. 


Gen. Billotti, in fact, startled Massachusetts 
politicians of both parties two years ago when he 
named the 45-year-old Brookline man, a stranger to 
him, to the top post under him. Political analysts, 
newspaper editorials and the legal profession itself 
hailed this as an outstanding move — all of which 
makes it more than passingly strange that the 
resultant stormy tirade ensued. 

Retiring Chief Justice Mcl^ughlin’s angry denun¬ 
ciation that the choice was "an insult" that will destroy 
the court’s morale, and that an "outsider’ couldn't 
administrate the system, simply won’t wash. When 
Governor Christian A. Herter named Paul C. Reardon 
to that post he too was an "outsider," yet Reardon 
proved one of the best and most respected jurists who 
ever held that post 

As a top gubernatorial aide pointed out, McLaughlin 
himself is the only one of the last four chief judges — 
covering 40 years — who had extensive experience. 

The suspicion persists in many quarters that the 
assualt against the choice of Bonin stemmed, in large 
measure, from the fact Mcl-aughlin and other judges 
are incensed over the court reform report compiled by 
the Governor's Select Committee on Judicial N»eds, 
headed by Harvard Law Prof. Archibald Cox. Bonin 
was a member of that panel, and Bellotti has supported 
it vigorously as has Dukakis. 

Totally ignored by a few pouting and petulant 
judges, including McLaughlin, is that the governor's 
choice for a new chief justice is a person who has 
demonstrated qualities of leadership, a keen legal 
mind, an unflappable temperament, and a demon¬ 
strated capacity to administer. 

It is sad, really, that a highly respected and com¬ 
petent chief judge, McLaughlin, would create such a 
storm by trying to name his own successor — and that 
this outstanding legal talent based his headline- 
creating charges on what he later admitted was a 
"rumor” that a "deal" had been struck in connection 
with proposed court reform 

Only one question legitimately should be raised — 
and that is the competence of Bonin who has "made his 
bones” as the first assistant attorney general and as a 
fine tnal lawyer. That, and only that, should be the 
bottom line.

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Lessons from an oil spill Evelyn Murphy 


Disaster is not a particularly appealing 
topic especially when the victims are 
silent. Yet, the oil spill of 7.5 million 
gallons off Nantucket Shoals on Dec. 15, 
1976, means massive pollution to our 
ecological system, the full effects of 
which we will not be able to measure for 
quite some time. 

Because we cannot yet fully measure 
the long-term ecological damages and 
financial costs from this disaster, the 
severity of this tragic episode is not yet 
understood by the public. 

It is much easier to grasp the impact of 
a natural disaster. Just count the acres of 
land razed by a forest fire, the number of 
homes overrun by floods from a broken 
dam, or the destrucUon of human life by 
an earthquake. 

But, the immediate and swift 
destruction of a natural disaster is not so 
evident in the horrendous "man-made" 
disaster of a large oil spill. For the Argo 
Merchant unleashed not chaotic panic, 
but rather, silent environmental pollution 
that is just as deadly. 

It is much more difficult to count the 
future fish that will not inhabit Georges 
Bank due to the destruction of their 
larvae and eggs by the lethal oil, or to see 
the effects of oil in the food and protein 
cycle of marine species. 

However, this damage to our ecological 
system has been met so far with relative 
silence from the public. Conflicting 
reports from various federal agencies 
and differing scientific interpretations of 
the oil’s effect on the marine environment 
have clouded perceptions. As long as 
there is little evidence of a catastrophe 
visible to the human eye, there is a ten¬ 
dency to dismiss the damage of the spill. 

Here in Massachusetts, our citizens 
have been deluged with information in 
the past three weeks that strongly 
suggests that since the wind currents 
have pushed the oil southward, we have 
nothing to worry about. 

With the Coast Guard monitoring the 
dimension and direction of the spill daily, 
we now have evidence of an oil slick that 
extends over much of Georges Bank. 

Yet the Coast Guard readily admits 
that the task of tracking the path of oil in 
ocean currents from a major spill in the 
North Atlantic has been done only once 
before, and without much success. So the 
threat to Massachusetts fishing and 
tourism industries, and its marine en¬ 
vironment, remains, indeed, quite real. 

If there is a consolation from a tragedy 
of this nature, perhaps now the oil in¬ 
dustry and the federal government will 
be more responsive to the environmental 
considerations implicit in the for¬ 
thcoming lease sales in the North 
AtlanUc. 


During the past two years, both Gov. 
Michael Dukakis and I have repeatedly- 
urged the Interior Department to require 
oil companies to employ the best possible 
oil spill clean-up equipment and 
technology as a condition of exploraUon. 

Representatives of the oil industry 
reassured Gov. Dukakis that 
Massachusetts’ commitment to find new 
sources of energy would be met with an 
equally strong pledge to protect our 
coasUine resources and our marine en¬ 
vironment. 

Through the mishap of the Argo 
Merchant, we learned the technology and 
equipment used to clean up spills in the 
Gulf is inadequate in the high seas and 
strong winds so characteristic of the 
North Atlantic in wintertime. 

Before Outer Continental Shelf (OCS) 
exploration takes place, the federal 
government must insure that the oil in¬ 
dustry invests and locates the most 
modern pollution control technology in 
the North Atlantic. While it is our un¬ 
derstanding the technology exists for 
coping with winter weather conditions, 
the testing and production of this 
equipment must coincide with the 
commencement of exploration. 

Massachusetts is also concerned that 
all pipelines be buried to a minimum of 
six feet where technologically feasible. 
While this will prevent pipelines from 
obstructing fishing operations, the ex¬ 
tensive sediment movement of the oceans 
also necessitates the need for this 
requirement. 

Strict prohibition against the dumping 
of all debris is another component of the 
state’s requests. In addition, conditions in 
design criteria for drilling platforms and 
vessels must encompass seismic, 
oceanographic, and meteorological in¬ 
formation so that the design is capable of 
withstanding the worst possible operating 
conditions. 

Massachusetts also seeks crucial 
reforms in the federal government’s 
leasing process. 

The establishment of a regional OCS 
Advisory Committee, composed of 
federal and state participants that would 
make specific recommendations 
regarding proposed lease sales and ex¬ 
ploration and production, would give 
states an equal voice in setting off-shore 
energy policy. 

We have urged the Department of 
Interior to draft a five-year plan, in¬ 
dicating the size, liming, and locaUon of 
both off-shore and on-shore activities, 
which would give the states the rationale 
to pursue national energy policies. 

Unlike the draft Environmental Impact 
Statement (EIS), the final report must 
separate exploration from development. 
The draft EIS, prepared by the Depart¬ 


ment of Interior, tried to do what it could 
not do at the early stage in the process. 
Put simply, it seems the document tried 
to address producUon impacts before we 
have the faintest idea what the 
magnitude of that production might be. 

The federal government must also give 
local coastal communities periodic in¬ 
formation on off-shore operations and 
activities. Otherwise these areas cannot 
plan wisely for any corresponding on¬ 
shore needs or services. 

And most importantly, the Secretary of 
the Interior must have the authority to 
suspend or in extreme cases, cancel a 
lease whose operation may cause 
significant environmental damage. 

The federal Government has also 
shirked its legislative responsibility 
regarding off-shore development. Both 
Sen. Edward Kennedy and Congressman 
Gerry Studds worked very hard last year 
to pass legislation that would have 
required spillers to bear the full costs 
incurred in the cleaning up of oil spills, 
and would have provided direct access to 
an oil spill compensation fund to affected 
fishermen and tourist-related 
businessmen. 

Yet the oil lobby exerted pressure on 
enough congressmen to kill the bill in the 
last session. Hopefully, massive citizen 
and editorial support will enable the 
Kennedy-Studds legislation to become 
law this year 

A change is also needed in the structure 
of the Coast Guard's response plan, which 
provides that "each state within a region 
is invited to furnish a liaison to the Coast 
Guard Regional Response Team, and 
when an emergency occurs, the affected 
state or states are invited to participate 
in its deliberations.” Massachusetts was 
not included in these deliberations until 
Gov. Dukakis and I requested a briefing 
from Admiral Siler on the Coast Guard's 
plan of action. 

From our experience with the Argo 
Merchant. I strongly suggest that the 
governor of each state be the required 
initial contact of the Coast Guard. In an 
accident of the magnitude of the Argo 
Merchant, a state's chief executive must 
be an equal partner in deciding strategy, 
since near - and on-shore resources are 
also vulnerable to the ravages of a large 
spill. 

An interesting revelation also surfaced 
from Sen. Kennedy's hearing in Boston on 
the Argo Merchant disaster. Under 
questioning from Sen. Kennedy, Admiral 
Steward of the Coast Guard mentioned 
that the Coast Guard did not have the 
authority to order the use of chemicals in 
the water to combat the oil spill. 

Thus, even if it was deemed feasible to 
burn the oil, EFA and not the Coast 
Guard would have had to okay this 


decision. A small point in this instance, 
but it simply underlies the apparent 
confusion in the federal government's oil 
spill contingency plans. 

The other subject in question is the role 
of the Coast Guard in state, federal, and 
international waters. The Coast Guard 
must have specific authority to insure 
that all vessels traveling in state and 
federal waters meet U.S. design and 
specification requirements, possess all 
current navigational instruments, and 
travel in regulated traffic lanes. If these 
steps require additional legislation, 
personnel, or commitment of funds, this 
should be a top priority of the 95th 
Congress. 

There is also need for swift ad¬ 
ministrative action. Enforcement of the 
Ports and Waterways Safety Act of 1972 
would mandate the Coast Guard to 
conduct periodic inspections of both 
foreign and domestic vessels. Areas of 
concern include the operations of 
necessary equipment, current status of 
maps and information, and adequate 
training of personnel. 

The Argo Merchant disaster also ac¬ 
centuates the need for the deployment of 
Coast Guard oil spill teams and equip¬ 
ment in the Northeast. Massachusetts 
and all of New England must be assured 
that the equipment and trained personnel 
is proximate to drilling locations and 
available for immediate service. 

As a final thought, the composition of 
current oceanic policies might offer 
President Carter a prime target to 
commence his government 
reorganization plans. 

Presently, the Departments of Interior, 
Commerce, Defense, Transportation, and 
EPA have varying degrees of respon¬ 
sibility and input into off-shore 
strategies. 

The oceans have been and are con¬ 
tinuing to be a major source of food for 
our nation, and are also a vast area for 
potential energy development. The 
creation of a Cabinet-level Department of 
Ocean Affairs by President Carter might 
be the initial step in the formulation of a 
policy that assigns a paramount priority 
to the future uses and development of 
ocean waters. 

None of the measures suggested will 
negate the destruction that has already 
taken place in the coastal waters of 

Massachusetts. 

But if we are to halt the reckless spread 
of "man-made" pollution, we should heed 
tiie lessons of the Argo Merchant disaster 
and take the necessary steps to preserve 
our ecological system from further ruin.

by some other method. But all 
of that takes time. 

In the meantime, those of our 
children who do not have rides 
to school must either be kept 
home or sent to school along 
dangerous routes. These are 
not acceptable alternatives, 
especially when there is an 
easy solution to the problem.

The Federal Energy 
Administration held a public 
hearing in Boston last Friday 
to gather testimony concerning 
the extension of federal 
regulations of home heating oil 
prices and supply. 

In testimony to the members 
of the Energy Administration, 
State Rep. Peter F. Harrington 

D-Newtoni stated: "We have 
many citizens who find it in¬ 
creasingly difficult to pay the 
spiraling costs for home heat; 
these are the elderly, many of 
whom are barely existing on 
their limited incomes, the 
unemployed, and the working 
poor.” 

In January, .1973, a 
homeowner paid under 20 cents 
a gallon for fuel oil. Today that 
same fuel oil costs about 46 
cents per gallon. 

"Because of the severity of 
the cold this winter, we are 
gravely concerned over the 
possibility of undue increases 
in the price of home heating oil 
and the possibility that sup¬ 
plies regularly sent to New 


England will be diverted to 
other areas of the country," 
Harrington said. 

"The decision by the Ford 
administration to withdraw 
federal regulations over home 
heating oil, will, if continued, 
have a disastrous effect on 
New England homeowners," 
he warned. 

The purpose of the Federal 
Energy Administration’s 
regulations is to equalize the 
cost of crude oil among U.S. 
refiners and to eliminate 
competitive imbalances in the 
east coast residual fuel oil 
market. 

At the present time tariffs 
and fees on imported No. 2 
home heating oil are $2.40 per 
barrel. Proposed regulations 
would provide importers with a 
65 percent entitlement which 
would reduce the cost of im¬ 
ported No. 2 home heating oil 
by about $1.65 per barrel. This 
would prevent a sharp rise in 
retail home heating oil prices 
in New England, a region 
which is highly dependent on 
imported oil. 


Rep. Harrington continued: 
"The severity of the cold 
weather this winter, 24 percent 
colder than normal and 31 
percent colder than last year, 
is expected to increase the 
demand for home heating oil 
by 40 percent. This, combined 
with increasing prices, will 
cost the average 
Massachusetts homeowner 
between $200 and $400 this 
winter." 


Limited supply and high 
prices are also having an 
adverse impact on small in¬ 
dependent home heating oil 
dealers. The cold weather has 
caused an increase in use, the 
dealer must purchase the fuel 
at higher prices, for cash. The 
high cost has caused many 
homeowners to fall behind in 
payment. The result, ac¬ 
cording to the New England 
Fuel Institute, is that 26 small 
New England heating oil 
dealers have been forced out of 
business since the start of the 
heating season, he said. 


Pines wants all high school 
grads to know first aid, CPR 


State Rep. Lois Pines (D- 
Newtoni will testify before the 
Legislature's Committee on 
Education on behalf of her bill 
requiring the teaching of first 
aid and cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation (CPR) to the 
state's high school students, on 
Feb. 7at 11 a.m. in Room 460 of 
the State House. 

Pines, the author of the 
Emergency Medical Services 
and First Responder Training 
Laws and recipient of the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health's Leadership 
Award, said, "The average 
person is the first to arrive at 
the scene of most medical 
emergencies, but has no idea 
what to do because he has 
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summer? 
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never received any instruction. 
Once this program is in 
operation, the bystander will 
be much more likely to respond 
effectively." 

The difference between full 
recovery and permanent 
disability or death is measured 
in minutes. According to the 
Department of Public Health, 
20 percent of the annual 
number of deaths due to ac¬ 
cidents or heart attacks would 
be prevented if House Bill 4878 
is enacted. 

The training program will 
emphasize the care of cervical 
(spinal) injuries and CPR. 
According to 1975 data, CPR, 
when administered by a

ambulance, results in a 36 
percent survival rate. This 
figure plummets to 8 percent 
when treatment is delayed, 
even for a few minutes. In 
Seattle, Washington, a 
program similar to the one 
proposed by Pines has been in 
effect for four years, and the 
accident survival rate has 
risen from one in 19 to four out 
of seven. 

Students will also receive 
instruction designed to 
promote an understanding of 
risk factors and the recognition 
of warning signs and symp¬ 
toms of impending illness. 

The training program will be 
coordinated by the Department 
of Education and administered 
through the existing driver 
education classes, whose 
curriculum already includes 
first aid training. According to 
a Pines spokesman, the driving 
instructors would teach first 
aid to all school students. 

The American Red Cross has 
supplied the contemplated 
training model, and the CPR 
instruction will conform to 
American Red Cross 
guidelines. 

“Inclusion in the driver 
education structure will 
probably result in federal 
highway safety funds covering 
much of the cost of the 
program. The need for this 
training is obvious, and the 
tangible benefits can be 
realized immediately. My two 
previous emergency medical 
laws have helped to make 
Massachusetts the number two 
state in quality of services. 
This new proposal will make us 
number one, "Pines concluded. 

The Pines bill has been en¬ 
dorsed by a wide spectrum of 
medical and human service 
leaders

Mofenson wants change 


in utility 

State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newton), House 
chairman of the Committee on 
Human Services and Elderly 
Affairs, has criticized the 
Department of Public Welfare 
for trying to restrict the 
issuance of emergency grants 
to welfare families facing 
eviction or the termination of 
utility and fuel oil service. 

"The efforts of the Welfare 
Department to drop out of, or 
restrict participation in the 
Federal Emergency 
Assistance for Needy Families 
with Children Program are 
unconscionable,” Mofenson 
said. “Heat is not a luxury, it is 
a necessity."

Currently, an AFDC family 
of four is budgeted $385 per 
month with just $24 per month 
allocated for fuel. "This is low 
even for a mild winter," 
Mofenson said, "and doesn't 
take into account this year’s 
frigid weather and the in¬ 
creases in gas and oil heating 
prices." 

Inability to pay heating bills 
has, in some parts of the 
country, resulted in service 
shutoff and tragedy. Mofenson 
expressed concern that steps 
be taken to avoid such oc¬ 
currences here. 

Sine 1967, the federal 
government has had a 50-50 
matching fund emergency 
assistance program to help 
cover the costs of inadequately 
funded welfare programs. 
Until 1975, Massachusetts 
participated in the program to 
help those AFDC families who 
for some reason fell behind in 
the payment of rent or utilities. 
In 1975, the Welfare Depart¬ 
ment cut back in the scope of 
its participation and 
eliminated its former "initial 
needs" and "hardhip" 
programs. 

The Department justified 
stopping its "initial needs" and 
"hardship" programs because, 
in part, it said it was retaining 
the federal emergency aid 
program as a safety backstop. 
But at the same time, it con¬ 
tinued to cut back in its par- 


policy 


ticipation and in 1976, the 
Department barred eligibility 
for such assistance for back 
payment of fuel and utility 
bills. When AFDC families 
successfully challenged the 
Welfare Department in court, 
the Welfare Department 
dropped out of the federal 
emergency assistance 
program rather than comply 
with its provisions. 

On Jan. 7, the U.S. District 
Court stopped the Welfare 
Department from taking its 
action until it complied with 
the requirement of the 
Massachusetts Administration 
Procedures Act. 

Mofenson said that the 
Welfare Department’s current 
proposal to either drop out of 
the federal program or par¬ 
ticipate with the qualification 
that it would restrict payments 
to no more than three months 
for any one arrearage was 
unacceptable. 

In a letter to Gov. Dukakis, 
Mofenson wrote: "I appreciate 
your attempts to eliminate 
waste from all programs of 
government, but I cannot see 
denying basic utilities to the

poor as a method of 
economizing. There is no 
evidence that arrearages arise 
from client abuse. You cannot 
put the poor into a Catch 22 
wherein they fall behind in 
payments because they lack 
the funds to pay bills and are 
then penalized because they 
have fallen behind, losing heat, 
lights and hot water. 

"Too many of the hideous 
fires that occur in poor areas 
begin with the use of a gas oven 
to heat an apartment when the 
electricity has been shut off, or 
with the use of a faulty electric 
space heater when the gas has 
been terminated.” 

He urged full participation in 
the federal program, ex¬ 
plaining that even using 
Welfare Department projec¬ 
tions, full compliance would 
cost only $1.25 million more 
than a state-run alternative. 

"Surely, in a state budget of 
$4 billion, we can find the funds 
to ensure that the very young 
and the very old do not freeze 
or burn to death," he said. 
"Furthermore, not to act 
encourages poor health and 
will come back to cost the state 
in increased Medicaid costs."

Newton Centre shoppers 
have a higher opinion of 
Newton Centre as a business 
area than the merchants do, 
according to results of surveys 
recently published by the 
Planning Department 

A majority of Newton Centre 
residents polled feel that the 
village is less desirable as a 
place in which to live than it 
used to be, and gave the traffic 
and expansion of business as 
some of the reasons. The 
resident survey was done last 
year and had 414 returns. 

As part of an urban design 
study of Newton Centre, the 
Planning Department 
delivered survey forms to each 
of 184 businesses in and around 
Newton Centre Square and to 
23 businesses along Com¬ 
monwealth Avenue between 
Grant Avenue and Centre 
Street 

Of the first, more than half 
(101) returned the question¬ 
naires, but only one-third (8) of 
the Commonwealth Avenue 
questionnaires were returned, 
according to the Planning 
Department 

Nearly half (44 percent) the 
merchants and businessmen 
rated Newton Centre as a "less 
desirable" place in which to do 
business, and parking and 
traffic problems were given 
most frequently as the reason, 
with competition from the 
Chestnut Hill Mall next in 
frequency. But 37 percent 
perceived Newton Centre as a 
better place for business, and 
18 percent thought it un¬ 
changed. 

Among 140 shoppers sur¬ 
veyed, traffic congestion was 
the most frequent reason given !

Residents of Newton Centre

Among the shoppers in¬ 
terviewed, 43 percent said they 
had no difficulty finding a 
parking space and 40 percent 
found the street and traffic 
signs clear and adequate. 

Traffic circulation was 
another matter. Among 
shoppers, 83 percent felt traffic 
movement is fair to poor, and 
in an earlier survey 80 percent 
of the residents agreed. 

Shoppers listed better traffic 
control, more parking lots and 
pedestrian improvements as 
the three top suggested im¬ 
provements, in that order, 
while businessmen ignored 
pedestrians and called for 
more parking spaces, better 
traffic control and lifting of on¬ 
street parking restrictions. 

Nearly 30 percent of the 
shoppers walk to Newton 
Centre at least some of the 
time, according to the shopper 


survey. Cars were the means of 
getting to Newton In more than 
60 percent of the responses, 
with bicycle and motorcycle 
accounting for a small number. 

During 1975, net profits 
declined for one-third of the 
businesses responding to the 
questionnaire, remained stable 
for 30 percent and increased 
for 37 percent, but only seven 
businesses plan to relocate. 

Business and shoppers 
agreed that the stores needed 
most in Newton Centre are a 
supermarket and a sandwich- 
shop type of restaurant, while 
residents agree on the 
supermarket but do not want 
more restaurants. 

Residents and shoppers both 
want a department store and 
more women’s clothing stores' 

Shoppers also put a book 
store high on their list, but 
residents want a medium- 
priced department store, a 
basic hardware store and a 
laundromat.

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Learning the art of "tying one on" 


Perhaps you’ve noticed the way a 
dress, suit, pants outfit or jersey relies on 
one important accessory for sup¬ 
port.. ..the scarf. 

□ever girls have learned how to "tie 
one on," and with fashion heading into a 
softer, prettier, more delicate period for 
spring, the focus on scarves makes good 
sense. 

At a time when we're all budget-bound, 
having a large assortment of scarves is 
the least expensive way of giving old 
clothes a lift. The woman who can’t go out 
and buy scads of new styles will find that 
a purchase of scarves anywhere from $7 
Up to $16 will revitalize her wardrobe. 

The best and most affordable way for a 
woman to wear a "touch of Blass” is a 
new Bill Blass scarf from his collection 
for Sally Gee. The scarves sell in stores 
for as little as $7 for cotton and $9 for pure 
silk, the most expensive being a silk 
oblong at $16. 

Naturally, each bears the designer's 
name, as an actual signature or In 
graphic lettering, or the BB initials in a 
mirror image. On some scarves, once is 
enough and, on others, his name is 
repeated over and over, actually worked 
into the design; for example, around a 
border. 

As to the designer’s popularity, it 
should be noted that in a Novepber, 1976 


survey conducted by "W", [hi bi-weekly 
fashion newspaper, Bill Blass outfits won 
first and third place in the balloting. 
Readers of the newspaper were asked to 
pick their favorites from 47 designer 
outfits, representing most of America's 
top fashion names. His name is one 
women are proud to wear! 

The Bill Blass scarves, of course, relate 
to his clothes designs both in coloring and 
look. On cotton and pure silk 
backgrounds. Blass uses stripes, checks, 
squares, plaids and dots, sometimes 
several in one scarf for a geometric look. 
Because his clothes for women have a 
classic look that is occasionally pure 
haberdashery, his scarves repeat that 
classic look. And his scarves, like his 
clothes, are timeless. 

A new way Bill Blass secs scarves worn 
is tied around the hips of a shirt and skirt 
(or trousers) outfit, tied as a mini-sarong 
with the knot to one side. This works best 
for the average-size woman with his 30- 
inch silk twill squares which retail for 
$15. 

His oblongs look great sashed around a 
waist, in lieu of a belt, or worn ends 
hanging straight down over a coat or 
jacket. His smaller cotton squares (22 
inches) look new tucked Into a blazer 
pocket. 


About his new collection of scarves for 
Spring '77, Bill Blass says: "A scarf is a 
great accessory worn as a turban, a 
babushka or kerchief on the head. It can 
be a colorful touch at the waist or on the 
wrist, a soft addition at the neck or in 
your blazer pocket. It's the softest ac¬ 
cessory next to your skin, and pure silk 
feels especially sexy when it's worn next 
to your skin. As far as I am concerned, a 
scarf is the last touch to be put on to 
complete a total, finished look." 

Following are some ABC's about tying 
scarves: 

1. Simple triangle: Form a triangle by 
folding a square scarf on the diagonal. 

2. Oblong from squares: Fold square on 
the bias in thirds, then fold in thirds again 
to make a long, narrow scarf with pointed 
ends. 

3. Long and sleek: Fold a square scarf 
in half, then fold again in thirds, to make 
a rectangular shape. 

4. The ascot: Use either a triangle or a 
two-point scarf to shape an ascot. Loop 
end A over and around end B. At the point 
where the loop is made, spread end A out 
over end B, covering the loop. Tiny folds 
will form. 

5. Square knot: The square knot Ls just 
two tails of a scarf tied over left, then left 
over right. Make the second tie and pull it 


tight; then spread the A loop so it covers 
and poufs over the ties. 

6. The Windsor: Start knot with tail (A) 
longer than left (B). Make two loops with 
tail A; Center and hold first loop tight 
while doing second. Tighten second loop. 
Bring A across and behind the loops. Put 
between crossover fold and hops. Pull 
through tighten and straighten knot. 

Doing the "loopy Loop" is so easy and 
looks just great. Using a large square, 
double it and put it behind your neck; 
bring the loose end ties through the loop 
on right side and pull to desired tightness. 

Bright scarves can be wrapped around 
heads, necks, tops and waists for an up- 
to-date fashion look. Most women have a 
sizeable collection in a variety of colors 
and prints that can be used on their heads 
and around their necks. Scarves are also 
used as tops for jean-, pants and skirts in 
resort wardrobes. The halter style is 
easily made—a long, lean oblong scarf 
twisted once on the bosom and tied in 
back will achieve the halter look, and if 
you don’t have a scarf that’s long enough, 
use two oblongs. Put the knot in the 
center of one and lie It across the bust. 
Pull the second scarf through the knot 
and tie around the neck. 

Gather your scarves together, sit down 
in front of a mirror and practice tying one 
on! 


Food and Fashion

Across the kitchen counter 


We’re all becoming more and more 
conscious of nutrition and economy when 
it comes to cooking—little wonder that 
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homemakers are constantly on the alert 
for new food ideas. Have you ever tried 
preparing Chinese dishes at home? 
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Oriental Chicken with Cashews served with hot cooked nee 


One of the oldest and most frugal and 
ingenious cuisines, Chinese food looks 
good, tastes good, and is nutritious. The 
various styles of Chinese cookery can be 
grouped into five schools: Canton, 
Fukien, Honan, Shantung and Szechuen. 
Almost all Chinese cooking in America is 
Cantonese...in fact, that style is the most 
popular in China itself. 

Typical of Cantonese food are the stir- 
fried dishes that make up about 90 per¬ 
cent of the menu in most Chinese- 
American restaurants. For stir-frying, a 
small amount of oil is heated, then the 
vegetables and meat are tossed in and 
sauteed lightly, stirring constantly. A 
little liquid is added and the pan is 
covered while cooking is completed. No 
vitamin-rich liquid is discarded; it is 
thickened and served as a sauce. 

Suggested here are a vareity of dishes. 
For example, a typical Cantonese stir- 
fried dish combining thin slices of beef 
and green beans in a savory gravy-like 
sauce. It should be served on rice for a 
meal-in-one dish. 

Oriental Chicken with Cashews is a 
delicious Chinese dish that is a little 
different from those usually seen on a 
restaurant menu. It can be prepared with 
regular kitchen utensils using ingredients 
found in your local supermarket—no 
special equipment or exotic foods 
necessary. 

If you would like economical, nutritious 
meals, experiment with Chinese dishes at 
home...it’s an easy way to inspire family 
interest at mealtime as you practice your 
skills in the art of Chinese cuisine. 

One helpful hint: Before cooking your 
dish, have all sauces and vegetables 
prepared in advance. It takes time to 
slice vegetables and when you're doing 
"quick cooking” time out for these 
preparations could make the difference 
in the completed dish. 


BEEF WITH GREEN BEANS 

3 tablespoons peanut oil 

1 teaspoon minced garlic 

l 2 teaspoon ginger 

4 teaspoon salt 

Mi teaspoon pepper 

1-Mi pounds fresh green beans, halved 
crosswise 

1-Vi pounds boneless sirloin or flank 
steak, cut in Vg-lnch slivers 

2 cups beef bouiUion 

2 tablespoons corn starch 

Vi tablespoons monosodium glutanate 

l 4 cup cold water 

2 tablespoons soy sauce 

Heat oil in large skillet Stir in minced 
garlic, ginger, salt, and pepper. Add beef 
slivers; saute beef quickly until browned. 
Add green beans and beef bouillon; stir to 
mix well. Cover and cook about 10 
minutes or until green beans and beef are 
tender. Meanwhile, mix together the 
cornstarch, monosodium glutamate, cold 
water, and soy sauce. Stir cornstarch 
mixture into liquid in skillet; cook and 
stir until sauce boils and thickens 
smoothly. Serve hot, with rice. Makes 6 
servings. 


ORIENTAL CHICKEN WITH CASHEWS 
2 eggs 

V 4 cup unsifted flour 
1 tablespoon sugar 
*2 teaspoon salt 

1 tablespoon water 

2 teaspoons dry sherry 

2 whole chicken breasts, pound) 
boned and skinned 

1 cup salted cashews, finely chopped 
1 cup peanut oil 


Beat eggs slightly. Add flour, sugar, 
salt, water and dry sherry; beat until 
smooth. Thinly slice chicken parallel to 
the grain into pieces about 2 inches 
square. Dip chicken pieces in egg mix¬ 
ture and then coat with chopped cashews.

Answer: This is an old fashioned sugar cookie with a 
delicate flavor. 

CRISP SUGAR COOKIES 
2 -V 4 cups sifted all purpose flour 
*2 teaspoon baking soda 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
l i teaspoon salt 
h cup shortening 

1 cup sugar 

2 eggs, unbeaten 

1 teaspoon vanilla 
V 4 teaspoon nutmeg 
1 tablespoon milk 

Combine shortening, sugar, eggs, vanilla, nutmeg and 
milk and beat for two minutes, scraping down sides of bowl. 
Add dry ingredients which have been sifted; wrap dough in 
waxed paper and chill for at least 2 hours. Divide dough into 
4 parts; roll out on lightly floured bread board *>» inch in 
thickness. Cut with cookie cutter which has been dipped in 
flour Place cookie on greased cookie sheet—after all 
cookies are on cookie sheet, lightly sprinkle with sugar. 

(Repeat with remaining dough.j Bake in 400 degree oven in 


center of oven for about 10 minutes or until light golden 
(watch these cookies closely to prevent burning). Cool on 
wire rack and store in tightly covered container. Makes 
about 2-h dozen large sugar cookies.

BROCCOLI BAKE SUPREME 

I-V 4 pounds broccoli 

1 pkg. (3 oz.) cream cheese

1 tablespoon lemon juice 

*2 teaspoon salt 

44 teaspoon nutmeg 

1 tablespoon minced parsley 

Cut broccoli into small pieces. Cook in cup of boiling 
water and *-4 teaspoon salt, covered. Drain thoroughly. 
Chop into fine pieces. Meanwhile blend cream cheese

bread be made into rolls?

Answer: The following is as "oniony" as you can get in a 
bread, and yes, you can make excellent rolls by just rolling 
the dough into "ropes” cutting them off in 5" sections and 
tying a bow knot. 


ONION BREAD 
1-44 cups scalded milk 
4 tablespoons butter 
2 tablespoons sugar 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 cups minced onions 

2 pkgs. active dry yeast 
l 2 cup warm water 
6-4 cups flour 
1 teaspoon celery salt 
h teaspoon sage 

Pour the scalded milk over 2 tablespoons of the butter, the 
sugar, and the salt. Stir until butter is dissolved. Saute the 
onions in the rest of the butter until golden, about 10 minutes 
over low heat. Dissolve the yeast in the warm water; add to 
the cooled milk mixture. Add the celery salt and sage to 2 
cups of the flour and mix well. Add to the milk-yeast mix¬ 
ture and mix well; then add cooled onions and remaining 
flour and mix thoroughly. Turn out on a floured board and 
knead until elastic, about 6-10 minutes. Place in a lightly 
oiled bowl, turning dough once to grease top and let rise in 
warm place until doubled, about 1 hour. Punch down dough 
and let rise again for 30 minutes. ^Shape into 3 loaves and 
place in greased loaf pans. Let rise again until doubled 
about 1 hour and bake in 400 degree oven for 10 minutes, 
lower heat to 350 degrees and bake until done, about 30 
minutes more.

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Books 

Too Much Rlnklneso for Plot 
By United Press International 

Little Angle, by Emma Cave 

f Coward, McCann, Geogh- 
egan, $7.95) 

Angela MacLIntock was a 
poor little rich girl who loved 
her father but grew up without 
friends in a mansion in 
Cleveland, Ohio. Poor little 
Angie. 

Angela's father - much 
beloved tyrant that he was — 
died and left all his money to 
his darling daughter, not to his 
wife. His death sent the teen- 
aged Angela into a bout of 
neurotic depression. Poor little 
Angle. 

Angela pulled herself 
together and enrolled in a 
college in Scotland, something 
which would have pleased dear 
old dad, so that she could learn 
about things other than fine 
wines and old books, which had 
been her father’s hobbies and 
therefore hers. 

At college Angela met Ri¬ 
chard, whom she later 
married, and also found her 
first girlfriend, Richard’s 
cousin Jessica. 

All this is told in flashback, 
after the knockout opening in 
which Angela returns to the 
London home she shares with 
Richard, to find gory horror. 

To recover from this horror, 
which has sent her for 
psychiatric help, she ignores 
her doctor's advice and on 
Jessica’s urging rents a cot¬ 
tage in a small English village. 

That's when odd things begin 
to happen. In flashbacks the 
reader learns the truth about 
Angela’s marriage to Richard, 
who certainly was a peculiar 
gentleman. For one thing, he 
wanted Angela to wear suits 
and boots instead of the drif¬ 
ting gowns she designed for 
herself. 

Richard was almost a stereo¬ 
type of the handsome blond 
English type. In a pub near her 
rented cottage, Angela meets 
Sir Peregrine Donnisthorpe, a 
stereotype of dark masculine 
beauty. 

Now strange events befall 
Angela as she becomes in¬ 
creasingly involved with 
Peregrine and his household. 

Little Angie starts out as if it 
might be a romantic Gothic but 
winds up with the kind of kinky 
horror that made The Collector 
such a spellbinder. Its weak¬ 
ness, after a stunning opening, 
is that there's too much 
kinkiness to support the plot 
and the result is a credibility 
gap before the surprise ending. 

Eating In America, by 
Waverley Root and Richard de 
Rochemont. 

(Morrow, $16.95) 

The Taste of America, by 
John L. Hess and Karen Hess 
'Viking-Grossman, $8.95) 

If America’s fast food 
restaurants and processed 
products haven't already given 
you indigestion, these two 
histories of our eating and 
drinking habits will. 

All four authors have lived 
and worked in Europe, princi¬ 
pally France. Root has been a 
resident of Paris off and on 
since the 1920s. His 
collaborator is a documentary 
filmmaker. They have few kind 
words to say about American 
cooking since the Pilgrims 
landed at Plymouth Rock. 
They share the Hess view that 
the Industrial Revolution 
destroyed the quality even of 
basic ingredients, as big 
business supplanted family 
farms and scientists developed 
produce known more for tough 
skins and storage life than 
quality and flavor. 

Hess, a reporter and a for¬ 
mer foreign correspondent for 
the New York Times, and his 
Danish-American wife prefer 
18th and 19th century 
American cooking to that of the 
20th. 

Certainly, some American 
ingredients and eating habits 
have deteriorated in many 
areas since prerefrigeration 
days when many households 
still grew their own food and 
canned, dried or root-cellared 
the surplus. 

But it also is true that food 
establishment figures whom 
the Hesses belabor for 
"culinary illiteracy" are 
largely reponsible for the 
revived American interest in 
cooking and eating well. If 
Julia Child, James Beard and 
Craig Claiborne digress from 
chefs' original recipes, so 
what? Inventiveness remains a 
valuable tool for fine cooks. 

What valid points the Hesses 
make are obscured or over¬ 
whelmed by an often pretenti¬ 
ous, bitter and argumentative 
style. 

Among others the Hesses 
scorn are home economists, 
nutritionists, chicken farmers, 
magazine and newspaper food 
editors and restaurants that 
serve frozen prepared food 
without telling their guests. 
The latter is a trend that 
deserves reversing.

Hie Newton North mat team's 5-match win streak came 
to an abrupt halt Saturday night, but not until they defeated 
two more teams. On Wednesday, Newton North fell behind 
to a tough Malden squad, but came back to win decisively. 

On Saturday, the Tigers traveled to the sanctuary of the 
Division II state champ Wayland Warriors to take on 
Wayland and Concord-Carlisle. The Varsity "B" came 
through with a stunning performance, as they defeated the 
Concord varsity. However, Wayland lived up to its well 
deserved reputation to beat the varsity. 

There was a great deal of sentiment going into the Malden 
match, since one of the Newton North assistant coaches, 
Warren Gallant, is a former Malden coach. Even the 
shaved heads possessed by a number of Malden wrestlers 
couldn't rattle the Tigers. Greg Sotir, Dave Gasdia, and 
Kevin Bengtson, however, lost the opening three contests to 
Malden's lower weight classes, which arc their strongest. 

At 121 pounds Rich Kim delivered a smooth head and heel 
in the first period and went on to win 8 to 2. Roy Hebard lost 
7 to 1 to a familiar nemesis, who he tied last year. Good 
aggressive wrestling aided Tim Scarlett on route to a 3 to 2 
victory. Malden led 18 to 16, when Newton North launched a 
barrage of first period pins. Ed Kim led the way with pin 
number one. Neil Jonson stacked his opponent for the 
second 6 pointer. 

He was followed by John Angelucci, who almost hit the 


ceiling as he jumped showing "The Thrill of Victory". Then 
169 pound Senior Dave I-arkin chin-pulled his opponent in 
the second period for near fall points, and finished him off in 
the third for the fourth consecutive pin. 

Junior Tom Parker at 187 pounds failed to continue the 
amazing string of pins. However, he still won in a fine 
match by the score of 9 to 6, Heavyweight Peter Hiltz didn't 
want to miss the action, so he proceeded to pin Dave Snow 
of Malden at 3:17.

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Swedes' 
hopes 
high for 
capturingcup 


The "computer-designed’ 
Sverige, the first challenger for 
'he America's Cup from 
Sweden, has completed more 
than 4,000 miles of trials and an 
early spring launch is expected 
for more testing and refining of 
the sleek 12 meter yacht. 

The Swedes arc very serious 
about their challenge for the 
cup that has remained in the 
United States for 106 years and 
estimate their chances o 
beating other foreign challeng 
ers at better than 3 to 1. The) 
now give themselves a 50-5< 
chance of taking tl,.' eovetec 
cup back to Stockholm. 

Australia, France and Greal 
Britain also have submitted 
challenges to the New York 
Yacht Club and a series of 
elimination races will be held 
off Newport, R.I., beginning in 
June to select the official 
challenger. 

The United States will be 
conducting its own elimination 
series to come up with the most 
competitive defender. The 
yachts selected then will battle 
for the "auld mug" in a best of 
seven series of match races off 
Newport in September. 

By race time, the Swedes will 
have invested three years of 
planning, building, modifying, 
testing and perfecting of the all 
aluminum hull. No cost figures 
were released, but it has been 
estimated that the challenge 
will cost its Swedish backers in 
the millions. 

Pellc Petterson, a world 
renowned sailor, the designer 
of the Sverige and its helm¬ 
sman, said at the conclusion of 
the first series of trials in 
December. "I am very pleased 
with the results we have 
achieved. 

"Even in this trial phase 
Sverige has shown excellent 
sailing characteristics and re¬ 
markable speed potential.” 

During the trials Sverige was 
sailed against Columbia, the 
successful U.S. defender of the 
America's Cup in 1958. 

"The Sverige is faster than 
our trial horse Columbia in 
every conceivable situation," 
Pehr G. Gyllenhammer, presi¬ 
dent of Volvo Corp. and one of 
the principal backers, said. 

"I think we can say it 
presently appears that we will 
give all comers a good run for 
their money next June off 
Rhode Island," he said. 

To date potential crew 
members for the Sverige have 
undergone seven months of 
rigorous training, including 
nearly 2,000 sailing hours. 

Figgc Montan, who trained 
the crews, said "it’s been a 
hard season with temperatures 
dipping to freezing. We have 
covered about 4,000 nautical 
miles so far, roughly the same 
as sailing from Gothenburg to 
New York." 

When the Sverige was 
launched last Sept. 1 and 
christened by Queen Silvia, 
many sailing enthusiasts were 
surprised to note that the 
yacht, measuring about 60 feet, 
will be steered by a tiller in¬ 
stead of a wheel. (One new 
American 12 meter boasts two 
wheels.' 

Designer Petterson is a 
world champion small-boat 
sailor and double Olympic 
medal winner and he prefers 
the tiller. Petterson said he 
finds that the tiller works fine. 

"1 prefer tillers. The tiller 
system provides very light 
steering." 

Petterson also praised the 
deck layout and said it 
"simplifies both maneuvering 
and communications on 
board." 

During the winter layup, the 
data gathered during the fall 
season will be further analyzed 
and special technicians will go 
over the data provided by a 
digital mini-computer on board 
the Sverige. 

The computer already has 
fed information about hull and 
wind speeds, heeling angles 
and other data nol disclosed. 

Petterson, ever the perfec¬ 
tionist, said "we will continue 
the development work based on 
the information and experience 
we have gathered. There is 
even more that can be ac¬ 
complished both above and 
below the waterline.” '

Energy conservation product 
of Cambridge resource firm 


Newton homeowners are 
starting to use a new service 
offered in the Boston area by a 
company called Resource 
Conservation Engineering. 

Resource Conservation 
Engineering is not an in¬ 
sulation contractor. RCE was 
formed as the. first 
organization ever to be com- 
oletely devoted to the energy 
conservation needs of 
homeowners. RCE is at 129 Mt 
Auburn St. in Cambridge and 
the phone number is 492-0500. 

The top level staff of the 
company includes established 
experts in the field. Some have 
done work for the U.S 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development that 
resulted in both a manual for 
homeowners, and a handbook 
for professional engineers to 
perform energy conservation 
analyses of homes. 

The company provides 
homeowners with full service 
in two parts: the first is a 
thorough inspection and 
analysis of the home, the 
second is the work itself. The 
inspection is done by a trained 
professional in an hour and a 
half and identifies every part of 
the house that is using heating 


fuel. The inspection includes 
consideration of the obvious 
ways to save, such as attic 
insulation, and what thickness 
is right for each house. 

After the inspection the 
results are analyzed using 
methods developed by the 
company for the federal 
government, and the results 
presented in written form to 
the homeowner. 

The people at Resource 
Conservation Engineering say 
that a typical report of this 
kind describes between five 
and nine items that will cut the 
heating bill the most for the 
least money. 

"This is the key to RCE's 
approach," said a spokesman. 
"We consider all the con¬ 
servation options for each 
house, from a financial point of 
view. If storm windows won't 
save the amount they cost in 
less than 10 years on a par¬ 
ticular home, then we won’t 
recommend them.” 

Are there any surprises in 
the inspection and report on 
any given houses? 

"You bet there are,” say 
RCE's analysts. "Many homes 
we inspect have recently had 
their attics heavily insulated, 


when a very inexpensive job of 
plugging leaks in the foun¬ 
dation and the installation of a 
timed thermostat would have 
cost far less and saved more." 

The results of RCE’s in¬ 
spection and analysis are far 
more than a brief list of 
recommended conservation 
measures. For each measure, 
estimated cost of materials, 
cost of professional in¬ 
stallation, estimated fuel 
savings, and a detailed list of 
materials required, as well as 
a complete description of the 
measure itself is provided. 

"What we are trying to do," 
said an RCE executive, "is to 
make available to each 
homeowner reliable, com¬ 
prehensive, and unbiased 
advice about how he or she can 
drastically cut back on the 
heating bill." 

Once the report is complete, 
the homeowner is in a position 
to act, and not at all in¬ 
cidentally, to make a good 
investment. 

"Something as simple as a 
first-rate weatherstripping job 
on a door can pay for itself in 
less than three years. That’s 
more than a 30 percent return, 
tax-free. Savings from a 
careful insulation of heating 
pipes running in the basement 
can return 100 percent." 

Pinpointing the best places to 
improve is just the beginning, 
though, Resource Conservation 
Engineering also will do the 
work, using their own trained 
crews. 

Does this mean that if you 
buy an analysis for $25 or more 
that you must do the work 
through RCE? 

absolutely not," says RCE, 
"the analysis is a professional 
product that is meant to stand 
alone. The list of recommended 
materials make ideal do-it- 
yourself shopping lists, and the 
descriptions given are com¬ 
plete enough so that the 
homeowner can get com¬ 
parative bids from several 
contractors. How to get the 
work done is entirely up to the 
homeowner."

Know your onions — Many 
readers want to order their 
supply of onion seeds and sets, 
but aren’t sure which is best for 
the home garden. Let's put it 
this way: all three methods of 
growing onions are good. If you 
want tender green onions for 
summer eating, then order 
some seed. Those you don't use 
for green onions will grow into 
mature bulbs for harvesting in 
fall. 

Onion "sets" are small onion 
bulbs, one-half to three-quarter 
inches across. You should 
count on planting them in a row 
18 to 20" apart, and each set 
about 2" apart. These will give 
you early green onions within a 
few weeks' and if you let them 
mature, they'll be large onions 
by August. Some gardeners 
make successive plantings of

sets for green onions during the 
spring and early summer. 
These plants can be allowed to 
mature to dry bulbs. 

Method No. 3 consists of 
planting onion plants, sold In 
bunches ready to plant. These 
turn into the giant "ham¬ 
burger" onions, called Ber¬ 
muda and Spanish onions. A 
bunch is a handful as pulled in 
the field, running 55 to 110 
plants per bunch. Each onion 
plant is set out in open ground 
as soon as you can get it 
worked 4 or 5 inches apart in 
rows. Spread roots out well 
when planting. When fall 
comes, you’ll be greeted with 
rows of giant-sized onions. 
Onions like plenty of water 
during the growing season, so 
plan on it if a dry spell comes. 

Also, there are onions called 
"bunching" onions which do 
not make a bulb, but produce 
long slim "scallions". White 
Ebenezer sets are good for 
bunching and make fine little 
onions early. If allowed to 
mature, they produce flattened 
bulbs In mid-summer. 

Winter may seem like a bad 
time to be talking about onions 
and outdoor gardening, but it 
might be smart to get your 
order in early enough. 

Flame Violets — The so- 
called "Flame or Red African 
Violet" isn't a violet but a 
relative called Episcia 
(pronounced "ee-pish-uh" or 
"ee-pis-ee-uh"). It likes a 
humusy soil, two or three hours 
of sun in winter and indirect 
light in summer. Does fine in 
fluorescent light. Best tem¬ 
perature is 72 degs. F or 
higher. A good soil consists of 
one part each of sand, peat and 
loam. Avoid dry air, cold drafts 
and poorly drained soil. 

Green Thumb Clinic — "I 
have an Old Man Cactus and 
would like to start a new one. 
What’s the best way?" 

Ans. — Seed is the only 
method we know for starting 
this strange item. It has a gray 
beard — long snow-white hair, 
in fact, do not let it get too cold 
— below 59 degs. F can injure 
it. Grow in a bright window.

Last of ragtops better 
than blue chip stocks

DETROIT (UPI) - The 
American convertible has 
joined the running board, hand 
crank and rumble seat in 
automobile museums. 

But as an investment, the 
1976 Cadillac Eldorado con- 
^vertibles — the last of the 
ragtops — probably are better 
bets than most of the blue chip 
stocks. There were just 14,000 
built and the last 200 — the 
identical Bicentennial models 
— are really where the action 
is. 

Some folks are out to make a 
few bucks. Others just like 
ragtops. A few have more 
altruistic motives. 

l.eland Campbell, 57, a 
retired contractor who lives in 
Whitmore Lake, Mich., bought 
four of the regular Eldorados 
and one Bicentennial. 

He paid $15,000 for the 
Bicentennial, a white model 
with red and blue accent 
stripes, white leather and vinyl 
interior and red trim and 
carpeting. Its list price was 
$12,500. 

“I bought them because I 
feel they are probably the best 
investment a man can make — 
better than real estate," 
Campbell said. "The Bicenten¬ 
nial will probably sell for about 
$140,000 before long." 

That still may be a bit high, 
though. 

Biceus Value Leaps 
The Bicentennial models are 
bringing about $40,000 now at 
most of the auto auctions and 
few of the regular '76 Eldorado 
convertibles are selling for less 
than $20,000. 

In Providence, R.I., Don 
Lind of Cnss Cadillac, said his 
firm got just one of the last 200 
Bicentennial models and in 
tends to keep it. 

•it's a classic in its own 
right." Lind says. "We've had 
several offers on the car. It 
only retails for less than $13,000 
but the offers have been in the 
range of $50,000. $60,000 and 
even $70,000 " 

Much of the speculation has 
been between the Cadillac 
dealers themselves 
"There's been almost more 
of a market between dealers 
than a retail market," says 
Raymond Morris, president of 
Metropolitan Cadillac in down¬ 
town Milwaukee. "The dealers 
seem to be buying from each 
other." 

Kagtop Dealer King 

And the king of the converti¬ 
ble dealers now seems to be 
Don Massey, a Cadillac dealer 
in the Detroit suburb of 
Plymouth. He now has a stock 
of nearly 40 ragtops left of the 
dose to 300 he bought straight 
from the factory or from other 
dealers. 

Masse) figures his current 
stock is worth dose to $1 

million

could and paid whatever I had 
to because I feel they are good 
merchandise," Massey says. 
“If people want them, I make 
them available at a reasonable 
price.” 

Massey paid one dealer 
$105,000 for five convertibles 
and $70,000 for four others. He 
paid $35,000 for one Bicentenni¬ 
al model and thinks it even¬ 
tually will be worth more than 
$100,000, 

If that's so. John Roach Jr., 
of Roach Cadillac in Kansas 
City, is going to make good use 
of the one Bicentennial model 
he got. He's turned down 
several offers and plans to 
donate it to the University of 
Kansas Endowment 
Association which will auction 
it off in December. 

"The proceeds will be a gift 
to them," says Roach. 

Market May Soften 

Many of the Cadillac dealers 
sold the last convertibles at list 
price to regular customers to 
make sure they'll come back in 
the future. And some others 
are not sure there’s a real 
market anymore. 

"It's kind of cold and quiet 
now," says Jack Bacon of 
Hillcrest Cadillac in Beverly 
Hills. Calif. “This fantasy of 
high prices is among dealers 
and some collectors, not the 
public." 

An Atlanta. Ga., classic car 
dealer, said the going price for 
any but the Bicentennial 
models was up around $20,000 a 
few months ago, but has now- 
dropped to a more realistic 
$15,000 range. 

Bill Day, a Beatrice, Neb., 
dealer, said he expected the 
market to soften a bit. 

"After a certain group of 
collectors get theirs and get 
them stored away, the market 
is bound to soften," Day said. 
"Of course, it takes only one 
person willing to pay a higher 
price to set the market." 
Miami to Vegas 

Loman Brown, sales 
manager of Nolan Brown 
Cadillac in Miami Beach, Fla., 
said he had one customer who 
resold his 1976 model for 
$30,000 to someone in Us 
Vegas. 

"He frequents Vegas a lot 
and I guess he was shooting off 
his mouth about having a 
convertible and this guy took 
him up on it," Brown recoun¬ 
ted. 

In Dallas, investor George 
Reeves bought two. They won't 
be driven for a while though 
since one is for daughter Julie 
on her 16th birthday — still 15 
years and nine months away — 
and the other for a son, still just 
a dream 

‘ I knew I had to do 
something so Julie would see 
what the old life i circa 1976 1 
was like," said Reeves, who 
was distressed that his daugh¬ 
ter might reach adulthood and 


never see a convertible or a 5- 
cent bottle of Coke. 

For a Son Unborn 

He bought the one con¬ 
vertible for $13,000 and put it on 
blocks in his garage with plans 
to present it on her 16th bir¬ 
thday. Then he bought the 
second ragtop. 

"I got to thinking that my 
wife and I are planning to have 
another child,” Reeves says. 
“I want a son. But you can’t 
give to one without giving to 
the other." 

Some people are buying the 
Caddy convertibles just 
because they like them. Take 
the case of Manny Winston, a 
60-year-old Laconia, N.H., 
resident who has been driving 
convertibles since 1938. 

"I just like to put the top 
down and enjoy all that open 
air," Winston says. "When it 
gets warm enough, I like to put 
that old top down. 

"It's the same reason I like 
being in a boat,” he said. "I 
wouldn't own a boat with a 
hardtop on it." 

Dogs Guard One 

But a lot of the folks who 
have been buying the open air 
models haven’t been using 
them much. 

Massey, the suburban 
Detroit Cadillac dealer, has 
them stored on his property 
and has guard dogs and an 
elaborate burglar alarm 
system. His security bill has 
gone up $1,800 monthly. 

In Marion, Ill., Wayland D. 
Sims, owner of a home fur¬ 
nishings and interior deco¬ 
rating business has a 1975 
model that he bought new and 
is holding to see how much its 
value increases. 

"I keep it in the garage most 
of the time and usually only 
drive it only enough to keep the 
battery charged," Sims says. 
"I'm sure it's already worth 
more than I paid for it." 

Fear To Drive It 

Bill Goethe of Nolan Cadillac 
in Jacksonville, Fla., and Mrs. 
C.N. Nelson of Dallas share a 
common problem — fear of 
having their convertibles 
damaged. 

Goethe bought one for his 
own use last November, but 
now says his wife is reluctant 
to drive it. 

"If it is destroyed in an ac¬ 
cident, it could not be replaced 
and no insurance company 
would reimburse me for the 
car's real worth,” Goethe said. 

In Dallas, Mrs. Nelson says 
she doesn't know anything 
about the car becoming a 
collector’s item. Her husband 
bought it simply because she 
liked it. 

"I got to drive it just one time 
and then someone told my 
husband how much the car 
would be worth someday," 
Mrs. Nelson said. "They also 
told him it had to be in perfect 
condition. So now, we’re afraid 
to drive it

"There we are with a new 
$13,000 car and we have to sit 
and look at it in the driveway,” 
she said. "A lot of other people 
with those collector’s Items are 
doing the same thing." 

Other Convertibles 

While the American con¬ 
vertible may be a collector’s 
item, there still are some other 
ragtops around. 

Fiat offers a sporty two- 
seater and Volkswagen its old 
reliable Beetle softtop. At 
British Leyland, the MGB, MG 
Midget. Triumph TR6 and the 
Triumph Spitfire open air 
models accounted for 64 per 
cent of the 52,229 cars that 
British importer has sold so far 
this year. 

And, of course, there’s the 
epitome of the open air models 
— the $67,500 Rolls Royce 
Comiche convertible. 

There have been just 90 sold 
in this country so far this year. 
Spokesmen for the British auto 
firm are quick to assure you 
that people whose only thought 
is to make money are not the 
prime buyers. 

"They are resold and we 
know when they're resold and 
who has them,” a spokesman 
said. "In fact, we can't get 
enough. They are desirable and 
the people who are buying 
them are not buying them for 
resale purposes. They're 
buying them for themselves.”

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P S. Your Cat Is Dead' offbeat comedy 


By HANDY MUDARRI 

"P S. Your Cat Is Dead" is a funny, off¬ 
beat comedy. It is about Jimmy Zoole, an 
actor whose life, in one day, is beset with 
disaster after disaster. 

The play opens with a burglar entering 
Jimmy's apartment; and just about when 
he is ready to walk out witn the TV, radio, 
etc., he hears someone coming and hides. 
Jimmy’s girlfriend. Kate, is arriving to 
pack her things. She's leaving Jimmy. 
Jimmy soon comes home to discover 
Kate packing. What Iiad transpired 
between them is run before us, as well as 
to the ears of Vito the burglar under the 
bed. 

On top of all this, Jimmy's role in a 
soap opera has been written out and tie's 
out of a job as of today. Soon after Kate 
leaves, Vito is caught by Jimmy who 
knocks him cold by throwing him into a 
closet. Unconscious Vito is dragged to the 
kitchen sink and tied over it. 

Jimmy’s problem, as Kate bluntly- 
pointed out, is that he doesn't stick up for 
what he wants, he concerns himself too 
much in pleasing others, especially those 
producers and directors for whom he 
works. As a result, he's stepped on by 
everyone. 

Now he has a captive, with whom he 
can do whatever he wants. Beneath the 
comedy, is the story of a transition, or 
coming of age i although he's already 38), 
of Jimmy. 

At the outset of the play, there isn't 
much that can happen to him that already 


hasn't, so he has nowhere to go but up. As 
it turns nut, his two prior burglaries were 
also performed by Vito who carelessly 
discarded 162 pages of Jimmy's un¬ 
completed book. His only copy, those 162 
pages were irreplaceable. 

While hiding under the bed, Vito hears 
about Jimmy's situation, so he's well 
aware of the individual who confronts 
him. What Vito doesn't know, nor can be 
sure of, it what Jimmy is going to do with 
him. Any side remarks given by Jimmy, 
however suggestively macabre, cannot 
be disregarded. For all that's happened 
to him, one doesn't know if he'll go off the 
deep end. 

Though the rest of him is tied up. Vito’s 
mouth is free to speak and he sure does. 
His asides to Jimmy and the rest of the 
cast, though occasionally consisting of 
vulgarisms, are what carry the show's 
consistencies. 

The bulk of the stage time is taken up 
by Jimmy and Vito alone. Jimmy's 
character is going through a transition of 
sorts: Vito remains consistent. Soon after 
Jimmy cuts off Vito’s pants (Vito being 
bottom up), it is revealed that Vito is gay. 

Eventually. Kate returns to find a 
stranger, tied half— naked to the sink, 
with Jimmy nearby. With some mar¬ 
velous repartie, Jimmy and Vito team up 
to suggest the worst to her. 

Her high-class date is waiting in the 
car. Fred, Mr. Transparent Non¬ 
chalance, is made the butt of a few jokes 
when he enters. After Kate and Fred

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Farrell ekes 
out victory 
in final run 

Bill Farrell, 27, last 
year's top New England 
NASTAR pacesetter 
staved off all challengers 
to again lead the region as 
the fastest skiing pro. The 
annual New England 
NASTAR Pacesetting 
trials were held in De¬ 
cember at Waterville 
Valley, N.H. 

Farrell, alpine ski racing 
director at Berkshire East 
Ski Area in Charlemont, 
Mass., earned the top 
pacesetter trophy when 
he defeated 37 other com¬ 
petitors during two days 
of giant slalom racing. 

A three-way tie among 
his closest rivals preven¬ 
ted Farrell from celebrat¬ 
ing victory until all seven 
runs were completed. 
Long-time top New 
England pacesetter Sigi 
Grottendorfer, 28, ski 
school director at Sugar- 
bush, Vt.. had to settle for 
second best, and shared 
that spot with two Water¬ 
ville Valley pros, ski 
school coach George 
Capaul. 26. and fellow 
coach Bill Brown. 26. 

Competing simultan¬ 
eously with the men, four 
female pacesetters earned 
their NASTAR handicap. 
Former French B-team 
skier. Annie Breyton, 19, 
now coaching at Pico, 
Rutland. Vt., skied off 
with the top female pace¬ 
setter award. 

Regional NASTAR trials 
are held to establish 
handicaps for the ski area 
pacesetters — local ski¬

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Ski industry is constantly changing — 
beginners enter an encouraging world

Olympic years are always benchmarks in skiing. 

They provide a momentary pause (or reflection on 
changes in the sport since the last Games. They are 
rather like Presidential elections — whose quadrennial 
they share. This Olympic characteristic has been 
especially strong in 1976, since the Xllth Winter Games 
took place at the same site as the Olympics 12 years 
earlier, and they thrust the U.S. on the threshold of our 
own Olympiad, scheduled for Lake Placid in 1980. 

For American skiers, the Innsbruck Olympics were 
thrilling. Franz Klammer's electrifying downhill run, 
the colossal achievement of Rosi Mittermaier's three 
Alpine medals and the xenophobic pride at Cindy 
Nelson's downhill bronze and Bill Koch's 
unprecendented medal-winning performance in the 
30-kilometer cross-country race touched many

non-skiers too. In fact, it probably inspired many of 
them to give the ski sport a try. 

Top competitors in any year are the guinea pigs for 
technological advances in sports equipment, be they 
1964's gold medalists Egon Zimmerman, Francois 
Bonlieu, Pepi Stiegler, Christl Haas and sisters 
Christine and Marielle Goitschel or this year's 
Innsbruck stars. 


The distinguished performance of the U.S. Ski Team 
in 1964 was summed up in four trips to the medalists’ 
podium — Billy Kidd, Jimmy Heuga, and, twice, Jean 
Saubert — which ushered in a great spurt of Interest in 
skiing. It looks as if 1976-80 is shaping up as another 
boom in the sport. 

If you have been skiing during the dozen years 
between the two Innsbruck Olympics-; you have 
experienced the transition from leather lace to leather 
buckle to leather-laminate to all-synthetic boots with 
foam then flow lining. You have made the transition 
from wood to metal to fiberglass skis in various 
lengths. And you've gone from cable bindings to 
latch-ins or step-ins and perhaps to plate bindings or 
one of the unique new designs on the market. 

The fact is, you most likely don't view this 
progression as Detroit-type planned obsolesence, but 
have experienced each development as being 
substantially "better" for your skiing than its 
predecessor. It is amazing for a new skier today to 
think that two decades ago, people coped with broken 
laces, boot break-in, blocking skis against summer 
warp and mitten palms worn through from the tow 
rope. How far the sport has come! 


The ski industry has grown in large part due to such 
visionaries as Mitch Cubberly and the step-in binding, 
Bob Lange and the plastic ski boot, Ed Scott and the 
lightweight metal ski pole and Howard Head and the 
metal ski — and to their competitors. Visionaries are 
still at work, producing equipment for the world's best 
racers that will be the recreational gear of tomorrow. In 
fact, the average recreational skier today uses 
equipment that is more responsive, safer and a better 
dollar value than that used by Olympic competitors in 
Innsbruck in 1964. 

Beginning skiers today enter an encouraging world. 
Ski shops provide rental equipment that is reliable, 
comfortable and tailored to learn-to-ski programs. 

Years ago, rental gear was synonymous with used 
equipment, and it often made learning a real challenge. 
Today, the beginner is quickly fitted with modern skis, 
reliable release bindings and comfortable boots. 

Ski instruction in the U.S. and much of the worlo 
begins with a few days on very short, highly 
maneuverable skis and progresses soon to longer skis. 
The first days are fun and encouraging to the beginning 
skier, who is soon able to negotiate and enjoy a variety

of novice runs on any ski mountain. Banished Is the 
learn-and-unlearn ritual of mastering a series of 
exercises, each of which to the ski-school student 
seemed to contradict the one before. And gone are the 
cumbersome long skis that were a handicap during 
those early downhill attempts. 

Technology has extended beyond only ski 
equipment. Most North American ski areas — and 
vitrually all in the Midwest and East — have 
snowmaking systems that assure the best snow cover 
possible, especially on novice terrain. Most ski areas 
too have long since replaced strenuous rope tows with 
modern, comfortable ski lifts — T-bars. Poma lifts and 
even chairlifts on novice terrain 

New skiers begin thinking about buying Instead of 
renting ski equipment when they pass that magic.line 
between rank beginner and confident novice. That's 
usually after a couple of lessons and several hours 
Independently practicing what they've learned In class 
It's the time when they can comfortably use a lift, 
navigate novice terrain and generally enjoy a day's 


skiing — while looking forward to progressing a step 
further to be able to handle more difficult slopes. 

If you are in this position, just starting to ski, you 
will find that it is economically sound to begin buying 
ski equipment as soon as you've committed yourself to 
improving your ski skills.

When you find a pair of the 
right size and price that feels good, keep them on and 
walk around a bit. Twenty minutes of indoor walking 
and waiting can tell you a lot about the v/ay a boot will 
fit when you ski — and that holds true for all skiers, 
from beginners to experts. 

Beginners, however, should not be tempted Into 
buying a flashy boot by ambitious, well-meaning 
friends.

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Mayor's 
pumper veto 


overriden 


A letter charging a tie-in between 
collective bargaining and the cut of one 
engine from the Fire Department may 
have been the deciding factor in the 
Board of Aldermen’s override of a 
mayoral veto Monday night. 

By a 16-8 vote, the Board overrode 
Mayor Theodore Mann’s veto of an or¬ 
dinance requiring 10 pumpers and three 
ladders until April 30. The ordinance 
would have restored a pumper to the 
Crafts Street double-company fire 
station. 

Since, according to the city solicitor, 
the ordinance is not binding on the 
mayor, the entire action may to be of no 
avail. 

The letter that swayed one alderman to 
vote for override was sent to the aider- 
men over the weekend and charged that 
the mayor's office was only looking for a 
way to recoup $183,000 gained in salary 
and other benefits by the Newton 
Firefighters Association in its last con¬ 
tract. 

The mayor cut the pumper from the 
1976-77 budget last winter. 

After citizens protested he allowed the 
pumper to continue until December, 
while waiting for a study to be done by the 
Insurance Services Office on Newton’s 
fire rating. 

The preliminary word from the ISO 
said Newton needs fewer than 10 pum¬ 
pers, but the final report is due in March.

Future of Murley 
development unclear 


Next year’s school budget that will be 
explained to the School Committee and 
public Monday night will include an in¬ 
crease of about $500,000, or about 1.5 
percent, according to a member of the 
School Committee.

Lower Fails plan 
up for discussion

A proposal to amend the Lower Falls 
redevelopment project plan, eliminating 
some housing and replacing it with office 
buildings, is up for discussion tonight 
rniursday) by the Newton Community 
Development Authority and the Newton 
Planning and Development Board at 
their monthly joint meeting. 

At its meeting in late January, the 
Lower Falls Project Area Committee 
voted 14-0 to recommend that the six 
house lots reserved for building single¬ 


family, subsidized houses be rezoned 
from residential to commercial. 

City Planning Director Charles 
Thomas, the sole member of the NCDA, 
says he "questions the feasibility of any 
return to commercial office buildings” 
and he doesn’t see how it can be done. 

Hie realities of lean federal finances 
and increasing neighborhood opposition 
to subsidized housing on the 70,000 sq. foot 
parcel of vacant land may force Newton 
to abandon the proposed housing. 

Hie 1977 outlook for federal funds for 
housing was described as bleak by Rep. 


Robert Drinan in a recent interview. 

Most of the federal housing assistance 
programs from the 1960’s were scuttled 
when President NLxon impounded their 
funds, then sunk by President Ford, 
according to Drinan. 

HUD has been in chaos, giving people 
one answer one day and another answer a 
month later, Drinan said. 

"Mrs. (Patricia) Harris hasn't said 
anything as to a program, nor has 
(President) Carter made any recom¬ 
mendations," he said.

Raises voted for city officials 


City department head raises of $1000- 
$3000 annually were approved Monday 
night by the Board of Aldermen. 

The increases will cost $20,670 per year, 
and are retroactive to last July, the 
beginning of fiscal 1977. 

With the exception of four department 
heads, no raises were given for fiscal 
1976, while the mayor was waiting for a 
study of salaries from the Personnel 
Department 

The aldermanic Finance Committee 
made some minor changes but in the 
main went along with the mayor’s 
recommendations. 


They added a $1000 increase in the 
salary of the city clerk, who is appointed 
by the Board, bringing the job to $20,000. 
The city solicitor's salary' was increased 
more than the mayor's recommendation, 
going from $24,500 to $28,000; the mayor 
recommended an increase of $2450. 

The Finance Committee reduced the 
increase of the planning director, who 
had been in for a $4500 increase, to $3000, 
making his salary $25,500. The public 
works commissioner will get a $30,000 
salary not retroactive to last July but 
beginning April of this year. 

Other new salaries, with the amount of 


increase in parentheses, are: personnel 
director, $24,500 ($1500); recreation 
commissioner, $23,000 ($2500); city 
librarian, $22,550 ($2050); purchasing 
agent, $ 21,000 ($ 1000 ); veterans' agent, 
$17,820(51620); and sealer of weights and 
measures, $16,500 ($1500). 

There will be an increase in the salaries 
for health commissioner, whose present 
salary is $20,000, and for the director of 
data processing, who is paid $19,000, 
included in the new budget, to become 
effective July 1, 1977. Both these jobs 
have been filled for short periods.

Development ordinances to be heard 


Three important amendments to the 
zoning ordinances will be presented at a 
public hearing before the Land Use 
Committee and Planning Board Monday 
night. 

Two of the proposed ordinances deal 
with develoj^nent of large tracts of open 
land. The third governs the construction, 
design and landscaping of off-street 
parking and loading facilities. 

The proposal for cluster zoning will 
apply to all parcels of land more than five 
acres in size and would allow a reduction 
in lot size in exchange for keeping the 
land saved as permanent open space. 

For example, in single-residence A 
district the square footage could be 
reduced from the required 25,000 to 
15,000, but the overall density of the 
development could not go below 25,000 
square feet of total land area per dwelling 
unit. 

There Is an optional "density bonus” 


presented in the proposal. 

The ordinance providing for planned 
development would apply to parcels of 20 
acres or more and would allow one- and 
two-family houses, semidetached and 
attached houses and apartments within 
the development. 

At least 85 percent of the land area 
must be usable open space and 50 perceni 
of that must be set aside as permanent 
open space. 

Buildings would be allowed up to 67 feet 
in height and would be limited to covering 
not more than 7.5 percent of the land. 

A minimum land area per dwelling unit 
of 10,000 square feet would be required. 

In both these proposals, the uses to 
which the permanent open space is to be 
putand its ownership are not specified. 

Options are given for city ownership, 
ownership by the residents of the 
development, or Conservation Com¬ 
mission or other conservancy group 
ownership. 


The parking ordinance may be ex¬ 
pected to rouse comment from business 
and the Chamber of Commerce more 
than the average homeowner. 

The proposed new regulations do not 
apply to existing parking areas except to 
correct violations of the current zoning 
ordinances. 

The new regulations will spell out size 
of parking stalls, aisles and maneuvering 
space, and landscaping that must be 
done. 

Off-street loading requirements will be 
needed for new or expanded businesses. 

The Board of Aldermen will have the 
power to allow exceptions to the 
numerous provisions of the ordinance if 
literal compliance is impossible. 

Copies of all three zoning amendments 
may be obtained before the hearing at the 
office of the city clerk or from the 
Planning Department office, City Hall. 


PTA Council ponders its role 


Are regular volunteers that help out the 
part-time librarians in elementary school 
libraries spoiling the School Depart¬ 
ment? 

Parents, teachers, and prin- 
cipalsdiscussed this question last week at 
the PTA Council meeting that dealt with 
the age-old identity crisis of the PTA. 

Council President Ivan Samuels said 
after the meeting, "Principals can 
manipulate funds for teacher aides, 
creative arts, or the library," or other 
programs they feel should be stressed in 
their schools. 


Franklin PTA Presdient President 
Vincent Simone told the 30 persons at 
Beiglow Junior High School that his 
school had film programs to support field 
trips and fundraising events to put back 
the sports program to full strength. 

Rosalind Johason of Franklin School 
said the threat of the library closing on 
alternate school days was needed to get 
enough parents to volunteer part of the 
time. 

One teacher suggested cutting off the 
volunteers to put more pressure on the 


administration and School Committee for 
more paid staff. 

School Committee Chairman Alvin 
Mandell was at the meeting and 
responded that the school libraries were 
started to compensate for an inadequate 
city library system. 

On the other hand, he noted that school 
libraries "may be contributing to the 
deteriorating condition of the city 
libraries."

Whirlwind tour of the 
world of children's art

Puppetry in the United States may soon 
be catching on to the degree that it is in 
foreign countries, predicts AJ Hurwitz; 
because puppet, after making a students 
have to speak and think through a play. 

Hurwitz, the coordinator of visual arts 
for the Newton School Department, ex¬ 
plained to a small group of people at the 
Waban Branch Library the differences 
and sunilarities of children's art from 
around the world. 

Slides of work around the world in¬ 
cluded an apparent scribbling of a 
Japanese four-year-old, but Hurwitz 
pointed out the face and the circle with 
many hues coming out of it that 
represented a hand. The child understood 
the radial aspect of fingers. 

Hurwitz is president of the In¬ 
ternational Society for Education through 
Art (INSEA), winch is sponsored by 
UNESCO. During his six years of travel, 
to different countries during school 
vacations’ be has made a point to visit art 
classes and watch the teachers and 
students at work. 

During a five-week trip to South Africa, 


he visited all four cultures of people and 
found that through the age of 4 or 5, all art 
work is what he called "culture free," 
reflecting nothing of the artistic tradition 
of a culture. 

In work of children over age 5, Hurwitz 
tries to sort out the three different factors 
of tiie child’s personality, the teacher's 
influence, and the effect of the culture. 

In South Africa he found Zulu boys 
whose fathers left home to work in the 
mines used scrap metal to make toy 
trucks, a symbol of making it in tlie white 
world, Hurwitz said. 

Jamaican boys made fancier and 
functional trucks from wooden crates. 

Children in their midelementary years 
in Jamaica painted Noah’s ark with 
anunals and the ark in the same 
horizontal piane. Speaking of this "X-ray 
vision of youngsters," the art coordinator 
said, "It's a kind of directness of vision 
we iart teachers) can’t get. 

" Ihai may possibly be due to the fact 
that they have no television in Jamaica." 

In England Hurwitz found still lifes of 
material from the sea being done in the 
poorest schools where there were few 
supplies in the classroom. He noted 


children there were more patient than in 
the U.S. — a team of two students would 
work on a painting an hour a day for 
weeks in 3 row. 

In Helsinki, Finland, exhibits were 
based on environmental awareness. 
Teachers apparently felt awareness of 
the aesthetic environment and a cleaner 
city were the goals of the art curriculum. 

The teaching of art fits in with the 
stated goals of a society and how it ac¬ 
tually works, Hurwitz said in his in¬ 
troduction, and even in Russia he saw 
that the two were not exactly the same. 

Although the Russian philosophy calls 
for a unified curriculum for the country, 
at one Moscow exhibit one artist said he 
was planning a trip to Siberia where the 
Moscow curriculum wasn't exciting 
students. 

Newton students represented 
American students’ art at an in¬ 
ternational exhibit in Moscow that 
Hurwitz attended. Hurwitz knew the 
students, for it was he who put the 
students' work in a package brought by 
Newton North Russian teacher I.ucien 
Weisbrod to Moscow.

Students to evaluate substitute teachers

Pines favors two bills 
at committee hearings 


State Rep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton) testified before the 
House Committee on Com¬ 
merce and Labor last ueek on 
two bills. 

She advocated passage of the 
bill prohibiting age 
discrimination in hiring and 
retiring of state employees and 
the bill mandating inclusion of 
pregnancy disability benefits 
in all employee health in¬ 
surance plans. 

The bill prohibiting age 
discrimination would create 
standards for state working 
who want to continue working 


past the mandatory retirement 
age. A medical certificate and 
a statement of need from the 
direct supervisor would be 
required every two years. 

"It is unjust to discriminate 
against a willing and able 
worker on the basis of age," 
she said. "It makes sense 
economically to let those who 
want to work." 

She suggested that by 
working longer and continuing 
to contribute to their pension 
plans, older workers would be 
lessening the burden on the 
middle-aged work force.

Rep. A, Joseph DeNucci (D- 
Newton! has filed legislation 
that would provide a minimum 
mandatory sentence for per¬ 
sons convicted of committing 
certain violent crimes where a 
firearm is involved. 

DeNucci's proposal (H.3952) 
would mandate that a con¬ 
victed offender serve at least 
the minimum sentence im¬ 
posed by the judge without 
suspension, probation, parole, 
furlough, or deduction for good 
conduct 

The measure would impose 
the minimum mandatory 
sentence for the crimes of 
kidnapping, manslaughter, 
indecent assault and battery 
with a dangerous weapon, 
armed robbery, armed assault 
with intent to rob, armed 
assault in a dwelling house, 
stealing by confining or fear. 


rape of a child, rape and abuse 
of a child, assault with intent to 
rape, and assault of a child 
with intent to rape. 

DeNucci said, "The intent of 
this legislation is unlike most 
mandatory-sentence bills, 
which usually impose a 
prescribed sentence for a 
certain crime. This measure 
would still leave the discretion 
of each case with the judge but 
it says that a sentence should 
mean a sentence." 

"Minimum mandatory 
sentencing is the only viable 
concept in controlling and 
preventing the ever-spiraling 
crime rate in the Com¬ 
monwealth," DeNucci added. 

The bill was referred to the 
Joint Committee on Judiciary. 
A hearing date has not been 
set 


Public forum tonight 
on shutdown of trains 


Citizens of west suburban 
communities served by 
commuter rail service will 
have an opportunity tonight 
(Thursday) to voice their 
opinions about the threatened 
shutdown of service between 
Framingham and Boston. 

A public forum cosponsored 
by Cong. Robert F. Drinan and 
State Sen. Edward Burke, will 
be held between 8 and 9:30 p.m. 
in the Danforth Museum 
Lecture Room, 123 Union Ave., 
Framingham (Pearl Street 
entrance). 

Conrail has announced its 
intention to discontinue 
commuter rail operations on 
certain MBTA-owned lines, 
including the Framingham— 
Boston line, as of March 13, 
unless the MBTA increases its 


subsidy to the corporation. 

The MBTA claims that the 
demanded subsidy for 1977, up 
92 percent over 1976, is an 
intolerable burden, and 
calculates that Conrail really 
needs only a 38 percent in¬ 
crease. The impasse in con¬ 
tract negotiations which has 
resulted from these differing 
cost estimates, leaves the 
future of the rail service in 
doubt, Drinan said, and has 
commuters and transportation 
planners in this area worried. 

"That's the reason we are 
having this public forum," 
state Cong. Drinan, "to get this 
issue out into the open, and 
hopefully reach some con¬ 
clusions which will get this 
stalled problem moving to a 
solution." 


"The loss of production 
caused by the exclusion of 
older workers is estimated at 
$10 billion annually," Pines 
said. "Older employees of this 
state have a great deal to 
contribute and it is a travesty 
to arbitrarily turn them 
away." 

Pines characterized the 
ruling of the Supreme Court on 
pregnancy disability "ap¬ 
palling," because it denies 
benefits for one of life's most 
natural acts, yet offers them 
for such things as sports in- 
juries, attempted 
suicides,injuries incurred 
during the commission of a 
crime or fight, and elective 
cosmetic surgery. 

"The dual and unique role of 
worker and perpetuator of the 
species places women in a 
•can't win' situation, " Pines 
observed. "Justice Brennan 
wrote that the exclusion of 
pregnancy benefits places a 
financial burden on women and 
breaks the continuity of their 
employment.” 

Pines called for the 
Legislature to assume its 
responsibility to provide "this 
fundamental protection of a 
woman’s right to work." 

"There can be no equality of 
vocational opportunity so long 
as woman is penalized for 
possessing the ability to bear 
children," she said.

New DON'T START 
pedestrian signals will be 
installed this month in Newton 
Centre, according to the 
Planning Department.

The “DON'T START" signal 
was conceived by Maralyn 
Johnson of Auburndale to 
clarify the "WALK, DON'T 
WALK" signals. 

Currently, pedestrians are 
instructed to cross when a 
steady "WALK" light is 
projected and not to cross 
when a steady light is 
projected by the "DON’T 
WALK" signal. 

Confusion arises during the 


"DON'T WALK" flashing 
sequence. 

DON'T WALK is meant to be 
interpreted as "DON'T 
START” but continue crossing 
the street if you have begun to 
do so. However, many 
pedestrians, especially young 
children, are confused by this 
and react to the message as if 
Ls said "STOP WALKING." 
They then return to the side of 
the street from which they 
began to cross, regardless of 
how far they have progressed. 

The "DON'T START" 
project is an experiment by the 
state Department of Public 
Works. According to John J. 
Carroll, Massachusetts DPW 
commissioner, the project will 
be completed by July, 1977.

Reconstruction or im¬ 
provement of six dangerous 
and troublesome intersections, 
hoped for for almost four 
years, can begin by spring of 
1978, the Planning Department 
traffic expert said this week. 

The intersections are Centre 
and Washington Streets, 
Centre Street and Central 
Street, Centre Street and 
Commonwealth Avenue, 
Centre and Beacon Streets, 
Centre and Walnut Streets, and 
Commonwealth Avenue and 
Washington Street. 

In the works since at least 
1973 under the federally funded 
TOPICS program, the con¬ 
struction has now been funded 
by the state, if Newton 
provides and pays for the 
designs. 

More than a year ago Mayor 
Mann indicated that the city 
would get $400,000 worth of 
work by the state in exchange 
for about $25,000 spent for 
design. 

The contract for the design 
will be awarded to Tippetts- 
Abbet t-M cCa rthy-Stratton, 
(TAMS), who had done the 
original work for theTOPICS 
program, under which a large- 
scale street reconstruction was 


to have been done. 

When TOPICS collapsed, the 
state took over. The state DPW 
lias promised funding of the 
program after Newton submits 
designs. 

David Tannozzini, traffic 
planner in the Planning 
Department, said this week 
that once the first six in¬ 
tersections are under way, 
another group of six will be 
subjected to the same process. 

The next group will be 
Dedham-Needham- 
WinchesterStreets, West 
Newton Square, Walnut and 
Washington Streets, Crafts and 
California Streets, Route 9 and 
Centre Street, and Route 9 and 
Woodcliff Road. 

The latter two intersections 
may be part of the Woodward- 
Elliot-Route 9 improvement 
planned to be done completely 
by the state, since Route 9 is a 
state road. 

Improvements include new 
signalization, traffic islands, 
new lanes and lane markings, 
improved pedestrian phases, 
and treadle-activated lights. 

Construction of the Route 9 
footbridge over Route 9 west of 
the Woodward-Elliot in¬ 
tersection will be started in the 
spring of 1977. .

Drew hopes that someone 
will call 911 or "drop a dime" 
and give police a lead in 
tracking down the murderers. 

"If it was a hired job, it gets 
like a TV story. We’ll have to 
have wierd circumstances, like 
a disgruntled wife, to have 
someone come forward with 
information," Drew said.

A window in the teachers’ 
room was broken to enter the 
building, then a window and a 
door vent were broken in 
science room doors to gain 
entrance to the chemical 
storeroom. 

Two coathangers were used 
to enter the library and a fire 
extinguisher was thrown 
through a window in the 
graphic arts door which was 
also entered. 

Some of the chemicals 
recovered were destroyed by 
the Fire Department, police 
said, and others were to be 
handled by the science teacher. 

Police Lt. Charles Feeley 
said, "All three are chemistry 
bugs," but said no criminal 
charges had yet been filed 
against them. 

Joseph Donahue, Francis 
DeVito, James Norcross, and 
William Mahoney questioned 
tlie youths at their homes after 
receiving information as to 
who may have been involved. 
Chemicals taken were iodine 


crystals, nitric and sulfuric 
acids, white and red 
phosphorus, zana powder, 
mercury, and alcohol.

Rezoning would be the best 
solution to general 
dissatisfaction with a proposal 
for 72 apartments on Com¬ 
monwealth Avenue. 

This was the conclusion to be 
drawn from Land Use Com¬ 
mittee discussion of two 
proposals from developer 
Michael lodice, who wants to 
build 72 apartments on a piece 
of land next to his existing 54- 
unit development across from 
the Marriott. 

He also want to build 25 at¬ 
tached townhouses across the 
street, a little to the east. 

Neighbors have objected to 
the architecture and density of 
the proposed developments, 
especially to the townhouses. 
The siting of the three apart¬ 
ment buildings is also ob¬ 
jectionable to neighbors, who 
want them farther away from 
houses on Auburn Street 

Planning Director Charles 
Thomas commented at the 
Land Use Committee meeting 
that the objections point up the 
deficiencies in Residence D 
zoning district’ which allows 
only for two and one 

-half story buildings and 
prevents underground parking. 

Thomas stopped short of 
suggesting that someone ask 
for a change of zone to 
Residence E, which would 
allow for taller buildings and 
underground parking. 

Neighbors had already 
rejected such a zone change at 
an earlier attempt by another 
developer to build an office 
building on the land.

"There is a problem with 
Residence D with moderate- 
and large-scale buildings," 
Thomas said. 

He believes, he said after the 
meeting, that Residence E 
would allow a much more 
attractive apartment 
development. The buildings 
could be higher on the Com¬ 
monwealth Avenue side of the 
land, would balance and be 
balanced by the Marriott 
Hotel, and could be lower at the 
tack, where residences on 
Auburn Street face. 

Underground parking would 
allow much better placement 
of driveways and would save 
the open space that otherwise 
will be paved. 

A contract could be entered 
into with the developer to 
restrict the density to that 
approved by the Board of 
Aldermen, circumventing the 
maximum density allowed in 
Residence E.

The commission, which up 
till now had very little to do 
other than advise on land¬ 
scaping and signs, redesigned 
the site plans of both 
developments and recom¬ 
mended a decrease in the 
number of townhouses. . 

lodiee's engineer, who 
designed the site plans, ex¬ 
plained that he was not present 
at the UBC meeting, because it 
had been explained to him that 
the UBC was to review the 
architecture only. 

The developer did not have a 
revised site plan prepared, 
Joseph Bodio said, because no 
one understood the 
significance of the UBC 
recommendations, which he 


thought to be only advisory. 

Only Michael lodice, Jr., and 
Lenox attended the UBC 
meeting. 

Bodio and lodiee's lawyer 
maintained that the designs as 
originally presented met 
requirements for the 
Residence D zoning of the land. 
But the permissive use power 
of the Board of Aldermen 
allows it to withhold per¬ 
mission of a number of 
grounds, including site plan 
and density. 

Neighbors have indicated 
that a maximum of 20 
townhouses and 54 apartments 
will be acceptable. 

lodice was asked to return 
Feb. 17 with revised plans, 
showing both reduced density 
and improved site plans.

Moving the DES—a second opinion

We were pleased to learn that a Com¬ 
mittee on Judicial Responsibility has been 
created and that it includes two Newton 
people noted for their long-standing interest 
in justice and the courts. 

The nine-member committee, established 
effective Feb 1. will have Florence Rubin 
as its vice-chairwoman and former judge 
David Rose of Newton as a member 

Certainly court reform is sorely needed in 
Massachusetts, While it will take time to 
reach a "verdict" on the Cox Commission 
proposal, the speedy establishment of the 
Committee on Judicial Responsibility is a 
healthy step in the right direction. 

The obvious caliber of its membership 
should bring renewed confidence in justice 
to all Massachusetts residents. 

Although a story appears elsewhere in 
this issue, we would like to reiterate the 
important points here. 

On its own motion, or on complaint of any 
one person, the Committee will conduct an 
investigation into alleged "physical or men¬ 
tal incapacity of any judge, allegations of 
misconduct or maladministration in office, 
willful or persistent failure to perform 
duties, habitual intemperance, or other con¬ 
duct prejudicial to the administration of 
justice..." 

The executive secretary to the justices of 
the Supreme Judicial Court is the principal 
administrative officer of the committee.

I write about the relocation 
of the Newton Division of 
Employment Security Office 
<DES) from 264 Centre St., 
Newton Corner, to 215 
Needham St., Newton Upper 
Falls. 

I objected to the moving of 
the testing, counseling and 
placement services DES offers 
the unemployed to an area 
inaccessable to public tran¬ 
sportation. I felt the move was 
a mistake and urged the DES 
to at least guarantee that suet, 
services would continue at 
Newton Comer near to where 
the unemployed live and close 
to MBTA lines. 

Lewis Songer of the Chamber 
of Commerce wrote a reply 
that was published in the local 
press raised some interesting 
points but did not satisfy my 
original objection. 

Songer stated that the 
Newton Comer office became 
“too small” but did not explain 
why larger space could not be 


found on a “T" line. 

Me stated the “70 percent of 
all job opportunities are within 
three miles of Needham 
Street." 


I was not aware the EM¬ 
PLOYERS needed testing 
couaseling and placement to 
qualify. It is the unemployed 
who need the services that 
have been moved. He further 
said that “65 to 70 percent 
came by private auto to 
Newton Comer." 


Street," no such plan exists at 
this time. He should have 
delayed the move until such 
arrangements were made. 

We both know that it may be 
months or years before such 
service is in operation. In the 
meantime, what are the 
unemployed to do? 


What will the other 30 to 35 
percent do now that they are 
denied access by public 
transportation? Does Mr. 
Songer really think it will be 
easy to get a ride from a friend 
to Needham Street as it was to 
Newton Comer’ 


While he mentions that he 
“hopes to enlist the aid of the 
City of Newton and the state to 
encourage public tran¬ 
sportation on Needham 


People who own and operate 
Needham Street-Route 128 
businesses have cars. They do 
not come to work on the "T." 
They have jobs and can afford 
car payments. The con¬ 
venience of the unemployed 
should have been considered 
first since they are the targets 
of the DES operation. He points 
out that the DES is not meant 
to serve only the unemployed. 
It is meant to serve...those 
looking for better jobs. Forgive 
me if I insist that the jobless 
should have been given 
primary consideration over 
those who work and can afford 
transportation 


The argument that 
“cooperation between 
government and business" 
justifies the move leaves to 
wonder where the unemployed 
fit in since they belong to 
neither category. To match 
jobs with workers by forcing 
the jobless to reach the most 
inconvenient section of Newton 
seems to miss the whole point 
of getting people back to work. 


He says that business pays 
high unemployment com¬ 
pensation rates, implying that 
their needs must come first. I 
believe that turning the jobless 
into taxpayers is the best 
medicine for an unhealthy 
economy. 


I expressed my views to the 
Governor and received a letter 
from John Crosier, director of 
the DES. He says his agency 
“will prepare a list of alter¬ 
native sites...of other DES 
offices near public tran¬ 


sportation" for any of my 
constituents who cannot get to 
Needham Street. It seems that 
the unemployed were an af¬ 
terthought in this matter. I 
want Newton people to be able 
to get to a Newton Office. 

I have been reminded 
several times since raising this 
issue that I was not a 
representative when the 
Clamber, the DES and two 
Newton representatives ap¬ 
proved these plans. 

The Chamber, the DES and 
the two representatives should 
have taken the time to talk to 
some of the unemployed. I 
speak to them every day and 
they are anxious to work. 

I still feel that it was and is 
the responsibility of a north 
side legislator to protect the 
interests of these north siders 
who make up the bulk of 
Newton’s unemployed. If a 
Route 128 businessman can call 
Needham Street with a job 
offer he can call Newton

Corner 
charge! 

Until the unemployed get the 
services they need and becomt 
taxpayers instead of collectors 
of unemployment checks, 
Newton, the state, the 
businesses, and the public will 
not be served. 

I regret that we still disagree 
on this matter. While I do not 
doubt his sincerity, I still fee! 
the move was a mistake and 
still feel that the counseling, 
testing and placement services 
should continue at Newton 
Corner. He claims that “the 
major drawbacks in the past 
have been that job listings have 
not been made available and 
that employers have found it 
difficult to get full service." 

I fail to see how hiding the 
office an obscure location will 
improve this dismal picture.

Ripple or a wave from the trial of two state senators? 
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Commentary by J. J. Smith, state columnist 

Governor Michael S. Dukakis must run fast if he wants to 
just stay even this year, whether directing his efforts 
towards re-election or improving state government 
operations. Each is perched high on his list of priorities. 

The governor generally got high marks for his "State of 
the State" address in which he proclaimed “a new 
creativity” which will evoke "more imaginative ways to 
improve the quality of life . . . without massive new spen¬ 
ding programs." 

Inherent in his message was a challenge to husband 
resources and plan for the fiscal future in a mood of rigid 
frugality. His manner was optimistic, hardly surprising in 
any politician, but there was little in the way of candid 
admission that his Administration made mistakes in the 
past. 

Given the reality of his top priorities — re-election and 
better government — this was hardly surprising. Why 
temper hope with total realism? 

One subject that won’t go away, even when ignored, is the 
still-shaky nature of the Commonwealth's economy, and. 
consequentially, its tax base. Despite rosy reports and 
forecasts, this remains perilous. Maybe this can be best 
understood by noting that in October 1976 we had a net total 
of 11.000 fewer jobs than we did for the same month two 
years earlier, just before Dukakis was elected. In that same 


two-year period, total jobs in the nation grew some 3 . 4 - 
million. 


The lesson here is that Massachusetts emerged from the 
recession worse off than the rest of the nation, and, indeed, 
than the rest of the Northeast. AU the juiced-up unem¬ 
ployment statistics in the world will not ehange this basic 
fact. 


Governor Dukakis cannot hold back the by-products of 
recession here anymore than King Canute could hold back 
the waves. For his own political survival, he must make the 
bestofabadlot, bite the bullet still further, and hope for the 
best. 


Rightly or wrongly, the governor’s political fate is tied in 
with Massachusetts' economy, which is slowly but still in a 
downward dip. New Hampshire’s boastful governor, 
Meldrin Thompson, often highlights this state's plight in 
contrast to the progress made under the friendlier tax 
climate in his Granite State. 


Governor Dukakis is essentially a frugal man whose no¬ 
frills personal habits have carried over into office with him. 
This lends credence to his call for a cautious expenditure of 
limited resources, an end to waste, and a boldness in 
charting new courses. 

Without question, in 1977 the governor's efforts will be on, 


among others, the pocketbook issues of jobs and property 
taxes, court reform and the end to the blue laws. 

Problems loom for the governor and Legislature on a 
variety of fronts, not the least being confidence in govern¬ 
ment. It’s not exaggeration to say that most eyes in the 
state in recent weeks have been focused upon L'i>. District 
Court in Boston where two senators were under trial on 
extortion charges. 

The ripple effect of that trial will have repercussions not 
only in how 'he public perceives all politicians land 
especially those on Beacon Hill) but will impact heavily on 
the legislature itself. This is because one senator, Joseph 
DiCarlo, is Democratic majority leader in that body while 
the other, Ronald MacKenzie, is a GOP minority leader. 

For the governor and lawmakers alike, the days ahead 
contain many shoals and reefs ... the Federal court trial.. 

. redistricting... off track betting... binding arbitration .. 

. prison overcrowding... and a host of other economic and 
political issues. 

All of the above will test Governor Dukakis as he seeks to 
compile a record that will put his re-election campaign in 
full gear. It's good he was optimistic in his "State of the 
State” message. He'll need all the optimism, and good luck, 
available.

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Federal intervention caused natural gas crisis

WASHINGTON - Helicoptering last 
week from the White House to a 
Westinghouse plant in Pittsburgh, Pa., to 
see the effects of the natural gas crisis up 
close, standing there in his heavy un¬ 
derwear, President Carter explained to 
the workers that neither the feberal 
government nor a governor have the 
power to close down particular plants 
that are not crucial. The President 
declared: "That authority does not exist 
now and I wouldn't want to disrupt the 
normal free enterprise system of allot¬ 
ting fuel and have the government take 
over the whole responsibility. . ." 

Well, Mr. Carter’s impulses are sound. 
Bul the decision for the federal govern¬ 
ment to "disrupt" the free enterprise of 
allotting fuel was made nearly 23 years 
ago and the result has been the current 
natural gas crisis, which has thrown 
nearly a million people out of work, 
dosed thousands of schools and heavily 
burdened numerous already strained 
state unemployment insurance 
programs. 

It was on June 7,1954, that the Supreme 
Court handed down its landmark decision 
that all producers of natural gas to be 


sold in interstate commerce must have 
their wellhead prices regulated by the 
Federal Power Commission (FPC). 

At that time, in a minority dissent, 
Justice William 0. Douglas, no tool of the 
Big Oil companies, predicted 
prophetically that this price-fixing 
decision was "certaui to be profound” 
and that "regulation of the business of 
producing and gathering natural gas 
involves considerations of which we know 
little and with which we are not com¬ 
petent to deal." 

Indeed, the effect of this decision has 
been profound. In fact, virtually every 
major analysts of the natural gas in¬ 
dustry has concluded that had prices not 
been federally regulated, we would now 
have adequate supplies of this product. 
As one acadenuc energy expert, Dr. Ezra 
Solomon, Dean Witter professor of 
Finance at Stanford University says: 

"Die restoration of a free market in 
gas would stimulate significant ex¬ 
pansion in exploratory and develop¬ 
mental activity and this would lead to a 
significant increase m the availability of 
new supplies. At the same time, market- 
clearing prices would restrain the rapid 
growth of consumption, shift gas supplies 
automatically from less efficient to more 


efficient end-uses and thereby restore a 
proper balance between supply and 
demand at a much higher level than 
would otherwise be the case. . .The 
restoration of a more efficient 
equilibrium in the gas sector would aid 
the restoration of equilibrium for other 
fuels and it would result in lower fuel oil 
prices than would otherwise prevail." 

Although it is disputed by some, con¬ 
vincing real-life evidence does exist that 
shows a definite correlation between 
increased prices and increased natural 
gas supplies. 

In 1972 in Texas, where the intrastate 
sale of natural gas is not regulated by the 
FPC, some pipelines began curtailing 
deliveries. In response, wellhead prices 
were increased. These higher prices 
provided the necessary incentives to 
expand the search for new gas. The Texas 
Wildcatters Assn, reported in 1974 that 
production from new discoveries 
amounted to an almost 250 percent in¬ 
crease over the 1970 level. 

An article in “Business Week” In 
September of last year, reports that in 
Texas, where uilraslate natural gas now 
sells for more than four times the pnee of 
federally regulated interstate gas, supply 
and demand have been balanced. There 


are no shortages. The New York Times 
last week quoted a Houston natural gas 
dealer, as saying: 

"What amazes me is why people in the 
East cannot understand the simple 
economics of it. Why should 1 sell my gas 
regulated out of state for $1.42 (the 
current federally per-thousand cubic feet 
price) when Texas buyers are waiting in 
line to pay $2 for it? For $1,42,1 wouldn't 
even go out and drill the holes. We 
wouldn’t even consider it. It’s sunply not 
commercial." 

But is there really a natural gas crisis? 
Or, as Pennsylvania Gov. Milton Sliapp 
has suggested, is the whole thing "con¬ 
trived" by the gas companies just to force 
Congress to deregulate so they cun "rip 
off" the American people? 

The charge, though frequently made, is 
not very persuasive. As former Interior 
Secy. Rogers Morton has pointed out, this 
argument has been raised and rejected: 


(1) In six separate area rale 
proceedings by the FPC; (2) By the U. S. 
Court of Appeals for the District of 
Columbia; (3) By the Fifth and Ninth 
Circuit Courts; (4) By the U. S. Supreme 
Court; and (5) By the FPC's National Gas 
Survey.

Better ways of dealing with snow 


To the Editor: 

I am safety chairman of the 
Williams School PTA. Because 
of the recent snow "crisis," 
some members of the 
Auburndale community have 
been giving consideration to 
better ways of dealing with the 
problems of snow removal, I 
would like to solicit support for 
a proposal that, 1 hope, would 
make the streets passable for 
children walking to school, and 
not require additional city 
expenses. 

In fact, I hope to reduce city 
expenses. In brief, I think it not 
unreasonable to ask each 
resident to be responsible for 
his or her own property. 

The heavy snowfalls have 
created serious problems for 
children walking to and from 
school. The city has not been 
able to clear the paths for each 
school or the major routes to 
the schools. 

Citizens have been con¬ 
cerned for the safety of 
children who cannot negotiate 
the unplowed sidewalks and 
the mounds of snow ac¬ 
cumulated at corners. The 
situation is fraught with hazard 
and danger. 

Some parents have taken to 
clearing the paths and main 
routes in order to make a place 
for the children to walk. They 
have asked the city to establish 
a system of notice so they could 
be informed if the city could 
not clear the paths. 

In those circumstances they 
would undertake the job 
themselves. They want to know 
if they will be needed, but do 
not want to wait to find out 
after the job should have been 
done and was not. 

This, while a generous and 
praiseworthy enterprise, is not 
a solution that can apply 
throughout the city. It depends 
upon the spirit and labor of a 
few very dedicated citizens in a 
particular neighborhood. 

I have proposed to the Board 
of Aldermen and the 
legislation & Rules Committee 


that they consider passing an 
ordinance containing the 
following provisions: 

—Make each resident 
responsible for clearing a path 
through the snow in front of his 
or her property. This should be 
able to accomodate children 
walking to school and citizens 
who do not drive. 

—Anyone who does not clear 
such a path should be subject to 
a summons and fine similar to 
a parking ticket. The fine 
should be high enough to en¬ 
courage people to comply. It 
should be able to be issued 
automatically by the police. If 
the police feel overburdened by 
this, we could consider ex¬ 
perimenting with a citizen's 
summons system. And, like a 
parking summons, the burden 
of proof would be upon the 
defendant that he or she did 
indeed clear a path. In other 
words, the ticket or summons 
must be paid without further 
process unless the defendant 
proves compliance. 

—There shall be designated 
exceptions to the ordinance 
which ought to include those 
for whom the work or the cost 
is a hardship, and those pieces 
of property where the city 
deposits snow. 

Such an ordinance has 
precedent in a number of state 
statutes. It also has obvious 
merits. It would get the 
sidewalks cleared without 
expense to the city. The cost 
and physical burden would be 
spread almost evenly 
throughout the city. 

This plan could also achieve 
a possible savings on the tax 
rale by reducing expenses. It 
would provide the exemptions 
for need, therefore eliminating 
hardships, and would not in¬ 
volve elaborate administrative 
machinery. 

If the walks are not cleared, 
it would obviously be a com¬ 
munity's joint responsiblity 
and not a function of govern¬ 
ment inefficiency. A phone call 
could have a summons issued. 


At present, we have 23 
inoperable snow plows. They 
represent a waste of city funds. 
When they are operating, they 
sometimes cause damage to 
lawns and shrubs which again 
costs tax dollars when the city 
must repair the damage. 

It is most unlikely that the 
city can get the job done with 
the requisite efficiency, despite 


the best motives, without 
considerable expense which 
the city can ill afford. 

If we must tighten our belts, 
as indeed we must, then there 
is a simple method relying on 
the basic elements of good 
citizenship that can do the job 
of making the streets safe for 
our children.

Drinan introduces 
condominium bill 


Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan (D-Newton) has taken 
steps to protect the rights of 
condominium purchasers and 
residents of apartments which 
are being converted to con¬ 
dominiums. 

"While the condominium 
market has been growing by 
leaps and bounds, two major 
problems have developed," 
Drinan explained. "Con¬ 
dominium buyers have been 
denied essential information 
and often subjected to outright 
deception; and tenants have 
found themselves suddenly 
dispossessed by conversions to 
condominium units. My bill 
would end these abuses in all 
condominium projects which 
receive federal financial 
assistance." 

Drinan said the con¬ 
dominium boom has generated 
"the kind of unfair sales 
practices which so often take 
place when the growth of a new 
industry is so rapid that con- 




sumer information and federal 
regulation cannot keep pace." 

Drinan's proposal would 
require that condominium 
developers fully disclose the 
following items: services and 
financial obliga lions; 
minimum warranties on 
essential service such as 
electricity and heating; all 
estimated operating and 
maintenance costs; and 
developer responsibility for 
structural or engineering 
defects. 

"The National Condominium 
Act I have introduced would 
guarantee that condominium 
buyers know what they are 
getting into," Drinan said. 

Under the proposed 
legislation, developers would 
also be made to certify that 
tenants of apartment houses 
scheduled for conversion to 
condominiums receive ample 
notice of the conversion and 
first priority to purchase their 
dwelling units. 


To the Editor: 

I am concerned about the 
proposed Planned Develop¬ 
ment amendment to the 
Newton Zoning Ordinance 
scheduled for public hearing by 
the Land Use Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen on Feb. 14 
at City Hall. 

The proposed amendment 
wc^ld, according to the 
planning director, allow design 
flexibility in the residential 
development of parcels greater 
than 20 acres by allowing a 
mixture of dwelling unit types 
and a reduction in the required 
lot area per unit (to 10,000 
square feet). This is being 
done, according to the planning 
director, “to encourage the 
preservation of large open 
areas within the city's few very 
large open areas." 

The open space goal of this 
amendment is admirable, but 
at what expense in terms of 
increasing residential den¬ 
sities? The planning director 
indicates that this amendment 
would apply to approximately 
11 currently vacant parcels in 
the city over 20 acres. A quick 
check of these parcels shows 
that they are located in three 
different zoning districts with 
lot size minimums varying 
from 10,000 square feet to 
25,000 square feet. Hence, the 
extent of increase is variable 
depending on which zoning 
district the parcel is located. 

One of these parcels is 
Murley Farm (29 acres) which 
is currently being threatened 
with a multi-family proposal 
for 156 condominium units. I 
am concerned about the im¬ 
pact of the Planned 
Development amendment in 
the future reuse of this parcel. 

Existing single-family 
zoning allows a maximum of 
41-42 homes on minimum lots 
of 25,000 square feet. This 
amendment, if adopted, could 
set the stage for the develop¬ 
ment of over 120 units or in¬ 
crease the existing density by a 
factor of three! 

The impact of this amend¬ 
ment on other parcels over 20 
acres is potentially much less 
than on the Murley Farm 
parcel For example, if the 
property owned by the 
Chestnut Hill Country Club was 
developed under the Planned 
Development amendment, the 
density increase would only 
amount to 50 percent more 
units than the existing zoning 
in that locale 

Traditionally, zoning is 
viewed as a major tool to in¬ 
sure the proper im¬ 
plementation of the 
municipality’s Comprehensive 
Plan for all land. 

This plan identifies the best 
and most appropriate use of 
this land and is a result of 
careful study and analysis. 
What is wrong with the 
Planned Development 
amendment is that it allows for 
uniform increased densities on 
tracts of land that are similar 
only to the extent that they 
cover more than 20 acres. 
These tracts differ in natural 
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features and adjacent 
neighborhood character to 
name a couple of distinctions. 

If zoning is to be based on a 
comprehensive plan, shouldn't 
we first review the appropriate 
residential use of each of these 
11 parcels before rezoning 
them? This amendment puts 
the cart before the horse and 
suggest "spot zoning" in some 
cases. 

The people in Ward 8 are 
particularly sensitive to the 
impact of this amendment as 
most of the parcels to which 
this zoning would apply are 
located in this section of 
Newton. The potential of large, 
multi-family developments 
resulting from this amendment 
is great, and many feel this 
would be a great disaster for 
our neighborhood, which is 
already congested with heavy 
traffic. 

While the Newton Con¬ 
servation Commission has 
hopes that the city will acquire 
a number of these vacant 
parceLs In Ward 8 as part of its 
Capital Improvements 
Program, there is no 


guarantee that this will In fact 
occur to lessen the impact of 
this amendment on our 
neighborhood. 

In conclusion, I would 
strongly urge that the Land 
Use Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen recommend denial 
of the proposed Planned 
Development amendment. I 
feel that a more sensible ap¬ 


proach would be to consider 
adopting some form of the 
proposed Cluster Development 
amendment where density 
increases are minimal and 
directly related to bonuses 
provided by the developer for 
increased open space retention 
and lowered building coverage.

The Supreme Judicial Court 
has established by court rule a 
nine-member Committee on 
Judicial Responsibility. 

The committee, effective 
Feb. 1. consists of two judges, a 
retired judge, three lawyers 
and three lay persons. 
Florence Rubin of Newton, 
named to the committee, will 
serve as vice-chairwoman. 

F.stablished by Supreme 


Judicial Court Rule 3:25 was 
the following: "On its own 
motion, or on complaint by any 
person, the Committee shall 
inquire into and investigate the 
alleged physical or mental 
incapacity of any judge; 
allegations of misconduct or 
maladministration in office, 
willful or persistent failure to 
perform duties, habitual in¬ 
temperance or other conduct 


prejudicial to the ad¬ 
ministration of justice that 
brings the judicial office into 
disrepute; and any alleged act 
which may violate the Code of 
Judicial Conduct."

Harrington supports MBTA 
finance reorganization 


The Massachusetts 
Legislature's Joint Committee 
on Transportation held a public 
hearing on proposed legislation 
filed by State Rep. Peter F. 
Harrington iD-Newton), clerk 
nf the Joint Committee on 
Urban Affairs, which would 
revise the MBTA assessment 
formula to cities and towns. 

Legislation co-sponsored 
with David J. Pass and Brian 
Yates, both of Newton, would 
require the MBTA to moder¬ 
nize its accounting procedures 
in the allocation of costs of bus 
routes which determine 
Newton's share of the MBTA 
deficit. 

In testimony before the 
committee, Harrington called 
for a "complete revision of the 
MBTA accounting procedures 
and deficit allocation prac¬ 
tices.” 

"Further,” Harrington said, 
"last year, the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts subsidized 
one-half of the MBTA deficit. If 
this practice is to continue, it is 
only fair that the formula 
allocating the deficit be 
corrected so that each city and 
town pays its fair share." 

"Under the present formula 
the City of Newton, last year, 
paid an additional $350,000, $1 
on our tax rate, because of 
improper allocation of 
revenues and bus route costs." 

Harrington called upon the 


committee to incorporate his 
proposed legislation in a 
comprehensive revision of the 
structure and financing of the 
MBTA. This would include, 
Harrington said, "the 
following points: 

"State assumption of 100 
percent of the deficit of express 
commuter service including 
rapid transit, commuter rail 
and commuter bus. All three of 
these services pass through the 
City of Newton and are used 
extensively by non-paying non¬ 
residents. 

"The state should assume a 
greater share of the cost of 
regional and inter-city com¬ 
muter bus services. These non¬ 
local bus routes are used by 
citizens of many communities. 

"The cost of running the 
MBTA has risen from $73.4 
million in 1972 to a staggering 
S147 million in 1977. The unfair 
distribution of these costs can 
no longer be tolerated by 
suburban communities. Since 
the MBTA will not reform it¬ 
self. legislation is necessary to 
change assessment 
procedures, reform the method 
of providing local service and 
reduce the MBTA's capital 
expansion program and its 
regulatory powers. 

"The present assessment 
formula is based on out-dated 
population and transportation 
use statistics. It encourages

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White House 
thermostats 
stay at 65 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
White House thermostats re¬ 
mained set at a chilly 65 
degrees today despite warmer 
weather and a lull in the 
natural gas crisis, and Presi¬ 
dent Carter urged everyone to i 
follow his example. 

The nation's pipelines cur¬ 
rently are full of natural gas 
moving under emergency 
orders, and schools and facto¬ 
ries are reopening. But the 
President said Monday there is 
no cause for complacency—or ' 
for 70 degree thermostats. 

He and his chief energy 
adviser James Schlesinger 
both warned that lack of gas 
remains a senous problem well 
into the future. 

"The American people 
should not be lulled into a false 
sense of security," White 
House Press Secretary Jody 
Powell said. 

"The shortage is not over 
and we must reinforce that 
fact," Schlesinger said. 

Schlesinger told a cabinet 
meeting Monday the nation's 
pipelines are once again full, 
with 1 billion cubic feet of 
natural gas moving daily to 
needy areas under emergency 
orders. 

Some of the gas is being 
transferred from western 
states where there is a surplus, 
but emergency imports from 
Mexico, Canada and Algeria 
also have been approved. 

Other administration of¬ 
ficials said emergency ship¬ 
ments would quickly double 
from the present level, 
reaching almost 2 billion cubic 
feet a day, under orders issued 
but not yet implemented. On a 
cold winter day, they said, 
peak total demand for natural 
gas from residential, com¬ 
mercial and industrial 
customers is 60 billion cubic 
feet. 

Despite the improved flow of 
gas, the Carter administration 
emphasized repeatedly there is 
no end in sight to the gas 
problem. 

The Federal Energy 
Administration issued an 
advisory saying: "Don't let the 
good news of people at work 
and warmer temperatures fool 
you. Keep thermostats down ... 
now more than ever."

Apparently there will be no new major 
legislation in housing this vear," he 
added. 

The Section 8 program will continue, 
and there is a proposal to subsidize 
construction of apartment units by 
lowering interest rates for developers, 
but that is all so far, Drinan said. 

Community development block grants, 
sometimes used to build housing, expire 
Sept 30, Drinan added. 

Drinan attributes the decline in housing 
money and programs to an absence of 
any housing lobby. 

Groups that backed legislation like the 
235 program, which he called "very good, 
but unpopular," have evaporated. 

Instead, the "anti (housing) lobby" has 
been intense, he said. 


"Realtors who only want to build 
WO.OOO homes" are working hard to 
defeat housing subsidy programs, he 
explained. 

Hilon Development Corporation's 60 
units at Washington and Grove Sts., 
seeking HUD "tandem financing" under 
the 221 (d) 1 4) mortgage insurance and 
Section 8 new construction programs, is 
being renegotiated to change the rent 
levels, while a building proposed on Paul 
Street in Newton Centre needs some 
minor budget revisions, Thomas said.

The Board of Aldermen’s ordinance was 
designed to return the pumper to service 
until the report is in hand. 

The Firefighters Association letter 
quoted Michael Lebner, the mayor's 
financial officer, as saying that if 
firefighters could come up with a $183,000 
saving, "I can live with the 10 and 3 
'engines and ladder trucks)." 

Aid. Ethel Sheehan, who had planned 
not to vote to override the mayor’s veto, 
said Monday, “Either we need the 
pumper or we don’t. If we don’t need it, 
they shouldn’t bargain for it." Her vote 


made the necessary 16 votes needed to 
override. 

Mayor Mann Tuesday issued a 
statement on the veto override in which 
he said the Board action was counter to 
the advice of the Newton fire chief and 
experts in the field of fire protection.

Aid. Richard Bullwinkle proposed at 
the Board meeting to give everyone a 
straight 10 percent increase except the 
public works commissioner. 

"We demonstrated our confidence in 
him by giving him the job," Bullwinkle 
said. "Let’s wait a year and let him come 
back for another raise." 

Public Works Commissioner Gene 
Larson received a $4000 raise when he 
switched from buildings commissioner. 
His current salary is $27,000. 

Another amendment was proposed by 


Aid. Robert Stiller that would have made 
all new salaries effective Jan. 1, 1977, 
instead of six months earlier. 

Both amendments failed, with only four 
aldermen —Andrew Magni, Matthew 
Jefferson and James Miller— voting with

vacant land being offered to Spaulding 
and Slye. 

Spaulding and Slye, developer for three 
office buildings to go next door at Route 
128and Washington St., has completed its 
first building but has yet to take title from 
the NCDA on the other two lots. 

Harry Crosby, a member of the NPDB 
which will have to agree to any changes 
in the plan, warned LOPAC that going for 
a rezoning and a buffer zone would 
probably require allowing denser 
development on the lot. 

IXDPAC’s consensus was to stick with a 
three-story, 40-foot height limit, but allow 
the building to cover more ground area.

The Board of Aldermen unanimously 
approved the appointment of Preble as 
permanent chief Monday night. 


It may be noted, however, that several 
communities paid various department 
heads more than the same position 
received in Newton, even with the 18- 
month discrepancy. 

For example, in mid-1975, Wellesley, 
Brookline, Quincy, and Waltham paid 
their public works commissioners more 
than Newton at the end of 1976, by a range 
of $171 to $4779. 

Waltham also paid its city solicitor, 
planning director and several other 
positions more.

Cohen pointed out that the Planning 
Board (which sits in at I-and Use 
hearings) had not heard the 120 -unit plan 
nor given its recommendation on a 120- 
unit plan, as required by law. 

Further, Cohen said, he feels fairly 
confident that the reduced plan, when 
made final, will qualify for a new petition 
because of not only the changed number 
of units but also the reduced amount of 
land area covered and changes in the 
types of buildings. 

"I don’t think he’s damaged in the 
least," Cohen said of Barkin, who has 
represented the developers. 

If on the other hand it Ls found that the 
120-unit plan does not constitute a sub¬ 
stantially different proposal, Barkin may 
not resubmit a proposal for two years 
without a two-thirds vote of the Board of 
Aldermen and the approval of the 
Planning Board.

What nicer way to say, "Be My 
Valentine" than to prepare a dessert that 
will please Dad and the children! It isn't 
necessary to wax poetic to show your 
loved ones how very much you care, 
preparation of a light-as-a-feathpr cake 
or a delectable pie says it all. 

You may want to ask friends or 
relatives over for dessert, serving tea or 
hot chocolate because of the escalation of 
coffee prices, and although good quality- 
cakes and pastries can be bought in most 
bakeries, nothing surpasses the 
homeward variety. 

RASPBERRYSWIRL 
4 cup graham cracker crumbs 
3 tablespoons melted butter or 
margarine 

2 tablespoons sugar 

3 eggs, separated 

1 pkg. (8 oz.) cream cheese 
1 cup sugar 
l s teaspoon salt 
1 cup heavy cream 
1 pkgs. (10 oz.) frozen raspberries, 
partially thawed. 

Combine thoroughly crumbs, melted 
butter or margarine and 2 tbs. sugar. 
Lightly press mixture into a well greased 
7x11x14 inch pan. Bake in a 350 degree 
oven about 10 minutes. Cool thoroughly. 
Beat egg yolks until thick. Add cream 
cheese, sugar and salt; beat until smooth 
and light. Beat egg whites until stiff 
peaks form. Whip cream until stiff peaks 
form; fold with egg whites into cheese 
mixture. In a mixer or blender, crush 
raspberries to a pulp. Gently swirl half of 
fruit pulp through cheese filling and 
spread mixture into crust. Spoon 
remaining puree over top; swirl with a 
knife. Freeze, then cover and return to 
freezer. Serves 6-8 

CHOCOLATE BANANA 
CHIFFON PIE 


One aud one third cups chocolate wafer 
crumbs 

3 tablespoons margarine, softened 
1 envelope unflavored gelatine 

6 tablespoons sugar, divided 

4 cup milk 

4 eggs, separated 
1 cup mashed bananas (3 medium) 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

Preheat oven to 375 degrees. In small 
bowl, blend crumbs and margarine; 
press into 9-inch pie pan. Bake for 8 
minutes; cool, then chill. In medium 
saucepan, mix unflavored gelatine and 4 
tablespoons sugar; stir in milk beaten 
with egg yolks. Place over low heat; stir 
in bananas and vanilla. Chill, stirring 
occasionally, until mixture mounds 
slightly when dropped from spoon. In 
medium bowl, beat egg whites until soft 
peaks form; gradually add remaining 2 
tablespoons sugar and beat until stiff but 
not dry. Fold into gelatine mixture. Turn 
mixture into prepared crust and chill 
until set. If desired, garnish with 
chocolate curls. Makes about 8 servings. 

TOFFEE CHIFFON PIE 

2 envelopes (2 tbs.) unflavored gelatin 
4 cup cold water 

3 eggs, separated 
14 cups milk 

4 cup brown sugar, packed 
4 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

1 cup (6 oz.) chopped Heath English 
Toffee Candy bars+ 

4 cup granulated sugar 
1 envelope (2 oz.) whipped dessert 
topping 

19-inch baked pastry or favorite crumb 
pie shell, chilled 

Soften gelatin in cold water. Beat egg 
yolks slightly. Add 1 cup milk, brown 
sugar, salt; stir. Cook over low heat, 
stirring constantly until mixture coats a 


spoon. Add softened gelatin; stir until it 
melts. Blend in vanilla and 4 cup of the 
candy bits. Chill until mixture starts to 
"set". Beat egg whites until frothy; add 
sugar gradually, continuing to beat until 
stiff and glossy. Fold into gelatin mix¬ 
ture. Prepare dessert topping as directed 
on package using remaining 4 cup milk. 
Fold into gelatin and egg white mixture. 
Pour into chilled crust. Sprinkle with 
remaining V« cup candy bits, or more if 
desired. Chill until firm. 

A quick ‘n easy way to chop Toffee 
candy is to freeze candy bars first, then 
crush with a rolling pin. 

MINI CHERRY CHEESE 
CAKE 

Combine in^a saucepan 4 cup sugar 
and 14 tablespoons cornstarch. Stir in 1 
can (1 lb.) red tart" pitted cherries and 
their juice. Cook, stirring constantly, 
until mixture boils and thidkgns. Add a 
few drops red food coloring ana cool. Line 
12 muffin cups with paper bake cups. 
Crush about 12 chocolate cookies or 
gingersnaps to make 4 cup crumbs. 
Spoon about 1 tablespoon cookie crumbs 
into each bake cup. Beat together 1 pkg (8 
oz.) cream cheese, softened; one-third 
cup sugar, 1 egg, 2 tablespoons lemon 
juice and 4 teaspoon vanilla until 
smooth. Pour over crumbs. Bake in a 375 
degree oven for 15 minutes or until set. 
Cool. Top each cheese cake with 3 
tablespoons of the cooled cherry sauce. 
Makes 12 individual cheese cakes; 12 
servings. Notes: The cherry sauce is also 
good spooned over ice cream, plain 
puddings and slices of angel food, sponge 
cake or pound cake. For adults the flavor 
may be heightened with the addition of a 
little brandy or rum. 

FROZEN CRANBERRY 
VELVET PIE 

14 cups fine vanilla wafer crumbs 


6 tablespoons butter or margarine, 
melted 

1 pkg. (8 oz.) cream cheese, softened 
1 cup whipping cream 
4 cup sugar 
4 teaspoon vanilla 

1 can (15 oz.) whole cranberry sauce. 
Combine crumbs and melted butter; 
press firmly into bottom and sides of 
buttered 9-inch oie plate. Chill till firm. 
Meanwhile, beat cream cheese till fluffy. 
Combine whipping cream, sugar and 
vanilla; whip till thickened but not stiff. 
Gradually add to the whipped cream 
cheese, beating till smooth and creamy. 
Set aside a few whole cranberries from 
sauce for garnish; fold remaining 
cranberry sauce into whipped mixture. 
Spoon into chilled crust; freeze firm. 
Remove from freezer 10 minutes before 
serving. To serve, top with additional 
whipped cream, if desired and decorate 
with reserved whole cranberries. 
VALENTINE STRAWBERRY 
DESSERT 

2 pkgs. (3 oz. ea.) strawberry gelatin 
24 cups boiling water 

1 pkg. (10 oz.) frozen strawberries, 
defrosted 

Red food coloring 

2 envelopes (2 oz. ea. t Whipped dessert 
topping 

1 pint fresh strawberries, optional 
Dissolve gelatin in boiling water. Stir in 
strawberries and juice. Add red food 
coloring as needed to tint a pretty pink 
color. Chill until mixture begins to set. 
Prepare 1 envelope of dessert topping as 
directed on package. Fold into gelatin 
mixture. Pour into mold and chill until 
set. To serve unmold on trap. Prepare 
remaining envelope of whipped dessert 
topping mix as directed on package and 
decorate mold, garnishing with fresh 
strawberries, if desired. Serves 6-8.

Question: I have tried, unsuccessfully, for years to make 
a good springerle cookie, but mine always turn out so hard 
they have to be dunked to be edible. I would very much 
appreciate a recipe for a springerle cookie with a softer, 
lighter texture. Thank you very much. P.S. I have the 
special rolling pin used for these cookies. 

Mrs. I. Sail, Norwood 
Answer: Here's what the Farm Journal's Homemade 
Cookies cookbook has to say about Springerle, the picture 
cookie: These are picture cookies. You stamp the designs 
on the rolled cookie dough either with a board or rolling pin 
in which designs of birds and flowers are carved. Adding 
too much flour produces a hard cookie. If the dough sticks to 
board or pin, use care in flouring it. Chilling the dough 1 
hour before rolling helps. Making cookies is a two-day 
operation because after rolling the dough you let it stand 
overnight at least 10 hours at room temperature before 
baking. Store baked cookies in a container with a tight lid 
and set them in a cool place. 

SPRINGERLE 

4 eggs 

2 cups sugar 

4 cups sifted cake flour 

1 teaspoou baklug powder 

4 teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons melted butler 

1 tablespoon auise seeds 

Using electric mixer at low speed, beat eggs in large 
bowl. Gradually add sugar, then beat at medium speed 
about 10 minutes. You can use a hand rotary beater, but if 
you do, uurease beatuig time to 30 minutes. Sift together 
flour, bakmg powder and salt; blend into egg mixture 


alternately with butter, mixing well. Cover dough with 
waxed paper or foil and chill for 1 hour. Dust surface lightly 
with flour and pat out or roll half of the dough at a time to 
almost, but not quite, 4 inch thickness. Lightly flour 
springerle board and press it firmly down on dough. Lift 
board up carefully so as not to mar lines of the design. If you 
use springerle rolling pin, roll the dough to a flat sheet 4- 
inch thick. Then roll over it with springerle rolling pin just 
once to press in designs...Lightly grease baking sheet and 
sprinkle evenly with anise seeds. Lift dough carefully to 
baking sheet, cover loosely with waxed paper and let stand 
overnight. When ready to bake, cut dough to cookie size 
along lines made by springerle board lor rolling pin). 
Separate on baking sheet by 4-inch space. Bake in 
moderate oven, 350 degrees for 5 minutes, then reduce heat 
to slow (300 degrees) and continue baking about 10 minutes 
longer. Remove cookies and cool on racks, makes about 34 
dozen. Note: You can use 6 drops anise oil instead of the 
anise seeds. Add it to the beaten eggs. Superfine granulated 
sugar gives the best results, but you can use regular 
granulated sugar.

1 broiler fryer chicken, cut In serving pieces 
1 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoou pepper 

4 can (6 oz. size) frozen orange juice concentrate 
4 cup corn oil 
4 teaspoon ginger 


1 cup chicken broth or water 
1 tablespoon orange juice concentrate 

1 cup packaged precooked rice 

3 tablespoons seedless raisins 

4 teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons toasted slivered almonds 

Sprinkle chicken with salt, pepper, and place pieces, skin 
side up and not touching in foil lined baking pan 13x9x2- 
inch. Bake at 350 degrees for 30 minutes. Chicken does not 
have to be turned. In saucepan, combine 4 can con¬ 
centrate, oil and ginger; heat; spoon over chicken. Bake for 
30 minutes longer, or until chicken is fork tender. Mean¬ 
while, in saucepan, mix chicken broth and 1 tablespoon 
orange juice concentrate; heat to boiling. Add rice, raisins, 
and salt; proceed according to directions on rice package. 
Sprinkle with almonds. Serve with chicken. Makes 4 ser¬ 
vings.

6 small leafy ribs of celery

2 tablespoons shortening 

1 cup bread cnimbs+ 

1 cup milk 

4 pound ground beef 
4 pound ground veal 
4 pound ground pork 
1 egg 

1 teaspoou salt 
4 teaspoon pepper 
4 tablespoons flour 
4 cup evaporated milk 

In a skillet cook onion in shortening until golden. Soak 
bread crumbs in 1 cup milk; add meat, egg, onion, salt and 
pepper and mix thoroughly. Shape mixture into balls, roll in 
tlie flour and fry until brown on all sides and cooked 
through. Remove meat balls to serving dish and keep 
warm. Combine 1 tablespoon flour and evaporated milk and 
stir gradually into pan juices. Simmer for 3 to 4 minutes, 
stu-rmg occasionally. Pour gravy over the meat and hot 
buttered noodles; serve piping hot. 

+Fresh bread crumbs are generally preferable to dry 
bread crumbs because they have a better flavor and a more 
interesting texture. To make fresh bread crumbs, trun the 
crust from a loaf of day old white bread, slice or tear the 
white part into tiny cubes and make crumbs by passing the 
bread through a coarse sieve or food mill.

The Newton League of 
Women Voters will discuss the 
financial independence of local

The Mass. LWV has sup¬ 
ported the fiscal autonomy of 
iocal school committees since 
the 1930's. This year, as part of 
a two-year study, leagues 
ihroughout the state will be 
reassessing that position. 
Much has changed in education 
in recent years: collective 
bargaining for teachers: an 
increased number of 
educational programs man¬ 
dated by state and federal 
governments, sometimes with 
financing, sometimes without; 
and a stronger State Board of 
Education. 

After a sharp increase in the 
number of pupils and in school 
construction during the 50’s 


and 60's, there is now a decline 
in enrollment. Some people are 
wondering why education still 
costs so much and why school 
committees cannot reduce 
spending. However, others 
wonder if a body other than an 
elected school committee 
would be any more responsive 
to the needs of both students 
and taxpayers.

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BSO marathon starts tonight

At 7 p.m. tonight the seventh 
annual Musical Marathon will 
get underway. 

Broadcast for the first time 
live from Symphony Hall, the 
goal of the marathon is to raise 
1115,000 for the Boston Sym¬ 
phony Orchestra and the 
Roston Pops. 

Volunteers and friends of the 
BSO have been working since 
last fall organizing the event, 


which seems to become more 
elaborate each year. 

It can be heard on WCRB 
1 102.5 FM i locally and will also 
be broadcast over WVLC (104.7 
FMi on Cape Cod tonight 
through Monday, Feb. 14, at 1 
a.m. — 

This year for the first time 
music buffs will have an op¬ 
portunity to see, as well as 
hear, the marathon. Channel 5 
will visit Symphony Hall and 
air a special program Sunday, 
Feb. 13, from 6:30 to 8 p.m.

The annual event appears to 
be popular. Each of the 
marathons has exceeded its 
goal. People can phone in, and 
for a contribution, hear their 
favorite pieces of music played 
by the symphony; and 
premiums, ever-more alluring 
as the price goes up, are also 
offered. 

For example, $100 will get 
you a Chinese dinner cooked by 
an orchestra horn player. If 
you fancy a string quartet 
concert, it's available. The 
price is $700. 

A donation of $2000 entitles 
you to a violin recital by the 
assistant concertmaster. 

Finally, a donation of $3500 
entitles you to a recital by the 
concertmaster himself, Joseph 
Silverstein of Newton Centre. 

Silverstein, who has been 
with the BSO of for 22 years, 
was interviewed about the 
marathon last week. 

He explained the 
phoenomena this way: 

"For many years the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra main¬ 
tained a low profile and people 
got the idea it could survive 
very nicely with monetary 
assistance from 10 or 12 
wealthy people who would each 
donate about $10,000 a year to 
cover the deficit. 

"Now the symphony runs a 
deficit of $1.3 million a year It's 
still a 15 per cent deficit, but 
it's not so easy to make up with 
just a few contributors. 


"The money raised by the 
marathon is still only a small 
portion of the deficit, but it 
brings in new donors quite 
successfully." 

Silverstein sees the sym¬ 
phony as a "integral" part of of 
Roston, "an important part of 
Boston's identity." 

"It is the best-known thing in 
Boston in Europe and world¬ 
wide." 

He estimates at least 2.5 
million people a year hear the 
symphony in one form or 
another. ..- —.... . 

"It's a remarkable in¬ 
stitution in the breadth of its 
coverage."

Two of New York state's 
college hockey teams are 
riding in first and third place in 
Division I ECAC ratings this 
week, while two more are 
reaching for that magic eighth 
place ranking and a spot in the 
post-season playoffs.

Soviet 
cosmonauts 
correct course 

MOSCOW (UPI) - Two 
Soviet cosmonauts orbiting the 
earth in the Soyuz 24 
spacecraft corrected their 
course today for an expected 
rendezvous with the Salyut 5 
space station. 

The Tass news agency said in 
a brief dispatch that Col. 
Viktor Gorbatko and Lt. Col. 
Yuri ad circled the earth 12 
times by midday. 

"According to the reports of 
the crew and the data of 
telemetric information, the 
space ship's onboard systems 
are functioning normally," 
Tass said. "The cosmonauts 
are feeling fine." 

The news agency said the 
cosmonauts began their work¬ 
ing day at 11:30 a.m. Moscow 
time. Gorbatko, the flight 
commander, was quoted as 
saying the crew is "fulfilling 
the flight program." 

The men were launched 
Monday in the Soviet Union's 
first manned space flight since 
last Oct. 17, when two other 
cosmonauts failed in an at¬ 
tempt to link their ship with 
Salyut 5 and made the first 
Soviet splashdown. 

Tass said the crew carried 
out a "correction of the flight 
trajectory," a standard proce¬ 
dure for docking with the space 
station. Similar course correc¬ 
tions have been announced 
prior to previous Soviet dock¬ 
ings. 

But the news agency did not 
disclose when the rendezvous 
would take place.

being trapped under an MBTA 
rapid transit train Monday at 
Park Street Station.

Charles E. Wadsworth of 
Newton and Cranberry Isles, 
Me. is showing 19 collagraph- 
intaglio prints in a one-man 
show at the Newton Free 
Library, 414 Centre St., 
through the end of February. 

Three limited edition books 
published by David Godine that 
include Wadsworth prints are 
also included in the show. The 
prints in the books, all intaglio, 


are hand produced, and are 
rarely found today in books as 
they do not fit into any stan¬ 
dard technique of book 
production. 

Two of the books. “Views 
From The Island" and “Seed 
I-eaves" were chosen as out¬ 
standing books at the 
Bookbuilders of Boston New 
England Book Show, one in 
1970 and one in 1975. 


Wadsworth's prints such as 
“The Turkish Graveyard," 
"Sienese Conte,” "The Whale's 
Rib," and “Figures and 
Flames" demonstrate the lush 
possibilities of color and tex¬ 
ture attainable only through 
the difficult and exacting 
collagraph-intaglio medium. 

Impressed into a soft paper, 
the prints are a reminder of the 
lavish and unexpected 


brilliance of the austere islands 
off the Maine coast. The viewer 
feels the spirit of the islands, 
filtered through the artist's 
skill, affection, and conception. 

As a print medium 
collagraph-intaglio is 
relatively new. It relates to all 
other intaglio mediums such as 
etching, drypoint, aquatint and 
engraving. The essential 
difference between it and other 


intaglio media is that the plate 
is built up as well as incised, 
resulting in a rich and varied 
texture and embossment. The 
plate is produced in much the 
same way as collage. 

Born in Ridgewood, N.J., in 
1917, Wadsworth studied at the 
Art Students' League and the 
American People's School in 
New York City. 


Wadsworth has had one-man 
shows at the Shore Gallery. 
Boris Mirski Gallery, the 
University of Maine, Thayer 
Gallery and others.

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Court strikes down Newton low-income housing policy 


Newton's unwritten policy of requiring 
developers to allocate a number of their 
new apartments to low-income housing 
has been struck down by the state 
Supreme Judicial Court. 

The so-called 10 percent policy was 
challenged by developer Michael Iodice, 
whose 54-apartment complex at 2300 
Commonwealth Ave., Aubumdale, was 
required to provide five apartments to 
the Newton Housing Authority (now the 
Housing Services Commission) for its 
subsidized housing program. Rent paid is 
considerably below market rentals. 

The Supreme Court decision overturns 
a Superior Court decision Issued in April, 
1975, which upheld the right of the Board 


of Aldermen to impose such a condition 
on developers. 

The adverse decision, issued last week, 
said the Board of Aldermen "exceeded its 
authority" in requiring the reservation of 
five low-income apartments before 
issuing a temporary occupancy permit. 

The SJC decision, written by Judge 
Francis Quirico, pointed out that nowhere 
in the general laws or the ordinances of 
Newton is there express authori zation to 
impose the low-income housing provision. 

The city's defense that the Home Rule 
amendment gave the Board such powers 
was rejected by the court. 

Reference was also made to the fact 
that in issuing special permits, the Board 


of Aldermen acts as a board of appeals 
and is "without power to make the im¬ 
portant policy decisions involved in 
committing a municipality to a program 
of public housing." 

The issue of constitutionality was 
rejected by the SJC, and therefore the 
case cannot be appealed to the United 
States Supreme Court. 

Only the Iodice apartments are af¬ 
fected by the decision, although there are 
several other properties in the city that 
have complied with the "10 percent 
policy." 

Under terms of the permission by the 
Board of Aldermen, if the policy were 
found to be invalid, the five tenants in the

Fire Dept, to run ambulances

By July, the city of Newton will have 
two Class 1 ambulances operated by 
firefighters trained in emergency 
medical sendees, if a report by a study 
group is accepted. 

The 1973 state "ambulance law" 
requires that all ambulance sendees be 
manned by trained and licensed per¬ 
sonnel, and training was defined as an 81- 
hour emergency medical technician 
(EMT) course. 

The law also specified the equipment to 
be carried by ambulances, and relegated 
Newton’s six station wagon ambulances 
operated by the Police Department to the 
Class 5 category. 

A citizen-expert group has been 
studying the provision of ambulance 
service for two years and has recom¬ 
mended to Mayor Theodore Mann that 
the emergency medical services (EMS) 
be operated by the Fire Department. 


The net cost to the city was estimated 
at a recent meeting of the group at 
$147,000 per year. 

Although bids were received from 
private ambulance services that could 
cost less per year, the difference was not 
great enough between private service 
and municipal service to merit the loss of 
control, the study group feels. 

When the EMS first came up three 
years ago, Fire Chief Frederick Perkins 
seemed reluctant to consider in¬ 
corporating it into the Fire Department 
without the addition of 20 firefighters. 

The study group has estimated that 
eight additional firefighters, with the 
availability of other on-duty firefighters, 
will be sufficient to man the new am¬ 
bulances. 

The system will work this way — police 
ambulances will be "first responders" to 
a call for an ambulance. At that point, 
police EMTs or a doctor at the scene will 
judge the need for the Class 1 ambulance.

Commonwealth Avenue development 
would be relocated in 60 days. 

Iodice's lawyer would not comment 
Tuesday on what Iodice’s action in this 
regard might be. 

Housing Services Commission Director 
Frank Quinn said he did not know who 
would be responsible for relocation of the 
three families and two elderly tenants 
occupying the Iodice apartments. 

Quinn had no idea where to house the 
people, either, since there are no 
vacancies at any of the Housing Services 
developments, and the new housing at 
Thurston Road will be not be ready for 
occupancy until summer. 

The other developers — Donato 


Capasso, Jack Antaramian, the 
Carabetta Enterprises, and DeMarco 
Collangelo — are not released from their 
obligation under the 10 percent rule, 
according to City Solicitor Howard 
Levine, because they failed to appeal 
within the proper time after the im¬ 
position of the requirement in their 
particular cases. 

These developers account for about 30 
apartments leased to the Housing Ser¬ 
vices Commission. 

Inasmuch as one of the reasons for the 
decision against the city was the absence 
of an ordinance on the provision of low- 
income housing by developers, the Board 


of Aldermen is now rushing to fill that 
void. 

An ordinance has been drafted that 
requires developers who ask for a higher 
density than that allowed under the 
zoning ordinance (which means all 
apartment construction) be required to 
provide low-income housing on the site 
preferably, or at least provide some 
housing somewhere or make a cash 
payment instead. 

The new ordinance will be submitted to 
the Board of Aldermen at its Feb. 22 
meeting for assignment for public 
hearing March 14.

$32.4 million school 
budget cuts 37 jobs

Staff cuts of 37 positions and the closing 
of Memorial School will nearly offset the 
fixed increases exclusive of collective 
bargaining in the $32.4 million school 
budget for next year recommended by 
Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink. 

The Metco program and the salaries 
that are still being negotiated for all 
school employees are not included in the 
$32,435,965 budget that is an increase of 
$422,512 over the current FY77 budget. 

With the cost and reimbursements for 
Metco deleted in both this and next year’s 


budget, the new budget is 1.3 percent 
greater. 

Although there is no allowance for any 
negotiated salary increase, the 
movement of teachers along the current 
salary scale increment accounts for an 
increase of $496,317. 

Salaries for all personnel account for 78 
percent of the total budget, or $25.3 
million,' so jf a n personnel were to receive 
n 5 percent pay increase above the move 
on the salary scale, the budget would 
increase approximately $1.25 million.

If it is already on the way and judged 
unnecessary, it will be cancelled by 
radio. The ambulances will be in constant 
contact with the hospital. 

Police would transport persons with 
minor injuries. 

The emphasis has switched from speed 
of response to a call for an ambulance to 
quality of care when the ambulance gets 
to its destination, according to EMS 
Study Group Chairman Gene 
Blumenreich. 

In some situations, speed of first 
response is critical, Blumenreich said, 
but the trip to the hospital is more often 
the crucial time for saving lives. 

Dr. Charles Iipson, a member of the 
study group and former city physician, 
once estimated that from five to 30 lives a 
year could be saved in Newton if there 
were Class 1 ambulances with EMTs 
available.

Paul St. plan delivered to HUD 


A $1.7 million revised plan for the Paul 
Street elderly housing project, adopted 
Feb. 10 by the Newton Community 
Development Authority and the Newton 
Planning and Development Board, was 
delivered this week to the federal 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, meeting a Feb. 15 deadline 
to keep the project alive. 

In a 6-0-1 vote, with Planning Director 
Charles Thomas abstaining, the NPDB 
approved a “total development 
program" for 43 units that replaces one 
adopted by the Newton Housing Authority 
in June, 1976. 

That plan had 50 units and office space 
for the Housing Services Commission, but 


the Board of Aldermen cut out seven units 
and the office space before approving the 
plan because of opposition from Newton 
Centre abutters. 

Three separate actions were taken on 
the revisions by Thomas, who is the sole 
member of the NCDA, with the NPDB 
unanimously approving them. 

The authority voted to execute a new 
contract with the project architect for a 
43-unit building, terminated the old 
contract for 50 units and made a ter¬ 
mination payment of $17,934 to the ar¬ 
chitect, and then adopted the 43-unit 
program. 

Architects' costs for the new plan are 


$99,000, while per unit costs amount to 
$39,900. 

Thomas anticipates HUD approval and 
funding for the new plan.

These are some of 
the traditions that keep the Aubumdale 
Players a thriving amateur theater 
group, high on the list of local drama 
devotees. 

Veteran troupers say they stick with 
the Players because they have their own 
plant, with a good stage, sound system, 
lighting, and comfortable seating for the 
audience. 

Another drawing card is the friendly 
spirit (hat prevails. 

The weekend before a production there 
is a technical rehearsal running from 2 
p.m. until 10 p.m. or later, with a two hour 
break for "tech supper". 

Families of the cast share a pot luck 
meal with those rehearsing at the 
clubhouse. 

Operating as an integral part of the 
Aubumdale Club, a large gray building al 
Melrose and Auburn Sts., the Players 
give two or three plays a year. 

"Six Rms Riv Vu”, a comedy directed 
by Peggy Bailey, just ran Feb. 10,11 and 
12 with Neil Shapiro and Alison Guess in 
the lead roles. 

The Players were originally formed to 
put on entertainment for members of the 
Aubumdale Club, a social organization 
open to residents of Newton and 
surrounding communities, but they have 
evolved into the financial mainstay of the 


building, says Debbie Kavanagh, this 
year's drama chairman. 

They draw from a core of little theater 
"fanatics" who iravel the Boston 
suburban circuit. Their audiences have a 
similar core of viewers who return 
regularly to see plays, says Ms. 
Kavanagh. 

"While we often have to cast from 
outside, members have been the 
backbone of support," she says. 

Actors must have some background in 
amateur theater or school plays. 

Alison Guess, cast as Anne Miller in 
"Six Rms Riv Vu" made her debut with 
the Aubumdale Players .n "Play It Again 
Sam" last fall. 

She is a teacher of P’rencb and 
psychology at Andover High School and 
lives in Arlington, where she is active 
with Friends of Drama. 

Neil Shapiro, from Winthrop, appeared 
in plays at Boston Stale College and with 
Winthrop theater groups before his initial 
appearance in last week's production. 

Director Peggy Bailey lias been acting 
in Aubumdale Players productions for 20 
years, winning "Auby” awards for best 
actress seven times. 

She is a copywriter teaching creative 
writing at Simmons College and lives in 
Aubumdale. 

Ms. Bailey, whose roots go back to the 
time when the Aubumdale Players did 
summer productions at the Deer Tree 
Theatre in Harrison, Me, praises the 
physical plant at the Aubumdale Club. 

The stage, the lighting, the space and 


comfort of the audience, the sound 
system are all rare for little theater 
companies, she says. 

As an example, she cited the sound 
track made for "Six Rms Riv Vu" that is 
complete with a Doberman pinscher 
barking several flights downstairs, a 
baby crying, and street noises outside. 

Peggy Bailey and Charlie Butler are 
two stalwarts of the Aubumdale stage 
whose names continually pop up in 
connection with the Players. 

Butler, who died about ten years ago, 
built the narrow, Iron spiral staircase 
that winds from the dressing room area 
of the Aubumdale Club's basement up to 
the stage, the prompter’s box and the 
catwalks. 

"He was an imp. He used to create 
havoc in the middle of the show," recalls 
his wife. 

"If a gunshot went off (as part of the 
script), he'd let a dead duck fall." 

An engineer who worked for a fork lift 
company, several electronics firms, and 
then "retired" to become self-employed, 
Butler devoted years of his life to the 
Players after he and his wife Phyllis 
moved to Aubumdale in the 1940's. 

"Cliarlie’s Underpass", the entrance to 
a small tunnel below stage where limited 
scenery and props can be stored, bears 
his name. 

The catwalks and the sound system for 
the auditorium were other Butler con¬ 
tributions.

The coordinator, responsible 
directly to the HSC, would 
work on vandalism, school 
problems and medical services 
for the elderly that affect 
tenants in the HSC projects. 

In addition, that person 
would be the liason between a 
tenant family and any other 
agency brought in to assist 
with problems.

Police, human services and 
school department people now 
work with the regular HSC 
staff on such services, Quinn 
told the commission, but there 
is no one person in charge to 
follow up on cases. 

"Some people in the city” 
have suggested that HSC hire a 
general coordinator to stay on 
top of the needs and services of 
its tenants, Quinn said. 

"Unless you have a real 
crisis, they don’t pay any more 
attention to it," Quinn com¬ 
mented on outside agencies’ 
lack of follow up. 

HUD and CETA are probably 
sources of funds for a coor¬ 
dinator. 

Commissioners Donald 
Ferreri and Leo Karas 
questioned the need for HSC to 
provide the direct service of a 
coordinator rather than use the 
state welfare department or 
existing city agencies. 

Karas believes HSC has a 


responsibility to see that such 
services are provided, if 
tenants need them, 

"I just don’t like to see six 
people doing one job if it can be 
avoided," he explained. 

Chairman Stephen 
Buchbinder advised Quinn to 
try a 

short-term contract to see 
how a coordinator would work 
out. 

Also acted upon at the Feb. 9 
monthly session were income 
limits and asset limits for 
tenants that have been under 
discussion since last fall. 

By a vote of 5-0, the com¬ 
mission raised income ceilings 
for single applicants to $7,650. 
limits went up to $8,750 for two 
persons, $10,950 for a family of 
four, and $13,700 for a family of 
eight. 

Main beneficiaries of the 
increase are expected to be 
people in the 65-70 age bracket 
who have had slightly higher 


incomes than allowed before 
but high medical expenses. 

The new limits, chosen from 
among three possible alter¬ 
native scales, are 80 percent of 
the levels for the federal 
Section 8 program. 

Old limits were $5,600, $6,300, 
$7'300 and $8,700, respectively. 

Any person previously 
rejected but now eligible for 
housing may reapply, the 
commission said. 

At the direction of HUD, 
there will no longer be any 
limit on incomes once tenants 
qualify and move in. 

Asset limits, which restrict 
the amount of money an ap¬ 
plicant may have in addition to 
regular incomebefore he can 
qualify, are being revised. 

A proposal for combined 
asset-income limits will be 
worked out by staff for the 
commission’s March 9 
meeting. 

In other business, the HSC is 


considering hiring CETA 
workers as painters. 

On Quinn's recommendation, 
HSC voted to apply for CETA 
funds and workers to help 
rennovate apartments that 
need a touch of repair while 
tenants are living in them. 

There is no money in the 
budget for painting on a 
regular basis, or for doing 
weatherstripping on doors and 
making adjustments to win¬ 
dows, Quinn said. 

Such work only gets done 
when tenants move out. 

The HSC's leased housing 
program will expand con¬ 
siderably in 1977. 

HUD has granted Newton 
funds for 58 more units under 
the Section 8 program, 
bringing to a total of 178 the 
number that will be funded by 
the end of this year. 

The units will be filled bet¬ 
ween now and December, as 
applicants are processed, 


certified and can locate their 
own housing to be approved by 
the HSC staff. 

No progress has been made 
on an agreement with the 
Newton Community 
Development Foundation £ 
regarding the 20 units of low- 
income housing on Hamlet 
Street that will be leased to the 
HSC once NCDF completes Its 
60-unit, low-moderate income 
project. 

Occupancy is slated for early 
fall. 

HSC wants a built-in 
provision to cover payment of 
tenants’ rents in case the 
funding for the state 707 
program suddenly disappears, 
as has happened in the past. 

Attending the February 
meeting were Chairman 
Stephen Buchbinder, Quinn, 
Ferreri, James Miller, and 
Karas. 

Henry Wilson and Mimi 
Tyler missed the session. 


Moulton Street residential zoning stands

The Newton Planning and 
Development Board 
unanimously agreed last week 
that vacant land on Moulton 
Street should stay zoned for 
residential use. 

By a 6-0-1 vote, with City 
Planning Director Charles 
Thomas abstaining, the NPDB 
rejected a request from the 
Lower Falls Project Area 
Committee that the Lower 
Falls urban renewal plan be 
changed, with the land rezoned 
and sold to Spaulding and Slye. 

The board further agreed, at 
the Feb 10 joint meeting with 
the Newton Community 
Development Authority, to 
seek LOPAC’s opinion on 
residential uses for the 70,000 
sq.. ft. parcel. 

LOPAC, the official 
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neighborhood advisory group 
to NCDA, voted 14-0 last month 
in favor of a rezoning and sale 
of the land to Spaulding and 
Slye for larger office buildings, 
more parking and a buffer 
zone, instead of six’ single¬ 
family subsidized houses on 
that land. 

‘‘In all due respect to the 
LOPAC position, I cannot bring 
myself to make a change," 
said board member Harry 
Crosby. 

He regrets having stirred up 
some anticipation from 
LOPAC that plans could be 
changed, he added. 

LOPAC President Joel 
Leighton, reviewing the 
abutters' request, said that the 
community accepted a 60-unit 
apartment project on 
Washington Street and single- 
family subsidized homes on 
Moulton Street for displaced 
residents of the project area. 

Now, only five families from 
the area remain to be per¬ 
manently located, according to 
I-eighton and Eleanor Ben- 
nison, assistant director of the 
NCDA. 

"Very candidly, residents 
feel they do not want low- 
income, subsidized housing," 
Leighton said. 

Ms. Bennison said she 
phoned HUD on Feb. 8 to ask 
what federal housing subsidy 
programs exist. 

There are three programs - 
235, 221(d)(4), and 203(b) that 
are still active, she said she 
was told. 

Those programs are not low- 
income. 

The 221(d) funds cover 


"market" units in the $25,300 to 
$29,000 range, Thomas 
believes, while another 
program subsidizes the 
downpayment on construction 
costs for the $29,000 to $33,000 
range unit, he said. 

Thomas is not sure whether a 
mortgage subsidy program 
qualifies as "subsidized 
housing" under the aldermanic 
restriction put on the Moulton 
St. lots in the plan. 

The land in question was 
originally part of the com¬ 
mercial parcel for the state- 
assisted renewal project, but 
was later removed and made 
residential, Thomas said. 

If LOPAC's request were 
granted, there would be legal 
complications with the 
developer, who would have to 
know "right away” if he were 
going to revise plans and build 
larger buildings, Thomas said. 

Spaulding and Slye has an 
April deadline for buying the 
two commercial lots from the 
NCDA. 

Changing the plan would be a 
two-year process, going back 


to the Board of Aldermen, then 
to the NCDA and the NPDB, 
and then to the state agencies 
involved, according to 
Thomas. 

"That's a barrel of worms," 
commented NPDB member 
David Lurensky. 

Leighton responded angrily 
to the board’s objections. 

"I feel constrained to point 
out to this august body that this 
land has bqen sitting here for 
six years, and you haven't done 
a damn thing about it,” 
Leighton said. 

The changes would take only 
another three to four months, 
and Spaulding and Slye can’t' 
build right now anyhow, 
because the ground will be 
frozen for some time, Leighton 
added. 

“I’m really confused. I’!m a 
resident of this community and 
I don't know which way to go," 
said board member Carol 
Robinson. 

Last summer one resident 
was here for a buffer zone so 
she wouldn't have to look at the 
(first) office building. Now, she 


wants another office building 
up there, Robinson said. 

Crosby said he was pro 
housing and would not vote to 
switch to , even if changes 
could be made in the plan. 

Other board members were 
amenable to exploring dif¬ 
ferent residential uses, such as 
elderly housing, and they 
agreed that zoning should stay 
residential. 


A Lower Falls resident in 
attendance expressed op¬ 
position to both elderly housing 
and commercial use. 


"If you come in with a lding 
there, it ibu al would simply 
change everything," she said. 

The site is not good for the 
elderly because there are no 
shopping facilities and one 
needs a car to get anywhere, 
she added. 

After voting to stick with the 
official plan, the board agreed 
to ask LOPAC what kinds of 
residential use it prefers. 

LOPAC should be discussing 
the NCDA-NPDB action at its 
next meeting, Feb 28 at 8 p.m.

Missing from the cab was a 
wallet containing $5 and 
personal papers. 


Sen. Backman filed the 
original legislation which in 
1973 established sheltered 
workshops for the handicapped 
throughout the Com¬ 
monwealth. Under this 
program, mentally retarded, 
mentally ill and other han¬ 
dicapped persons are given the 
opportunity to work at roles 
that produce useful goods for 
society providing that they are 
able to earn through their 
productive efforts. - 
However, a small group of 
mentally retarded clients, 
approximately five percent of 
these people, have been judged 
to be non— productive in their 
work and are paid nothing at 
all for their time and effort. 
These retarded persons work a 
full day and go home com¬ 
pletely empty-handed. 

Backman stated, "The 
overwhelming majority of 
handicapped persons receive 
some form of payment for their 
labor. To have a small 
minority come to the 
workshops day after day and 
receive no pay at all is 
demeaning to them. 

"Our bill will provide these 
persons with at least a token 
payment of a few cents per 
hour so that they will get a 
sense of accomplishment. 


“Some people argue that 
there are handicapped workers 
who are not able to produce a 
significant amount of work. 
However, these persons have 
been judged by the Depart¬ 
ment of Mental Health to be 
trainable and they are at¬ 
tempting to learn and work. 

"Inmates at Walpole State 
Prison are paid a minimum of 
20 cents per hour for their 
work. A mentally retarded 
citizen is also deserving of 
consideration so that they 
might have a measure of self 
respect. They must be made to 
feel that they are useful 
members of society and have 
the incentive to work and 
develop to their potential," 
said Backman.

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Plans for South fields 


may bypass wetland 


Plans for a new football field, 
track and other playfields to be 
situated on unrestricted land at 
Newton South High School will 
be completed by the Planning 
Department next week and 
submitted to the city engineer 
and the high school. 

Planning Director Charles 
Thomas said Tuesday that his 
department has completed 
several plans that will not 
require the use of land 
restricted by the state 
Department of Environmental 
Management as wetland. 

The state has restricted the 
use of 22 sites in Newton, but 
agreed last month to postpone 
the recording of the restric¬ 
tions until April 1, after it was 
learned that Newton South's 
long-planned home planned 
athletic facility might not 
reach fruition because of the 
restrictions. 

When Newton South was 
built in the early sixties, fields 
were planned for the land 
adjacent to the school and 
filling of the land was begun. 
Filling was ordered stopped by 
the Conservation Commission 
in 1975 because of the wetlands 
aspect. 


Although Thomas said an 
appeal of the state restriction 
might not be necessary in light 
of his plans for placement of 
the fields, City Engineer 
Cynthia McCarthy is prepared 
to get proposals for dealing 
with the movement of peat, the 
chief deterrent to construction 
on the land. 

McCarthy has coordinated 
meetings between the 
Recreation, Planning and 
School Departments on the 
requirements. 

Thomas feels that a decision 
on what fields are wanted, and 
their location, can be made 
before the April 1. 

The School Committee will 
have to approve plans for the 
facilities and request ap¬ 
propriation of money for their 
construction. 

Public Works Commissioner 
Gene I^rson said some time 
ago that he can build the field 
and track with money left over 
from a Newton North High 
School account, around 
$240,000. 

Larson said he thinks South 
is entitled to some im¬ 
provement in view of all the 
money that has been spent on 
North. 


Zoning inspection 
to start by Feb. 28 


Intensive inspection of 
houses to check for zoning 
violations will begin the week 
of Feb. 28, according to 
Planning Director Charles 
Thomas. 

The zoning check was 
planned as a way to estimate 
the gravity of the problem of 
zoning violations before the 
Board of Aldermen tackles the 
problem of what to do about the 
violations. 

Four areas have been 
designated as problem areas, 
of which two will be selected 
for inspection. Two two-block 
sections will be inspected for 
such violation as two families 
occupying a single-family 
house, illegal rooming houses 
and the like. 

The blocks will be chosen 
from Newton Corner, West 
Newton, Newtonviile, and 
Newton Centre. 

- According to Building 
Official Allan Fraser, five 


inspectors will be on the job. 
Inspectors have a statutory 
right to entry to a house within 
reasonable hours' but in¬ 
spectors will set up a return 
visit if inspection is not con¬ 
venient at a given time. 

The aldermanic City 
Planning Committee is the first 
city body to face up to the 
problem of zoning violations, 
which have been known but 
ignored in the past. 

The inspection is expected to 
give an idea of the number and 
type of violations, with the goal 
of correcting them either by 
enforcement of the zoning 
regulations or by changing 
them to accommodate existing 
housing conditions. 

As a result of zoning 
violations, there will be un¬ 
covered various violations of 
the building codes, notably 
lack of two means of egress 
from third-floor apartments. 


Federal laws 
provide special 
education help 


The School Committee ap¬ 
proved preliminary proposals 
for two federal programs in 
special education that could 
give Newton $72,000 for four 
new projects next year. 

Director of Pupil Personnel 
and Special Education John 
Cullinane outlined PL 89-313 
and PL 94-142 that were 
modeled after Massachusetts’ 
special education law, Chapter 
766. 

Under PL 89-313 Director 
Cullinane proposes to hire a 
part-time psychologist for 
$9500 to monitor children in 
special education private 
schools and to plan and provide 
services for children returning 
to public schools from the 
special schools. 

Three programs are planned 
for the $62,500 expected from 
PL 94-142, which "encourages 
schools to educate children in 
the least restrictive en¬ 
vironment,’" Cullinane wrote. 

A half-time teacher in art 
and a half-time teacher in 
physical education would be 
hired to work with special 
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students and their teachers 
with $20,000. 

The school system technical- 
vocational teachers would 
receive special instruction to 
teach handicapped children in 
an occupational exploration 
program for $22,500. 

Another $20,000 would be 
used to further instruct regular 
classroom teachers in dealing 
with the handicapped students 
so that less of them will have to 
’ “'go out’ for help,’’ as 
Cullinane said. 

Cullinane said in his memo to 
Superintendent Aaron Fink 
that he had to draw up the 
proposals quickly to meet 
qualifying deadlines, but the 
programs can be modified 
before and after im¬ 
plementation begins. 

Before unanimous approval 
by the School Committee, 
Chairman Alvin Mandell said 
amendments have been filed to 
these laws that would enable 
states that already have ad¬ 
vanced special education laws 
to use the money to offset 
current programs. 

School Committee member 
Paul Ash warned that the 
School Department not rely to 
heavily on programs funded by 
the federal government, or it, 
may find itself having to i 
provide for those programs | 
whenever funding runs out.

learn Heimlich maneuver

If a woman grabs her throat, 
raises her hand, and can't 
make any sound other that a 
moan, that is the most definite 
sign that she is choking. 

The 70 persons who attended 
the Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
choke clinic learned of that 
hand sign being promoted as a 
universal symbol' and learned 
what to do when someone is 
choking. 

Dr. James Vernon, chief of 
emergency services at the 
hospital, told public health 
officials and restaurant and 
food service workers of the 
successful Heimlich maneuver 
that has saved the lives of at 
least 200 persons who were 
choking. 

The ntanuever itself is rather 
simple. 

If the choking person is 
standing or sitting, position 
yourself behind the victim and 
wrap your arms around the 
stomach. 

Make a fist with one hand 
and place it below the ribs and 
above the navel. With the other 
hand placed on top of the fist, 
pullupward and inward with a 
quick jolt. 

That's it. If the person isn’t 
breathing, try it again harder. 

It works, Dr. Vernon ex¬ 
plained, because the lungs 
always have some air in them, 
even if someone just exhaled. 
This residual capacity of the 
lungs is enough so that it can be 
easily forced out the larynx 
and take with it any food or 
object that is blocking the air 
passage. 

When Dr. Vernon actually 
performed the Heimlich 
manuever on a 6-year-old 
child, the obstructing object 
came out with "considerable 
force" and went across the 
room, he said. 

When performing the 


manuever on a child, you can 
put your hands around the 
stomach and use your thumbs 
to force the epigastrium, the 
area above the stomach, into 
the diaghragm, forcing it into 
the lung tissue. 

If a child is small enough to 
be picked up by its feet, Dr. 
Vernon recommends doing so , 
and patting them on the back. 
This accomplishes the same 
thing and you have the extra 
force of gravity working in 
your favor. 

Choking in adults is most 
common with older people who 
have dentures or chewing 
problems, and is also common 
in settings where people drink 
alcohol and eat. 

When alcohol decreases 
sensitivity and makes con¬ 
centration more difficult, 
someone is more likely to try to 
swallow a large mouthfuil of 
unchewed food which would get 
caught on or below the qpiglotis 
instead of going smoothly down 
the esophagus. 

A person choking is often 
mistaken as a person having a 
heart attack, Dr. Vernon said. 
Someone having a heart attack 
will instinctively cry out 
because of pain, he said, but 
someone choking won't be able 
to speak. 

Someone choking will also 
turn blue in the lips and 
fingernails quickly, often 
within a minute' which is 
usually faster than the oxygen 
cutoff from a heart attack. 

Someone coughing severely 
is not really choking, the doctor 
said, since the person is still 
breathing. Someone who asks 
for water is not choking ' 
although the cough-provoking 
food could move around and 
cause choking. 

If the choking victim falls to 
the floor, turn him or her on the 
back, turn the head to the side, 
and push with two hands into 
the upper stomach. 


In a prone position it is im¬ 
portant to position the face to 
the side the obstructed object 
doesn't fall back down the 
throat. 

See a doctor 

After someone has the 
Heimlich manuever performed 
on him or her, the person 
should see a doctor or go to a 
hospital for a check for a 
ruptured stomach, a com¬ 
plication reported in two cases 
where the victim was saved. 

The hospital has been con¬ 
ducting the choke clinic for its 
staff all week, with each person 
practicing on others who at¬ 
tend. 

Attending the Monday clinic 
were representatives from the 
Newton, Wellesley, and Weston 
public health departments, 
including several school 
nurses, and persons from 
Callahan’s, Mary Hartigan’s, 
Union Oyster House, Emerson 
Steak House, McDonald's, and 
the Pillar House restaurants. 
Some industries and food 
management firms also had 
employees in attendance. 

Dr. Henry J. Heimlich of the 
Jewish Hospital, Cincinnati, 
Ohio, described the technique 
as he had successfully applied 
it to animals in a June, 1974, 
magazine article. 

Within a year he heard of 162 
successful applications to 
humans as young as nine 
months. It was also successful 
with five drowning victims for 
whom mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation did not work 
because the air passage was 
filled with water. When the 
manuever was applied, the 
water reportedly came gushing 
out. 

Individuals have also applied 
the technique on themselves by 
rolling against a hard object 
such as a desk, table, or trunk 
of a car. 
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Land trade possible for Stearns School? 



The Atina San Marco, an 
Italian-American philanthr¬ 
opic association, is being asked 
whether it would consider 
trading its acre of land off 
Rustic Street, Nonantum, for a 
portion of the old Steams 
School land. 

Details of the plan are 
sketchy, but Planning Director 
Charles Thomas acknowledged 
this week that such a trade has 
been suggested. 

The city wants the Rustic 
Street land to provide better 
access to Allison Park and to 
enlarge the park. Atina San 
Marco has tried several times 
to get permissive use to build 
apartments on the land but was 
always denied by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Presumably the society 
would build housing on some of 
the Steams land, leaving that 
part of the property that has 
been promised to the 
neighborhood for a j 

playground. 

Officers of Atina San Marco 
would not comment on the 
proposed trade of land except 


to admit that it is under con¬ 
sideration. 

The proposal has not been 
presented to the Nonantum 
Advisory Committee, set up 
under the community 
development program to 
discuss changes in the 


neighborhood. 

The people of Nonantum 
have steadfastly opposed the 
building of housing on the 
Steams site. Mayor Theodore 
Mann has long advocated the 
use of the land for housing.

Cool it 

The unusually cold weather of the past 
few weeks, in the Southeast as well as in 
much of the North, probably prompted 
President Carter to issue his plea to 
Americans to turn their thermostats down 
to 65 degrees in -the daytime and lower at 
night. But there are many other indications 
that the United States must really get 
serious about cutting back on energy use. 

When former President Nixon requested 
that thermostats be lowered to 68 degrees 
during the Arab oil embargo of 1973, this 
country was importing 35 percent of its oil. 
Today the percentage is 42 and going up. 
This year we will spend twice as much for 
foreign oil as we did three years ago — as 
astronomical $40 billion. Domestic produc¬ 
tion of both petroleum and natural gas is 
less than in 1973. An ever-increasing percen¬ 
tage of petroleum products imported comes 
from the Arab countries, a fact which 
obviously influences foreign policy. 
Americans burn almost 10 percent more oil 
products per day than they did three years 
ago and twice as much per capita as 
Western Europeans. 

President Carter said he was concerned 
about the estimated 200,000 Americans 
thrown out of work because of fuel shortages 
and the equal number of children turned out 
of school. He warned there might be "a 
growing cost in human suffering that will 
increase if severe winter continues." 

But the policy of this country after the 
severe winter is what is really important. 

A Committee of Nuclear and Alternative 
Energy Systems, a panel of the National 
Research Council, has recently issued a 
cautious suggestion that vast amounts of 
energy sources may not be necessary for 
continued industrial growth in this country. 
There might even be decreased dependence 
upon foreign oil because of a tapering off of 
demand. The easing of population growth, 
the demand for labor saving devices and the 
labor force will at least slow down the 
increases that have been with us for a long 
time. The committee. 250 members in¬ 
cluding scientists, environmental activists 
and industrial executives, also puts the 
development^ solar energy at the top of the 
list of alternative means to be developed. 

The President has instructed his energy- 
chief, James Schlesinger, "to work with 
Congressional leaders to develop emergency 
legislation" for managing gas supplies in 
case of a real crisis. But he also pointed out 
that "the most important short-term priori¬ 
ty will be to save energy . . . without public 
conservation, there may not be enough 
energy to allocate." And for the long term, 
the President said that "today's crisis is a 
painful reminder that our energy problems 
are real and cannot be ignored. This nation 
needs a coherent energy policy." Reported¬ 
ly it will take about three months for the 
new Carter Administration to formulate 
one. In part, the current crisis is the result 
of the failure of both the Ford Administra¬ 
tion and Congress to agree upon one in the 
past. 

It may not be only for the short term that 
far better conservation of energy will be 
required in the United States in the future. 
Our wasteful habits should be replaced by 
the old New England philosophy to make do, 
and do without.

Political loyalty passe? Ted, Tip say 'no' 


Are U.S. Senator Edward M. Kennedy and Speaker 
Thomas P. O'Neill Jr. "prisoners of the past" 

This is the designation given them by the Boston Globe's 
highly respected Washington bureau chief and columnist, 
Martin F. Nolan, who made the assertion in a well-balanced 
but essentially critical discussion about Massachusetts two 
top Democrats as the 95th Cougress got underway. 

Martin wrote that "to the astonishment and even dismay 
of their colleagues, O'Neill and Kennedy have found 
themselves espousing the causes of men they might have 
wished to avoid." 

Kennedy joined a majority of the Senate in approving 
President Carter's choice for Attorney General, Griffin 
Bell, while O'Neill backed Rep. Robert Sikes of Florida in 
his unsuccessful effort to retain a subcommittee chair¬ 
manship. 

Bell, of course, was anathama to blacks, liberals and civil 
rights activists — prime constituencies of Massachusetts' 
senior senator. And Sikes last year was censured by the 
U.S. House for failing to reveal financial holdings in a bank 
land development project that benefited from legislation 
he sponsored or influenced. 

The Kennedy and O'Neil actions, columnist Nolan wrote, 
involved “a code of loyalty ingrained in the Massachusetts 
politics of the 1950s, a code now obsolete in the post- 
Watergate era." Nolan concluded that "in the post- 
Watergate era loyalty can be confused with cronyism, a 


fact each man must have realized before taking t p his 
burden." 

Without question both Kennedy and O'Neill anticipated 
severe criticism of their actions, but, in these instances, 
concluded that loyalty also had strong claims on the courses 
they chose. Someone much wiser than 1 once wrote that 
"ploitics is the art of compromise" — and compromise can 
take many forms. Polities at any level, but especially in the 
harsh give and take in Washington, is a series of com¬ 
promises by anyone who desires to lead effectively. 

As for “loyalty," despite what the pundits and the 
editorial writers and suDoosedlv high-minded liberals have 
t" say, still is a prime ingredient in politics at any and all 
levels. That is not to say that loyalty excuses all — it is to 
say that there are times when it should be expressed, and 
Kennedy and O'Neill obviously felt this was one of those 
times. 

Speaker O'Neill, without question, has suffered some 
short-term damage on the Sikes issue. This space doesn't 
agree with his support of Sikes but does perceive merit in 
his contention that he wanted to "avoid a divided house". 
Weighing equally on his pro-Sikes decision unquestionably 
was the fact that Sikes and some dozen of his supporters 
were early supporters of O'Neill for Speaker — and with the 
Speakership their support helped assure O’Neill can do 
more for his home state and district. 

Teddy Kennedy, of course, was fully aware that his late 
brother, President Kennedy, named Attorney General Bell 


to the Federal Bench. As a campaign worker for JFK in 
1960, Bell helped Kennedy post a larger presidential margin 
in Georgia than he received In Massachusetts. 

Massachusetts other United States senator, Edward W. 
Brooke, contended that if a Republican president had sent 
the nomination of Bell to the Senate "it would have been 
summarily rejected." That is probably true but, in the final 
analysis, it is the Senate's privilege to confirm or deny and 
it is a simple political fact of life that the party with the 
numbers in any legislative body, be it Democratic or 
Republican, does likewise. 

The suspicion persists here that both Kennedy and O’Neill 
suffered some erosion of support but the charge they are 
"prisoners of an old political loyalty system” will help them 
more than hurt. 

Loyally, whether in politics or personal life, is still 
mighty precious coinage, and usually even those who 
protest the loudest when loyalty surfaces in politics have a 
sneaking admiration for those who support their friends 
when the chips are down. Harry Truman was and is Exhibit 
A in this regard. 

It is very easy to criticize the code of loyalty practiced in 
Massachusetts in the 1950s — but it is that same system 
which has helped to produce three U.S. speakers and one 
President from Massachusetts in the past three decades. 
It's too simplistic to label loyalty all bad per se.

On the road to economic recovery

As the official unemployment rate 
hovers around 8 percent, no item should 
be higher on the agenda of the President 
and Congress than a coordinated attack 
on joblessness. 

What can we do to put Americans back 
to work and revitalize our economy? 1 
believe our first step should be to take 
some of the billions we are pouring into 
unemployment compensation and 
redirect that money into an expanded and 
meaningful public works program. 
Rather than spending almost $20 billion 
annually for unemployment com¬ 
pensation, why can't we spend some of 
that money putting people back to work? 

As a child of the Depression, 1 
recognize the government's respon¬ 


sibility to help people in need. But I also 
recognize that the dole is demoralizing, 
and that given a choice, most Americans 
prefer earning a paycheck to subsisting 
on a welfare check that robs them of a 
measure of self-respect. 

The federal treasury loses about $16 
billion a year for each 1 percent unem¬ 
ployment. When we consider the in¬ 
calculable cost of human suffering as 
well, it is clear no delay should be 
tolerated in enacting jobs programs. 

The $2 billion public works bill passed 
by the Congress last year over President 
Ford's veto will create up to 300,000 
construction jobs and provide projects of 
lasting benefit to many communities. But 
$2 billion is a totally inadequate sum to 
meet the needs of pn economy staggering 
Ulster our worst recession since before 
World War II. Cities like Worcester. 


Springfield, New Bedford, Waltham, 
Fitchburg, and l-eominster were denied 
any funding under that public works bill. 

I am convinced, therefore, that we now- 
need a $4-5 billion expenditure for a 
renewed emergency public works 
program. I agree with Labor Secretary- 
Ray Marshall that the jobs component of 
President Carter's economic stimulus 
package is seriously underfunded. And I 
hope that the Congress will choose a 
bolder course in conquering unem¬ 
ployment than President Carter has 
envisioned. 

There are other measures Congress 
should take in bringing the economy back 
to good health. For example, the 
Reemployment Services Act, which I 
have introduced, would hold public 
employment offices to a much higher 
standard of performance. Only 17 percent 


of the people who applied to public em¬ 
ployment offices in 1975 were actually 
placed in a job, and more than 58 percent 
received no job referral, counseling, 
testing, or employment services of any 
kind. 

My bill would require public em¬ 
ployment offices to reassess their 
methods of placing applicants in jobs, 
and would provide technical and 
management assistance to aid state 
employment offices in finding work for 
the men and women who seek their help. 

This legislation has already attracted 
support from a wide range of 
Congressmen who recognize the great 
need to reduce unemployment in our 
nation.

Legislative redistricting is 'reform' disaster

The Massachusetts Legislature will be redistricted this 
year, an end result which represents a classic Pyrrhic 
victory for the Massachusetts league of Women Voters. 

In yet another example of bad legislation being enacted in 
the name of reform," it demonstrates clearly how 
legislators can be forced to vote against their own con¬ 
victions because of the clout wielded by a powerful pressure 
group. 

The House cut, which is tied in with redistrntuig, means 
the current membership will drop from 240 to 160. At first 
blush, this seemed a good move because it w as backed by 
the so-called "good people," the league of Women Voters. 
What it proves, really, is that even the league can be 
wrong. 

A supreme irony is that modern-day Leaguers ignored 
persuasive arguments against a cut in the House mem¬ 
bership made by their predecessors a few years earlier. 
These were contained in a booklet, The Great and General 
Court," published by the same league in 1965 which said: 

'"Ihose who favor a smaller House for Massachusetts 
hold that ui terms of basic economic and social interests of 
the state, citizens would be well represented by fewer 


members. On the other hand, a sharp reduction in the size 
of the Massachusetts House would be counter to the New 
England tradition of representation closely linked to the 
local community. A sharp reduction in the number of 
representatives would certainly weaken this tie.” 

The booklet also noted: 

"'Ihose advocating the general desireability of smaller 
legislative bodies stress that a smaller body increases the 
responsibility of each member, and enables the Legislature 
to act more as a deliberative body, but it is by no means 
cerlaui that enough citizens of Massachusetts are prepared 
to relinquish either personal legislative contact or the non- 
legislative services presently performed by their 
representatives in the General Court." 

Nonetheless, a few years after these sentiments were 
expressed, the league reversed its thinking and browbeat 
the Legislature into passing House cut legislation after 
lawmakers had stalled it for a few years. 

It takes no mental giant to figure out tliat reduction in the 
size of the House by one-third will widen the gap between 
tiie legislators and the people, thus making the Legislature 
less responsive to the people. 

ihis is Uagic, especially recalluig the views of Haul S. 


Reinsch, in his study of legislative practices, who said the 
Massachusetts General Court "in all respects is nearest to 
the people, and more responsive than any American 
legislature to intelligent public opinion." 

Totally overlooked by the advocates of the House cut was 
that cutting the size could result in the elimination of 
superior legislators and thus lower the overall quality. This 
flaw is illustrated graphically by the dilemma facing Back 
Bay voters in the next election when they must choose 
between Elaine Noble and Barney Frank, both incumbent 
legislators from that section. 

Time will prove that the Massachusetts League of Women 
Voters goofed on this "reform" issue. Time will prove also 
that initial legislative resistance to the move was correct, 
and that the General Court should have stood firm in op¬ 
position rather tlian be cowed by the League and editorials 
in the liberal press.

Rethinking the parking ban 


To the Editor: 

I would strongly suggest that 
Aid. Mark White weigh 
carefully his request to rescind 
the ban on all-night parking in 
Newton. 

Because most homeowners 
do have driveways, if not 
garages, and are able to keep 
their cars off the street at 
night, it would only be in a 
particularly dense neigh¬ 
borhood that there would be a 
problem. 

In that case, I would think a 
particular action could be 
taken to alleviate this 
situation. But a blanket 
recision of the all-night 
parking ban would very easily 
allow other problems to sur¬ 
face. 

For instance: 

—Crime. On-street parking 
would deny neighbors and 
police the visibility to deter¬ 
mine whether or not the cars 
are parked there for legitimate 
purposes. 

—Parking. People are wary 
of leaving their cars in public 
parking lots. Lifting of the all- 
night parking ban could mean 
that residential streets within 
walking distance of the MBTA 
stations could be used as a 
parking lot for people eom- 
munting to Boston for all day, 
day and evening both, or for 
people traveling for a weekend, 
or even days on end. 

—Disturbing the residential 
neighborhood. Lifting of the 
all-night parking ban could 
mean that residential streets, 
close to the center of town or 
close to an attraction (i.e. 
lakes, ponds, woods, 
playgrounds, etc.) would have 
traffic coming and going 
throughout the night with a 
resulting loss to the residents 
of these streets of the 


character of a residential 
neighborhood. 

—Control of illegal multi¬ 
resident houses. Lifting of the 
all-night parking ban could 
encourage uncontrolled, non- 
conforming, multi-resident 
houses within single-family 
zoned neighborhoods. 

Tenants' cars, and those of 
dieir friends, would line ad¬ 
jacent streets day and night. 
This would totally impact 
neighborhood streets and 
create a hardship for the 
neighbors. Even though a 
neighbor maintains a single¬ 
family home in a single-family 
zoned neighborhood, he is 
deprived of the qualities such a 
neighborhood should offer 
because of these non- 
conforming, multi-resident 
houses. 

Neighbors are forced to live 
with such incompatible 
features as excessive density, 
excessive numbers of 
automobiles, excessive traffic 
and excessive noise; or par¬ 
ticularly unappealing features 
like cars parked on lawns, 
sidewalks or completely 
blocking sidewalks.

Thank you for alerting us to 
the Jung-Brannen proposal to 
build at least 27 apartments on 
the site of the Peabody School 
and Bigelow House. 

When the abutters attended a 
meeting of the City Planning

Our city government is now 
setting goals for the future 
development of Newton's 
population, housing, and land 
use. We strongly urge all 
residents of the city to express 
their personal priorities 
concerning these goals. We all 
have a stake in the future of our 
city; we do not have to be 
experts in urban design or city 
planning to know what is im¬ 
portant to us. When the goals 
for the city have been agreed 
upon, they can serve as 
guideposts for major govern¬ 
mental and private decisions. 
Therefore, they are too im¬ 
portant to reflect the opinions 
of only a few.

"For more than 15 years the 
Newton league of Women 
Voters has supported the in¬ 
clusion of professional plan¬ 
ning as an important part of 
our city government. As the 


Newton Planning Department 
developed and the residents of 
the city became familiar with 
its work, we decided that the 
city would benefit by the for¬ 
malization of a Comprehensive 
Plan. Essential to such a plan 
is a statement of goals for the 
future development of Newton. 

"We applaud the opportunity 
being given Newton residents 
to participate in the formation 
of these goals, both by filling 
out the questionnaires 
published in the newspapers 
and by appearing at public 
meetings. We hope the Plan¬ 
ning and Development Board 
will continue to seek out and 
encourage citizen participation 
in the planning process. Indeed 
this goal-setting process can 
help citizens to determine what 
kind of city they want and how 
to achieve it. Citizen should 
consider factors which limit 
achievement of these goals, the 
potential conflicts among 
them, the necessity for com¬ 
promise and for setting 
priorities, and the con¬ 
sequences of choosing any 
particular set of goals. 

"While studying local 
problems, our members have 
consistently expressed concern 
for developing policies which 
would enable our city to con¬ 
tinue to be one in which people 
of differing social, educational 


and economic backgrounds 
could live, work, and interact. 

"Although the average in¬ 
come of Newton residents is 
higher than that of the Greater 
Boston area as a whole, many 
of us have incomes below that 
average and find ourselves 
squeezed by the limited 
amount of moderately priced 
housing in the city. The League 
of Women Voters of Newton 
supports measures to increase 
and to improve the supply of 
housing for families with low 
and moderate incomes. We feel 
that such housing should be 
scattered throughout the city 
and that new housing should be 
planned to accomodate a 
mixed economic group. 

"In addition, we are con¬ 
cerned about the future of our 
large older homes. We 
recognize that changes in 
family size, operating costs, 
and income distribution have 
reduced their attractiveness as 
single family residences. At 
the same time, there exists a 
proven need for smaller, less 
expensive, rental units within 
the city. Among those persons 
seeking such housing are the 
elderly, single and divorced 
persons, and students. 
Already, many of the large 
older homes quietly—and, in 
many cases, illegally—have 
become multi-household 


Substitute teachers 


To the Editor: 

Comments on Newton 
North's plan to evaluate 
substitute teachers: 

I was surprised to read that 
only nine questions will be on 
the form. 

There are so many questions 
to consider before rating a 
substitute teacher. Evaluation 
is a complicated procedure. Is 
Newton North prepared to 
teach its students some of the 
fundamentals of evaluation? 

Topping the list should be 
questions such as: Were there 
any students in the class who 
were particularly disruptive, 
making it difficult to teach? Do 
you feel that you personally 
made an effort to help the 
teacher succeed? 

In defense of the regular 
teacher, if no lesson plan was 
left, students should be asked if 
this is or isn't the usual case. 

A teacher should have a 
special substitute plan for 
either reviewing material or 
beginning a related project. 
But students must remember a 
prepared teacher many times 
takes lessons home to review 
for the next day and most 
definitely takes them over the 
weekend. Was he or she absent 
on a Monday? 

If there were no plans, did 
the substitute do his or her best 


with the materials he or she 
had to work with? If he or she 
was there or consecutive days, 
did he or she know the af¬ 
ternoon before, or was he or 
she called that morning? 

If students are rating the 
substitute teacher, the sub¬ 
stitute should have the op¬ 
portunity to rate them, him or 
herself, and the absent 
teacher. The absent teacher, 
on returning, should be able to 
do the same. 

Students are definitely the 
people who know if a taeacher 
has succeeded or not. But, in 
fairness to all, evaluations by 
students should be studied 
further; especially if it is they 
who will determine whether or 
not a teacher will be rehired.

Enclosed is a copy of an open 
letter that Newton Citzens for 
Education is sending to the 
Newton School Committee. 

The School Committee 
deliberations that were 
conducted for FY 1977 
generated an atmosphere of 
suspicion and confrontation 
that was detrimental to the 
needs of our students. 

Newton Citizens for 
Education hopes that the 
hearings and deliberations for 
FY 1978 will be concerned with 
providing the best educational 
system possible within the 
constraints of fiscal respon¬ 
sibility. 

Members of NCE are tax¬ 
payers in Newton, mindful of 
the financial stringencies 
imposed on those who have to 
foot the bill for the school 
system. 

We are aware of the fact that 
some segments of the com¬ 
munity have real problems in 
meeting their local tax 
obligations. At the same time, 
we consider the quality of the 
school system to be one of the 
major achievements of Newton 
as a community; the factor 
among the city's public ser¬ 
vices that makes Newton 
unique in relation to the 
suburban communities that 
surround it. 

Since the general rate of 
inflation in the nation continues 
to hover around 5 percent, we 
expect that the '78 budget will 
have to rise in order to absorb 
those expenditures over which 
the School Committee has no 
control, as well as those it can 
control. 

We ask that, in evaluating 
those expenditures on which it 
can make decisions, the School 
Committee employ the 
following criteria as a basis for 
deciding whether a particular 
item is to be budgeted or not, 
and how much money is to be 
spent on specific programs. 

—Maintenance of the quality 
of the instructional staff and of 
an adequate numerical ratio of 
teachers to students 
throughout the system. 

—Maintenance of provisions 
for as much program diversity 
and as many opportunities for 
"cultural enrichment" and 
athletic accomplishment as 
possible throughout the 
system. 

—Encouragement of as 
many mutually beneficial 
contacts between the Newton 
school system and Boston’s 
educational resources, on one 
hand, and between individual 
Newton and inner-city students 
on the other hand, as can be 
effectively arranged. 

—Maintenance of a 
reasonable level of advance 
acquisition of supplies and 
equipment in order to avoid 


much more costly acquisition 
requirements in the future, 
owing to the continuance of 
inflationary pressures in the 
economy. 

—Development of specific 
measures for preventing 


"immobility” within the 
teaching staff in a period when 
declining enrollment and fiscal 
constraints make such im¬ 
mobility more likely to occur.

dwellings. We feel that they 
provide opportunities to im¬ 
prove the housing stock in 
Newton without changing 
existing land use patterns.

State Sen. Jack Backman (D- 
Ncwton-Brookline) and 
Patricia Bartoshesky of 25 
Margaret Rd., Newton 
Highlands, have filed 
legislation to protect small 
children riding in motor 
vehicles through the use of 
safety restraints. 

The bill, S.894, mandates that 
children under 4 years of age or 
under 40 pounds shall not ride 
in any motor vehicle unless 
seated in a position equipped 
with safety belts in accordance 
with federal law or approved 
by the U.S. Department of 
Transportation. 

The bill also provides that no 
child whose sitting place is 
equipped with a lap belt! shall 
ride in a motor vehicle unless 
he or she is using a properly 
adjusted and secured child or 
infant restraint approved by 
the Commissioner of Public 
Health. 

The provisions of the law 
would not apply to any child 
who is riding in a vehicle in 
which all seating positions 
equipped with child or infant 
restraints arc occupied by 
other children who arc using 
them. 

The bill also exempts 
children who are unable to use 
such restraints or safety belts 
because of medical reasons, 
provided a licenses physician 
certifies the condition and the 
driver is in possession of the 
certificate. In addition, the 
restraints need not be used due 
to a physical emergency. 

Sen. Backman stated, "Each 
year hundreds of children are 
killed or severly injured 
because of the lack of proper 


safety equipment protection in 
automobiles. 

"Many seat belts carry 
specific warnings that children 
who are too small should not 
use the equipment. This bill 
will mandate that cars, school 
buses and other motor vehicles 
in which a child is likely to be 


transported will carry safety 
belts that will reduce death and 
maiming. 

"Pat Bartoshesky, with 
whom I have filed this 
legislation, has shown a 
genuine concern for the 
children of the Commonwealth, 
I am hopeful that the 
legislature will act favorably 
this year in enacting this bill," 
said Sen. Backman.

Freshman New York Senator 
Daniel P. Moynihan explained, 
"If we hadn’t heard from 
anybody, we would have voted 
one way, but having heard 
from somebody, you change 
it." 


Mofenson, who had urged 
opposition to the abolition of 
the committee when the plan 
was announced last month, 
said, "For 15 years the Aging 
Committee has not only been a 
valuable source of research on 
elderly issues, but it lias given 
older Americans an important 
forum in which to articulate 
their problems, needs, and 
goals. It has given many the 
feeling that somebody cared. I 
am pleased that it will be able 
to continue its work." 

Mofenson earlier had ex¬ 
pressed concern that 
fragmenting and dispersing 
elderly issues into dozens of 
larger issue areas would cause 
many vital elderly concerns to 
"fall between the cracks" 
separating the reorganized 
programs. In the end, he 
feared, it would lead to the 
very set of circumstances 
which prompted the creation of 
the committee in the first 
place.

State Rep. David J. 
Mnfenson (D-Newton), House 
chairman of the Committee on 
Human Services and Elderly 
Affairs, has asked the Joint 
Committee on Public Safety to 
study the question of per¬ 
mitting drivers to make right 
turns on red lights after 
coming to a full stop at all 
intersections, except where 
signs specifically forbid such 
turns. 

‘‘I do not believe we have 
enough information to say we 
should implement such a 
program today,” Mofenson 
said, “but at the same time I do 
not believe our lack of clear 
and convincing evidence 
should be reason to kill the 
idea." 

In urging the creation of a 
special commission to look into 
current pedestrian and 
vehicular laws with respect to 
the feasibility of implementing 
right turn on red light 
legislation, Mofenson noted the 
potential positive effects of 
reducing traffic congestion, 
cutting fuel consumption, and 
lessening auto pollution. 

He also noted it would help 
develop uniformity between 
the states. Currently, 42 states 
have such a law. Seven states, 
Alabama, Connecticut, 
Maryland, Massachusetts, 
South Carolina, Vermont and 
Wyoming, do not.

Mofenson said he wants a 
commission to conduct a cost- 
benefit analysis of the issue, 
looking at both economic and 
social costs and savings. 

Although a recent Federal 
Highway Administration Study 
concluded that “right turn on 
red does not significantly 
degrade the safety of 
signalized intersection 
operation,” Mofenson said he 
wanted more information on 
safety considerations before he 
could give the right turn idea 
his full support. 

"This is a classic example," 
Mofenson said "of where a 
commission is needed. There 
are reasonable arguments on 
both sides and we need ad¬ 
ditional information in order to 
come up with a responsible 
solution.” 


The advertisement for 
purchase and conversion of the 
former college building to a 
two-family house elicited no 
bids. 

Gordon Gifford of Wellesley, 
developer of townhouses on 
nearby land, offered to buy the 
property, demolish the 
building, and replace it with 
three townhouses. 

Gifford said that the house is 
too large to make only two 
apartments. If the 9600-ft. 
building were converted to a 
two-family, he said, the costs of 
upkeep would be prohibitive 
for two families and the 
building would attract large 
groups of unrelated people. 

The decision to convert the 
house to a two-family was 
made by the "core com¬ 
mittee," composed of Public 
Works Commissioner Gene 
Larson, Planning Director 
Charles Thomas, former 
alderman David Jackson and 
Aid. Terry Morris, after 
another mayoral committee 
wanted to reserve it for 
possible library use. 

The Finance Committee 
asked that the proposal be 
readvertised. 

Reuse of the old Peirce 
School posed a more difficult 
problem’ because several 
proposals had been submitted 
in response to advertisements . 

Each proposal treats the 
building, which the core 
committee advised should be 
converted into apartments for 
the elderly, differently ar¬ 
chitecturally, with a different 
number of apartments and 
type of amenities. 

The rents to be charged to 
tenants and the amount of 
taxes coming back to the city 
from the development also 
varied. 

Aid. Joan Saklad was 
disturbed that no matter what 
the decision of the Finance 
Committee, the mayor has the 


final word and can choose the 
developer. "Where are tl»* 
checks and balances?" she 
asked. . 

Saklad is also worried about 
the dissimilarity of the 
■proposals submitted for Peirce 
and suggested that in the 
future specifications for 
proposals should be more rigid 
or that the city simply be of¬ 
fered a variety of plans, of 
which one would be bought 
outright. 

"The checks and balances 
come in when the zone change 
and permissive use are 
necessary," Aid. Sidney Small 
replied. According to the 
procedure for disposition of 
surplus buildings, the city will 
propose the necessary changes 
in zone and aid in getting 
permission from the Board of 
Aldermen, but the Board can 
refuse to grant both or either. 

The current ordinance on 
sale of city-owned land 
requires that the City Planning 
Committee recommend 
whether the land should be sold 
and the Finance Committee 
make a recommendation on 
the sale price and use of the 
land. 

This procedure works well 
when only land is involved, and 
bids are sought and received on 
a clear-cut piece of empty land. 

Unable to agree on whether 
to proceed under this or¬ 
dinance or to write a new or¬ 
dinance for surplus land and 
buildings before the rest of the 
several surplus properties 
reach the status of the Peirce 
and NJC buildings, the Finance 
Committee postponed action to 
the indefinite future. 

Meanwhile, the buildings are 
vacant, and a neighbor of the 
Peirce School said something 
must be done soon. 

Gerald Tishler of Westfield 
Road said, “The neighborhood 
doesn’t care whether this is a 
test case for an ordinance." 
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Planned development favored by developers, opposed by citizens

Planned development of large tracts of 
land in Newton seemed far off after op¬ 
position expressed at a public hearing 
Monday night. 

The proposed ordinance was written in 
Tesponse to a proposal for development of 
a 30-acre parcel of land at Winchester and 
Nahanton Streets, Ward 8, 

The submission of the petition for 
Nahanton Woods was followed closely by 
another to develop the Murley land at 
Parker and Dedham Streets' and 
pressure has been building for the sale of 
the Novitiate land on Winchester Street. 

A planned development as now en¬ 
visioned by Planning Director Charles 
Thomas would apply to 20 acres or more, 
would require 10,000 square feet of land 
per dwelling unit, and would leave 85 
percent of the land as open space. 

Buildings could be six stories high but 
could not cover more than 7.5 percent of 
the land. Fifty percent of the open space 
must be set aside as permanent open 
space. 

Acontain planned development could 
apartments, attached houses, and one- 
and two-family houses all in the same 
development. 

The principal speaker in favor of 
planned development was former 
alderman David Jackson, who is the 
Newton representative to the 
Metropolitan Area Planning Council. 

Jackson used examples to explain his 
view of the proposal. For example, by 
splitting up the land into house lots, 
Jackson said, developers of the 30-acre 
Murley land could build about 50 houses, 
with no open space left over. But under 
planned development 130 units of 
housing, as condominiums, could be built 
and have 25 acres of open space left. 

Jackson also pointed out that just to 
keep up with deterioration of housing 
stock, Newton would have to build 310 
new housing units a year, according to an 


MAPC study. If Newton’s population 
grows at the rate of the rest of the state, 
according to MAPC, 150 additional new 
housing units a year will be needed. 

Also in favor of planned development 
were the Newton Conservation Com¬ 
mission, represented by its secretary, 
Helen Heyn' and the Newton league of 
Women Voters. 

Mrs. Heyn, noting that cluster and 
planned-development ordinances are 
specifically allowed by the state zoning 
enabling act, said that the Sudbury 
decision, requiring assessment of all land 
at 100 percent of full and fair market 
value, was the deciding factor in the 
commission's approval. 

Recognition by the commission that 
with the increase in assessments, lan¬ 
downers may have to sell large parcels of 
land for development. Mrs. Heyn said, 
led to the commission’s opinion that 
planned development and cluster zoning 
should be available to the city "as 
practical alternatives to, but not 
necessarily substitutes for, outright 
purchase as a method of preserving open 
space." 

Developers Oscar Wasserman and 
Stephen Hopkins were both both in favor 
of the planned-development proposal. 
Wasserman feels it is too restrictive and 
will lead to only high-cost and high-rental 
buildings. 

"Some developers can do it" (comply 
with the 85 percent open space), 
Wasserman said, "but it might limit the 
type of development, not permit high and 
midrise combinations. Maybe 80 percent 
would be better." 

Aid. Susan Schur asked whether the 
flexibility Wasserman advocated would 
allow’ for a built-in provision for 
loderate-income housing along with the 
ligh-income rentals. Wasserman replied 
that it could. 

Hopkins, who is one of the codevelopers 
of the Murley land, commended the 
Planning Department on its drafting of

the planned-development proposal. 

The opposition was led off by Frederick 
Kaplan, Dedham Street, who said that 
planned development implies a 
"significant escalation in population and 
traffic," which residents do not want. 

If all large parcels were developed at 
the density allowed by planned 
development, Kaplan said, there would 
be 400 -6000 new units of housing created. 

Kaplan called for the completion of a 
comprehensive plan for the use of open 
space, a sentiment ech oed late 

John Bliss, Lewis Street, Newton 
Corner, explained the opposition of the 
Newton Conservators, Inc., to both the 
planned-development and the cluster¬ 
zoning amendments. 

His major points were the lack of a 
guarantee of public access to the open 
space preserved by the proposals, the 
lack of written-in protection of natural 
land features, and the excessive height of 
the buildings allowed. 

Other points were the inclusion of 
wetlands in the calculation of land area 
for allowable density and the lack of 
required review of planned-development 
proposals by the Conservation Com¬ 
mission and the Urban Beautification 
Commission. 

In sum, the Conservators’ position is 
that neither the planned-development nor 
the cluster-zoning proposal should be 
passed at this time but should wait until 
"Newton has established coherent 
detailed and politically acceptable land 
use goals." 

Cynthia Creem, president of the Oak 
Hill Park Assn., was concerned about the 
use and disposition of the open space 
gained by planned development and 
feared that it would "create country 
clubs for the residents of planned unit 
development.” 

State Rep. Peter Harrington criticized 
the lack of leadership by Mayor Theodore 
Mann in dealing with the development of 
open space and said he would submit his

Mayor Theodore Mann told 
the Committee he met with 
Newton South High School 
students who protested the 
graffiti on the front of the 
school. 
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own plan for open space to the Board of 
Aldermen within 30 days. 

He called the planned-development 
proposal “designed to encourage building 
on vacant land" and said it will reduce 
the chance of building low- and moderate 
income housing in this city. 

The public hearing on cluster zoning 
lost most off the audience and speakers 


present for planned development, and 
those who remained and spoke con¬ 
sidered cluster zoning a variation of 
planned development. 

Still another hearing on proposed nff- 
streel parking and loading facilities drew 
almost no comment from the few 
members of the public left. 

Oscar Wasserman reported for some of 


the directors of Newton-Needham 
Chamber of Commerce that they favored 
the principle, but the chamber had not 
done a full review of the parking 
proposal. 

No action was taken by the I-and Use 
Committee. Further discussion was 
scheduled to take place at its Feb. 24 
meeting if time permits.

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Harrington supports judicial reform program 


State Rep. Peter F. 
Harrington of Newton was 
joined by 18 Democratic 
members of the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives in a 
statement announcing their 
intention "to make an enact¬ 
ment of the major thrust of the 
'Cox Commission' report one of 
their major goals in this 
legislative session." 

Adoption of this program of 
needed judicial reform, the 
statement said, "will not 
require significant increases in 
public spending and will 
reduce patronage, improve the 
administration of justice, and 
provide taxpayers with a far 
greater return for their tax 
money." 

The commission's report 
says, "The administration of 
justice in Massachusetts 
stands on the brink of disaster. 
Its primary failings are delay 
and waste . . . 

"Delay in the Superior Court 
has reached major propor¬ 
tions. The latest national study 


reveals that of the 12 counties 
in the United States in which 
there are the longest delays 
... 6 are in Massachusetts 

"Once cases do reach trial or 
agreement, Massachusetts 
dispenses a high quality of 
justice . . . 

"Today, as in the time of the 
Magna Carta, justice delayed 
is justice denied." 

Rep. Harrington went on to 
say, "While we favor creating 
unified state wide district and 
superior courts, we believe 
that legislation should require 
the establislunent of various 
divisions to continue the 
specialized functions of 
housing, land, and family law, 
and the Chief Justice would be 
required to designate judges 
with special knowledge and 
expertise in these fields to sit in 
these divisions. 

"We support the right to trial 
by jury and we believe the 
court backlog can be sub¬ 
stantially reduced by providing 


for jury trials in the district 
courts. (This is not the practice 
now.) 

"We also support the concept 
of empowering a central 
judicial authority to prepare 
one unified budget for the 
entire state judicial system; 
the creation of an ad¬ 
ministrative office to develop 
an open, professional per¬ 
sonnel system for ad¬ 
ministrative and clerical 
workers; and the 
establishment of specific 
budgetary commitments toi 
allow the transfer of all court! 
costs from cities and towns to| 
the Commonwealth." 

Archibald Cox, former! 
Watergate prosecutor, was! 
appointed last year by I 
Governor Michael S. Dukakis! 
to be chairman of a special! 
commission to review the! 
administrative practices and! 
procedures of the! 
Massachusetts court systems/ 

The commission’s report.j 


which was released last month, 
has been criticized by mem¬ 
bers of the legislative 
leadership, attorneys, and 
judges because the provisions 
of the report are directed 
toward consolidating ad¬ 
ministrative and budgeting 
power in a central judicial 
authority. 

The report also recommends 
the elimination of patronage 
and politics from the judicial 


system by giving the Chief 
Justices of the Supreme Court, 
the superior court and the 
district courts the power to 
assign all judicial and non¬ 
judicial personnel within their 
particular court system. 

The legislators also stated 
that, "We also must recognize 
that in the implementation of 
this report various 
modifications of the com¬ 
mission's proposal will 


naturally result from the give- 
and-take of the legislative 
process. The Cox Commission 
has outlined a comprehensive, 
thoughtful, and workable 
program for restructuring our 
judicial system so that it can 
provide speedy and efficient 
justice. Unfortunately, many 
of those who benefit from the 
status quo have begun their 
fight to preserve the present 
system."

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Young women 
are reducing 
salon users

NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
girls in their leotards were 
sprawled on the kelly green 
carpet among chrome exercise 
machines as they listened to a 
pep talk from a lean and 
dapper man with a Jimmy 
Carter haircut. 

They were giving him a hard 
time. 

“Why are none of your in¬ 
structors heavy-set women?" 
one asked. 

“Yeah, and all of the girls in 
your commercials are 
beautiful models," said 
another. 

Dr. Richard Proctor, fitness 
expert, dodged the issue as 
best he could. After all, he's in 
the sex appeal business. 

He said reducing salons 
today cater less to the fat, 
middleaged matron than to the 
young woman hoping to im¬ 
prove her figure for either 
professional or romantic 
reasons. 

“The mean average age of 
our clients is about 25, and it's 
been going down constantly 
over the past several years," 
Proctor said. "And usually 
they are girls interested in 
attracting a man, or a young 
housewife who has just had a 
couple of kids.” 

“A typical complaint is, 'My 
fanny's too big' or 'I want to 
improve my bustline'." 

Proctor, a former high 
school pole vaultcr who weighs 
156 pounds at age 45, is 
president and co-founder of a 
chain of more than 250 exercise 
clinics, Elaine Powers Salons. 

Proctor says of his instruc¬ 
tors, "They don't have to be 
Miss America-types, but it 
helps.” 

He was visiting a newly 
opened salon near Central 
Park, one of 68 establishments 
listed in the Manhattan yellow 
pages under “Reducing and 
Weight Control Services." 

Some have intriguing names 
and advertise exotic-sounding 
services. 

Vera De Paris Beauty Ecolo¬ 
gy Consultants International, 
for example, beckons custom¬ 
ers with an ad reading, 
“Recycle your body. Stay slim 
and fit. Yoga. Accupressure. 
Facial Self-Massage. Corre¬ 
spondence courses.” 

Cleopatra's Wraps boasts "a 
proven way to eliminate those 
lumps, bumps and bulges 
called cellulite. Herbal sauna 
by consultation only." 

The listings also include 
Aesthetic Massotherapy, Apple 
Health Spas, Overeaters 
Anonymous, Pretty Body, 
Stephanie of Vienna and 
Valerie of Milan. 

The reducing business is 
getting bigger all the time, and 
“This is one of the best times of 
year in our business,” Proctor 
said. “After everybody chows 
down so much during the 
holidays, they start getting 
remorseful. 

“And then you have women 
getting ready for the bathing 
suit season and the new spring 
fashions." 

His program stresses group 
exercise and workouts on 
special machines, but no 
saunas or whirlpool baths. 

"Millions of people who flock 
to weight loss clinics, join diet 
clubs and health spas and 
spend millions on books, pills 
and other gimmicks looking for 
a miracle' are in a futile ef¬ 
fort," Proctor said. 

He encourages his clients to 
write down what they eat each 
day. 

"We go over the list with 
them, not from the standpoint 
of telling them what they can 
and can't eat, but to focus their 
attention on how much they're 
eating. It sounds simple, but it 
really is effective. What they 
really need is en¬ 
couragement.” 

One of his "Miss America" 
instructors is Selene Garrett, 
24, a former dancer from 
Hollywood, Calif., who con¬ 
firmed that mostly women in 
their 20s and 30s are enrolled: 
“Secretaries, working girls, 
some models and people like 
that." 

Proctor said most have a 
particular figure problem 
they're trying to correct, such 
as a sag under the arms or “a 
droopy behind." 

As for the bustline, he said, 
"Some women can build their 
measurements by exercises, 
but we can't claim to build 
tissue In the bust. The exer¬ 
cises simply strengthen the 
muscles."

Mann testifies in favor 
of state cost takeovers 


State takeover of the 
Billerica House of Correction 
and the entire cost of mass 
transportation services is a 
goal of Mayor Theodore Mann, 
who testified recently in favor 
of two bills at the State House. 

Mann said state operation of 
the facility at Billerica as a 
low-security state prison in¬ 
stead of county operation could 
mean a saving to Newton of 
*248,811. 

The bill, H. 1943, is the result 
of a study by the Middlesex 
County Advisory Board when 
Mann was chairman of tat that 

body. 

In testimony supporting the 
passage of H. 2869, by which 
the state would be required to 
pay for mass transportation 
service, the mayor said, 
"Public transportation should 
be a state responsibility, and 
the property tax should not be 
required to pay for the deficit.” 

"The city of Newton has 
virtually no public tran¬ 
sportation on Sundays and 
holidays, and the consequences 
of inadequate public tran¬ 
sportation are causing us to 
expend thousands of dollars for 
additional traffic supervision," 
the mayor continued,

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So. what are you doing these long, 
seemingly endless nights? Has it been 
years since you've picked up your knit¬ 
ting needles? This would be a great time 
to knit a sweater or two and the Bernal 
people have just published some easy-to- 
follow patterns, styles that will cause 
even the novice to become an enthusiastic 
knitter! 

If you're a bit rusty or want to learn this 
easy art, the following hints are just for 
you: 

STITCH GAUGE: The term "Stitch 
Gauge" is the most important part of all 
knitting directions, since the sizing of any 
knitted garment is planned on this gauge. 
You must work to the gauge which is 
given or your finished work will not be 
the size indicated in the directions. 

RIBBING: On the first row work in the 
ribbing pattern given. On all other rows, 
K over the K sts and P over the P sts. (K 
for knit and P for pearl). 

TO SLIP A STITCH: Whenever the 
directions specify a si st, always insert 
the right hand needle in the st. to be 
slipped as if to P, unless otherwise in¬ 
dicated. 

STOCKINETTE STITCH: K 1 row, P 1 
row alternately when working on straight 
needles. When working round and round 
on a circular needle or double point 
needles, knit every round. 

MARKERS: When work specifies the 
use of a marker, use a small round paper 


clip for this purpose. In working, always 
slip this marker from one needle to 
another. The following pattern is taken 
from Bernal's Blarney Spun Book No. 
227. (A photo of the sweater accompanies 
the directions; a dandy topping for pants 
or full skirts this spring.) 

These directions are for size 10. 
Changes for sizes 12, 14 and 16 are in 
parentheses. 

MATERIALS: Bernat Blarney-Spun (2 
oz. balls) 9 (19-11) 1 Pair each straight 
knitting needles Nos. 7 and 8 or any size 
needles that will give the stitch gaucc 
given below. The sweater calls for 5 but¬ 
tons. Gauge: 4 sts equal 1 inch - 5 rows 
equal 1 inch. 

BACK: Using smaller needles, cast on 
64 ( 68-72-76) sts. Kl, PI in ribbing for 5 
inches. Change to larger needles and 
working in stockinette st, inc 1 st each end 
of needle every 2 inches 3 times. Work 
even on 70 (74-78-82) sts until piece 
measurers 12 inches. SHAPE ARM¬ 
HOLES: At the beginning of each of the 
next 2 rows bind off 5 (5-6-6) sts. Decrease 
1 st each end of needle every other row 4 
times. Work even on 52(56-58-62) sts until 
armholes measure 74(74-74-8) inches. 
SHAPE BACK NECK: K 17(18-19-21) sts. 
and slip these sts. onto holder, bind off 
center 18 ( 20-20-20) sts. K to end of row. 

SHAPE IJSFT SHOULDER: Working 
on 17(18-19-21) sts of left shoulder ONLY, 
at neck edge decrease 1 st every other 


row twice, and AT THE SAME TIME, at 
arm edge bind off 5(5-6-6) sts twice and 
5 . 6 - 5-71 sts once. RIGHT SHOULDER: SI 
17(18-19-21) sts from holder onto larger 
needles. Join yarn at neck edge and finish 
to correspond to left shoulder, reversing 
all shaping. 

I .EFT FRONT: 

Using smaller need'es, cast on 32(34-36- 
38) sts. Kl, PI in ribbing for 5 inches. 
Increase 1 st at end of last row - 33(35-37- 
39 sts. Change to larger needles and 
working in stockinette st, inc 1 st at arm 
edge every 2 inches 3 times. Work even on 
36(38-40-42) sts until piece measures 12 
inches, erding with a P row. SHAPE 
ARMHOLE: At arm edge bind off 5 (5-6- 
6 ) sts, K to end of row. Decrease 1 st at 
same edge every other row 4 times. Work 
even on 27 ( 29-30-32) sts until armhole 
measures 14 (2-24-24) inches. SHAPE 
NECK: On the next row at front edge 
decrease 1 st and repeat this decrease 
every other row 11 ( 12 - 12 - 12 ) times more. 
Work even on 15(16-17-19) sts until ar¬ 
mhole measures 74(74-8-8V 4 ) inches. 

SHAPE SHOULDER: At arm edge 
bind off 515-5-6) sts twice and 5(6-5-7) sts 
once. 

RIGHT FRONT: Work to correspond to 
left front, reversing all shaping. 

SLEEVES: Using smaller needles, cast 
on 32(3-1-36-38) sts. Kl, PI in ribbing for 5 
inches. Change to larger needles and 
working in stockinette st, increase 1 st 
each end of needle every 1 inch 8 times. 
Work even on 48(50-52-54) sts until piece 


measures 174(174-18-18) inches, or 
desired length to underarm. 

SHAPE CAP: At beginning of each of 
the next 2 rows bind off 5(5-6-6 1 . Decrease 
1 st each end of needle every other row for 
44(44-5-54) inches. At the beg of each of 
the next 4 rows bind off 2 sts. Bind off 
remaining sts. 

COLLAR: Using larger needles, cast on 
60(64-68-72) sts. Work even in stockinette 
st for 7 inches. Bind off. 

FINISHING: Sew underarm, shoulder 
and sleeve scams. Set in sleeves. Starting 
at neck shaping of left front neck edge, 
sew cast-on edge of collar to front and 
back neck edges to start of neck shaping 
of right front neck edge. 

1JSFT FRONT BAND: Starting at 
lower front edge with wrong side facing 
you, using smaller needles, pick up 54(56- 
58-60) sts along front edge to collar, with 
right side of collar facing you, pick up 28 
sts along side edge of collar 82 ( 84-86-88) 
sts. Kl, PI in ribbing for 14 inches. Bind 
off in ribbing. RIGHT FRONTBAND: 
Work to correspond to left frontband, 
forming 5 buttonholes on 4th row. 

BUTTONHOIJS: Starting at lower 
edge, work 5 sts, bind off the next 2 sts. 
Make 4 more buttonholes, evenly spaced, 
the last one to be made 2 sts before start 
of collar. On the next row cast on 2 sts 
over each group of 2 sts bound off 
previous row. Steam seams. Sew on 
buttons.

Food and Fashion

Across the kitchen counter 


Someone remarked the other day that 
New Englanders resist new foods and 
prefer to stay with tried and true recipes 
they’re familiar with . . this was with 
reference to Mexican dishes. 

Not so! Mexican food is coming on 
strong, particularly in our area, and in 
fact is reported showing the fastest 
growth of any ethnic food category. What 
comes to mind when you think of Mexican 
food? Tacos? Enchiladas? Tamales? 
Many of us conjure up thoughts of tor¬ 


tillas filled with hot sauce and beans, but 
Mexican cuisine is much more than a 
collection of spicy dishes covered with 
tomato sauce. 

You'll find that Mexican food is rich 
and exciting to the palate not only 
because it is seasoned subtly, but because 
of the special way it is prepared. To help 
you master the art of Mexican cookery, 
here is a glossary of Mexican foods and 
seasonings. 

Cayenne: Fruit of the pepper plant; 
orange-red to deep red in color; has a hot, 


pungent flavor and is available as a dried 
and ground spice. 

Chilies: Members of the pepper family. 
There are a number of groups within the 
chili-pepper family-tabasco, jalapeno 
and cayenne are examples and within 
each group there are hundreds of 
varieties with different shapes and 
degree of hotness. Mexicans toast them, 
peel them, and soak in milk or warm 
water until softened for cooking. 

Chili Powder: Blend of spices (cumin, 
oregano, ground chili peppers, red 
pepper, garlic) with an earthy and 
slightly sweet flavor; intended to 
dominate food rather than enhance; 
major ingredient in chili con carne, 
tamales and enchiladas. 

Cumin: Yellowish brown, strongly 
aromatic spice used in chili and similar 
dishes to add a hot taste. Is available 
whole and ground; has an earthy flavor. 

Coriander: Dried fruit or seed of plant 
belonging to parsley family; has a slight 
lemon flavor; added to rice and meat 
dishes, roasted pork and guacamole. 

Hearty is the word for Huevos Ran- 
cheros. Coffee and rolls are the "first" 
breakfast on farms and ranches in 
Mexico, but what follows are Mexican 
country-style eggs served fried on tor¬ 
tillas with a well-flavored tomato sauce. 
The tomato sauce is neither as hot nor as 
spicy as one would be led to believe and is 
made with chopped onion and green 
pepper and a clove of garlic. It's a great 
dish to serve at a Sunday brunch with 
chilled orange juice, extra com tortillas 
and butter along with Mexican chocolate 
to drink. 


HUEVOS RANCHEROS 
2 tablespoons butter 
4 cup each finely chopped onion and 
green pepper 
1 clove garlic, minced 
1 can (1 lb. 12 oz.) plum tomatoes, 
drained, cut up 
1 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon cilantro OR dried parsley, 
crushed 

4 teaspoon pepper 
6 packaged soft com tortillas 
butter 
6 eggs 

1 cup (4 oz.) shredded Cheddar cheese 


Melt butter; add onion, green pepper 
and garlic and saute until tender, but not 
browned. Add tomatoes, salt, cilantro 
and pepper. Simmer uncovered, 15 
minutes or until sauce is thickened. 
Lightly brown tortillas on both sides in a 
lightly buttered skillet until heated 
through and softened but not crisp. Keep 
warm on oven proof platter, covered with 
foil. (Do not hold longer than it takes to 
fry eggs or tortillas will toughen.) Fry 
eggs in butter, sunny side up. Place an 
egg in center of each tortilla; surround 
with tomato sauce mixture, sprinkle with 
cheese. Serve with sliced avocado, if 
desired. Serves 6 


MEXICAN BRUNCH 
CHOCOLATE 

14 quarts chocolate milk 
1 teaspoon rum extract OR 
4 teaspoon angostura bitters 
Heat milk to serving temperature. 
Remove from heat. Stir in extract or 


bitters. Whip until frothy and serve. 6 
Servings, 1 cup each. 

CRISPY CHICKEN OLE 

1 cup butter 

4 dozen chicken drumettes OR 

3 dozen small drumsticks 

2 cups yellow corameal 

1 tablespoon salt 

14 teaspoons chili powder 

Melt 4 cup butter (1 stick) in each of 
two 154 x 10 inch jelly roll pans. Pour 
melted butter into one small deep bowl. 
Combine commeal, salt and chili powder 
in another deep bowl. Dip drumettes into 
butter; roll in commeal mixture. Shake 
off excess cornmeal. Place on buttered 
jelly roll pans. Bake in a preheated 425 
degree oven 25-30 minutes. Yield: 3 to 4 
dozen 


GUACAMOLE 
(Avocado Dip) 

2 small ripe avocados 
1 small onion, grated 
1 4 oz. can chopped green chiles 

1 freshly hard-cooked egg 
one-sixth stick butter 

2 tablespoons mayonnaise 

Peel, pit, and mash the avocados. If the 
Guacamole is not going to be used, within 
an hour or so, reserve the pit. Stir in the 
grated onion and chopped chiles. In a 
separate bowl, grate the warm egg over 
the butter and work in the mayonnaise 
with a French whisk; gradually add the 
contents of the other bowl, taste and salt 
as needed. Putting the avocado pit in the 
middle of the mixture will keep the dip 
from turning black in the refrigerator. 


TACOS AMERICAN STYLE 
1 pound lean ground beef 
4 cup chopped onion 
4 cup water 

1 can (8 oz. tomato sauce 
1 envelope (14 oz.) taco seasoning mix 
1 cup (4 oz.) Cheddar cheese cubes 
10 taco shells, warmed 

Cook meat and onion together until 
meat is lightly browned; drain off fat. 
Add water, tomato sauce and taco 
seasoning mix. Simmer for 10 minutes. 
Remove from heat and add Cheddar 
cheese cubes. Serve in taco shells with 
the following accompaniments: halved 
cherry tomatoes, shredded lettuce, 
shredded Monterey Jack cheese, avocado 
slices and sliced pitted ripe olives with 
green pepper chunks. Yield: 10 


FIESTA PEARL 
COOKIES 

4 cup (14 sticks) butter 
4 cup sugar 
1 egg, well beaten 
4 teaspoon almond extract 
14 cups all purpose flour 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
4 cup finely chopped blanched 
almonds 

Colored decorators’ sugar 

Cream butter; gradually add sugar and 
beat until well blended. Beat in egg and 
almond extract. Combine flour and 
baking powder; gradually add to 
creamed mixture. Blend in almonds 
Drop by level tablespoonfuls onto cookie 
sheets. Sprinkle with colored decorators' 
sugar. Bake in preheated 425 degree oven 
for 6 minutes. Remove to wire racks to 
cool. Yield: about 3 dozen

NANCY’S FRUIT DESSERT 

1 »'gg 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 
2 tablespoons sugar 
pinch salt 

1 cup drained pineapple tidbits 
4 cup heavy cream, whipped 
12 marshmallows (or 4 dozen tiny marsh.) 

1 cup mandarin oranges 
1 cup grapes 
1 cup sliced bananas 
8 maraschino cherries 
4 cup toasted slivered ulmouds 
In double boiler beat egg with fork, stir in lemon juice, 
sugar and salt-cook over hot water, stirring for 5 minutes 
or until thickens. Remove from heat. Fold in whipped 
cream, marshmallows, fruit. Chill. At serving time fold in 
almonds. This dessert is better made the day before. Serves 
12 .

Question: There’s nothing 1 like better than candied 
ginger. However, it’s really so very expensive I don’t buy it 
any more. Is it possible for me to make it at home? 


Answer: Many supermarkets do carry fresh ginger root, 
especially stores that specialize in Oriental and Indian 
foods. Here's a recipe that will yield two 16 oz. jars of that 
delicious confection. 

CANDIED GINGER 

1 pound fresh ginger root 
«old water 

2 cups granulated sugar 
1 cup water 

1 cup superfine sugar 

Pare ginger root. Cut into thin slices, across the grain. 
Cover with cold water in a saucepan. Heat to boiling. 
Simmer for 5 minutes. Drain ginger. Cover with cold water. 
Heat to boiling. Simmer for 5 minutes. Drain. Dry on paper 
towels. Combine granulated sugar and 1 cup water in heavy- 
kettle. Heat to boiling. Boil for 10 minutes or until a syrup 
forms. Add ginger. Cook slowly, stirring often until all 
syrup is absorbed, about 40 minutes. Be sure ginger does 
not boil. Remove ginger from kettle and place on wire racks 
to dry. Roll ginger in superfine sugar sprinkled on waxed 
paper and let ginger stand in sugar until it crystalizes. 
Spoon into cold sterilized jars and seal. 

Question: We've always enjoyed the wonderful salad 
dressing we get in Greek restaurants. They seem to have a 
lot of garlic flavor in it and I hope you have a recipe of this 
nature.

Answer: From a Greek cookbook titled "Key To Grecian 
Kakaven" here is a Garlic Dressing that might just be the 
sort you're looking for. 

GARLIC DRESSING 

1 aud oue-third cup oil 
ime-third cup viuegar 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 
14 teaspoons salt 


1 teaspoon sugar 

4 teaspoon dry mustard 

4 teaspoon crushed red pepper (optional) 

Dash freshly ground pepper 
4 or 5 cloves garlic, minced 
Combine all ingredients into a jar. Cover and shake well. 
I-et stand several days so that the flavor blends. 

Question: My family loves onion soup and I'd like a recipe 
that calls for chicken broth rather than beef bouillon. I have 
a perfect ovenproof casserole so that I could finish the 
recipe in the oven, and I look forward to your recipe real 
soon, please.

Answer: This delicious hearty soup served with crusty, 
hot bread is most welcomed this time of year. Enjoy! 

FRENCH ONIONSOUP 
(SOUPE A L’OIGNON) 

3 large onions, peeled and sliced 

14 quarts chickeu broth, (homemade soup is best for this 
recipe) 

1 cup dry white wine 

4 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon pepper 
4 slices French bread, toasted 
1 cup grated Gruyere cheese 

Preheat oven to 400 degrees. Melt butter in a large 
saucepan, and saute onions until golden brown. Add chicken 
broth gradually, and simmer slowly for 20 minutes. Add 
white wine and salt and pepper. Pour soup into a 4 quart, 
ovenproof casserole (or individual casseroles) and place 
slices of toasted French bread on top; sprinkle with cheese. 
Set casserole in a pan of hot water and bake at 4<X) degrees 
for 10 minutes. Serves 6. 


Question: I'm always in search of a rye-type bread with a 
good thick crust. Since I’ve begun baking bread it's become 
my weekend hobby, and a most enjoyable one at that!

Answer: I highly recommend the following bread which 
bakes nicely in 8-inch round cake pans. 

COUNTRY RYE BREAD 

34 to 44 cups unbleached or all purpose flour 

3 cups Plllsbury's Medium Rye flour 

2 pkgs. instant active dry yeast 

1 tablespoon salt 

14 cups milk 

4 cup molasses 

1 square (1 oz.) unsweetened chocolate 

4 cup oil 

2 eggs 

4 cup raisins (optional) 

in large mixer bowl, combine 24 cups white flour, yeast, 
salt and mix well. In saucepan heat milk, molasses, 
chocolate and oil until chocolate melts (do not allow to 
scorch). Cool mixture to warm. Add liquid mixture to flour 
mixture along with eggs and blend at low speed until well 
moistened; then beat for 3 minutes at medium speed. By 
hand, gradually stir in rye flour and 1 to 14 cups white flour 
to make a firm dough. Add raisins. Knead on floured sur¬ 
face until smooth and elastic, about 5 minutes. Place in 
lightly oiled bowl, turning once to grease top. Cover; let rise 
in warm place until doubled-about 14 hours. Punch down 
dough; divide into 2 parts. Shape each half into a round loaf 
and place in greased 8 or 9-inch cake pans; cover and let 
rise in warm place until doubled, about 1 hour. Bake m 
preheated 400 degree oven for 30-40 minutes until loaves 
sound hollow when tapped on top. Remove from pans; cool. 
Yield. 2 loaves bread.

Underlying the sociablility of 
the March luncheons, Davis 
said . are gut-level concerns 
facing the elderly in high-cost 
Garden City. As one example, 
he cited glare-ice sidewalks, 
particularly hazardous for 
older people during the recent 
cold weather. 

"One of the main problems is 
isolation,” Davis said. 
"Think how ice and severe cold 
worsened that condition this 
winter. Many of our 
neighborhood seniors have not 
been out of their homes since 
Christmas." 

The Eliot community is 
committed, through its social 
outreach program, to assisting 
seniors, but only on terms they 
define for themselves. 

"Do the seniors really want a 
concerted effort to force 
residents and the city to clear 
all sidewalks in winter?" Davis 
asked. "Or do they rate year- 
round transportation service a 
prior need? Do they want to be 
called 'elderly,' ‘senior 
citizens,' or do they prefer 
‘Grey Panthers'?" 

Davis predicted that 
authentic answers will begin to 
emerge from the seniors 
themselves. He stressed that 
Eliot Church's new program 
for Newton Corner seniors in 
no way duplicates services 
offered by the city and existing 
agencies; he suggested that the 
Eliot program may prove a 
pacesetter. 

Davis said that neighborhood 
churches, complimenting 
existing citywide programs, 
can be a valuable local link in 
providing fuller resources for 
Newton's seniors.

Pipe Clay and DrtD, by 

Richard Goldhurst. 

(Reader’s Digest Press, 
*12.95) 

This excellent biography Is 
correctly subtitled, "John J. 
Pershing: The Classic Ameri¬ 
can Soldier." 

Arthur Goldhurst sketches 
the life of the general officer 
who was the Dwight D. 
Elsenhower of World War I. 
The author sets It down amid 
paragraphs giving the 
background of such dimly 
recalled American military 
adventures as the U.S. Army 
cavalry wars with the Indians, 
the military ventures Into the 
Philippines and Mexico, and 
the late but decisive dispatch of 
American troops to Europe's 
battlefields in The Great War. 

Goldhurst rightly skips regi- 
mont-by-regiment reports on 
the World War I combat of the 
American Expeditionary 
Force commanded by Per¬ 
shing. 

Instead he maps the 
general's great feat — the 
organization of the first mass 
U.S. army overseas and 
Pershing’s personal force In 
making sure the French and 
the British did not succeed in 
merely using the Doughboys as 
cannon fodder replacements 
for their armies ravaged by 
three years of trench warfare. 

Perhaps even more enlight¬ 
ening, the author, with wtt and 
terseness, reports on how 
Pershing used successfully a 
mixture of military and politi¬ 
cal skills to conquer some 
Philippine rebels by force and 
others by winning their hearts 
and minds. Not a bad show, 
given the American perfor¬ 
mance in Vietnam six decades 
later. 

The book traces Pershing's 
rise from a boy on a poor 
Middle West farm to West 
Point, to battling Indians, 
Filipinos and, in President 
Woodrow Wilson’s misguided 
1915 Invasion of Mexico after 
Pancho Villa, the Mexicans. It 
charts neatly Pershing’s rise, 
his gaining the reputation of a 
martinet, his service with 
black troops that led to his 
nickname "Black Jack.” 

Unfortunately, despite deft 
reportage of Pershing's agony 
upon the fiery death of his wife 
and daughters in a San 
Francisco house tragedy, the 
books gives none too close a 
look inside the man. What 
made Pershing one of Ameri-

ca’s most successful generals 
is not entirely made clear. 

This could be nitpicking; 
Pershing was not an open man. 
But he was the first American 
modem general of a model so 
seldom copied.

Washington, by Noemie 
Emery. 

(Putnam, $12.95) 

Noemie Emery has taken on 
the task of undressing Ameri¬ 
ca’s heroes and revealing them 
without the Olympian wrap¬ 
pings In which history has 
clothed them. 

Perhaps she exaggerates in 
stressing the underside of such 
giants as George Washington 
but this biography is finely 
done, deeply researched and 
engrossing in its aura of 
reality. 

Her contention is that "a soft 
view of history is infinitely 
dangerous, for it breeds a 
distorted view — not only of the 
past but of the present; of the 
possibilities and limits of our 
kind. How are we to find our 
bearings, when the guidelines 
of the past are skewed? 
Refusing to embrace history's 
darker lessons, we bequeath a 
mindless legacy, which the 
young embrace in addled piety 
or reject In equally misplaced 
revolt” 

In evoking Washington's 
struggles, she presents some 
striking pictures: Washington 
sputtering with rage over a plot 
by his generals to have him 
ousted as head of the revolu¬ 
tionary forces; Washington 
"flaying his troops with 
pistols" as they retreated from 
the British up Manhattan 
island. 

Or consider this portrait of 
Washington early In his 
career: "He was still fright¬ 
fully unsure of his own status, 
and his preoccupation with 
advancement had bred a 
veritable obsession over rank. 
Self justification had become a 
passion.” 

As a general, he was still at 
j war with himself: "His con¬ 
flicts showed themselves in a 
' paralysis of will. Pulled be- 
! tween expectations and reali¬ 
ties, lacking in confidence, he 
tended to defer to others and to 
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prolong decisions until they 
created real and present 
dangers to his troops.” 

The author writes with 
precision and clarity, always 
pushing — sometimes too far — 
to explain the enigma of 
Washington, the fine, brave, 
imperturbable Virginia gentle¬ 
man who could be vindictive, 
unforgiving, violent and full of 
self-doubL

Tbe Biology of God, by Sir 
Allster Hardy. 

(Tapllnger, *9.95) 

Sir Alister Hardy has written 
a difficult book but one that 
ultimately may be regarded as 
an historic attempt to bridge 
the centuries-old gap between 
science and religion. 

"The Biology of God" Is for 
those who are tom between 
their religion and the Darwini¬ 
an explanation of evolution. 

But it also is for hard-bitten 
rationalists and skeptics who 
find themselves wondering if, 
Just maybe, there is some 
factual basis for religion. 

Hardy, 80, a highly respected 
British naturalist and zoologist 
at Oxford University, argues 
that a conscious element in 
man’s behavior is helping 
guide his evolution. He also 
notes that strict evolutionists, 
who believe that man is 
nothing more than the 
biological result of an egg and 
sperm, cannot account for the 
fact that man has consci¬ 
ousness. 

"Darwinian evolution need 
no longer be considered an 
entirely materialistic 
doctrine," Hardy writes. 

Hardy claims that enough 
scientific evidence now exists 
to justify a belief in the reality 
of extra-sensory perception or 
ESP. This is a key element in 
his argument that there is 
something fundamental, some¬ 
thing essentially spiritual, 
about the human mind that is 
not yet understood. 

Hardy challenges his skepti¬ 
cal readers to develop an 
"experimental faith" that 
allows them to take some 
tentative steps toward a belief 
in God without destroying their 
intellectual integrity. 

Hardy draws on a wide range 
of thinkers to make his point. 


which at times makes his book 
appear disjointed, out of focus 
and rambling. He Jumps from 
Plato to Konrad Lorenz to 
William James with breathtak¬ 
ing alacrity. 

But this is a flaw easily 
forgiven considering the im¬ 
mense scope of the book.

A Slaver's Log Book, by 
Captain Thcophilus Conneau. 
(Prentice-Hall, *12.50) A single 
passage from this book 
describing "stowing" of black 
slaves for the night reveals as 
much as any comment about 
its contents: "Those on the 
starboard side face forward 
and in one another's lap, 
vulgarly called spoon fashion. 
On the port side, they are 
stowed face aft, this position is 
considered preferable for the 
free pulsation of the heart The 
tallest are selected for the 
greatest breadth of the vessel, 
while the short-sized and 
youngsters are stowed In the 
fore part of the ship." This 
personal account of life on a 
slave ship was written in the 
early 19th century by a French 
aristocrat, and its cool ob¬ 
jectivity is almost as horrify¬ 
ing as the cruelty it describes. 

Goodluck Mister Cain, by 
Brian Freeborn. (SL Martin’s, 
*7.95) The author attempts to 
tell a thriller through the slang 
of a crook, such as George 
Higgins did in The Friends of 
Eddie Coyle. This book, howe¬ 
ver, is set in London, the author 
is no Higgins and the Big 
Smoke (London) language it 
uses is tougher to get through 
for an American than eel pie 
and mash in a Lambeth cafe. 

Maud Goone, by Samuel 
Levenson. (Readers Digest, 
*15) Irish poet William Butler 
Yeats likened her beauty to "a 
tightened bow" and went to 
absurd flights of imagery to 
put his passion for her on 
paper. But Maud Gonne was 
far more than a strikingly 
lovely woman. She fought for 
her beliefs (mostly centered 
around British mistreatment of 
Ireland and her people) with a 
savagery and arrogance that 
are grand to follow. She was 
the epitome of outraged 
femininity, tum-ofthe-century 
style. While this biography is 
short on spirit and emotion, it 
faithfully records the turbulent 
period and its extraordinary 
people.

How to handle 
medical expense 
deductions 


Medlctne and drags can be 
Included In amounts spent for 
medical care but only to the 
extent they exceed one per cent 
of adjusted gross Income. This 
federal income lax information 
and other tips on bow to file 
your tax return are Included In 
this section of an 11-part scries 
prepared from official texts by 
Commerce Clearing House, 
national reporting authority on 
tax and business law. 

Taxpayers who Itemize their 
deductions must consider 
minimum limits in deducting 
medical and dental expenses 
on their federal income tax re¬ 
turns, says Commerce 
Clearing House national 
reporting authority on tax and 
business law. 

Deduction is allowed for 
expenses actually paid during 
the taxable year covering 
medical care of the taxpayer, 
his or her spouse, or a 
dependent to the extent such 
expenses are not compensated 
for by insurance or through 
other means. The deduction is 
limited, however, to that 
portion of the expensa*. which 
exceed three per cent of the 
taxpayer's adjusted gross 
income. Medicine and drugs 
can be included in amounts 
spent for medical care but only 
to the extent they exceed one 
per cent of adjusted gross 
income. 

On a Joint return, the three 
per cent is based on the total 
adjusted gross income of both 
the husband and wife. 

The three per cent limitation, 
however, does not apply to one- 
half tup to $150 per year) of the 
amount paid for qualified 
deductible medical care in¬ 
surance. The balance of such 
insurance is lumped together 
with other medical expenses 
and deducted, subject to the 
three per cent rule.

(5) Supplementary medical 
care insurance under Medicare 
rbut not the employe tax for 
hospital insurance); and 

(6) Medical care Insurance 
premiums paid by the tax¬ 
payer for himself, his spouse or 
a dependent before he reaches 
65 which cover medical care 
after he reaches 65. These 
premiums are deductible when 
paid if they are payable on a 
level payment basis for 10 
years or more, or until the year 
in which the taxpayer reaches 
65 (but in no case for less than 
five years). 

Medical expenses include 
amounts paid for the diagnosis, 
cure, mitigation, treatment or 
prevention of disease or for the 
purpose of affecting any struc¬ 
ture or function of the body, 
including amounts paid for 
health insurance, dental work, 
eyeglasses, artificial limbs, 
hearing aids, transportation 
primarily for and essential to 
medical care, and the like.

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Growing court challenge 
club membership bans 


Harry S. Golden is a 66-year- 
old retired Jewish 
businessman who lives on a 
boat with his wife and his dog. 
He teamed up with a black man 
who keeps a picture of Jimmy 
Carter on his office wall to take 
a suit against a Miami private 
club all the way to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 

Golden and David Fincher, a 
leader of the black community, 
lost the case. 

They had charged that the 
Biseayne Bay Yacht Club. 


which has no black or Jewish 
members, was violating anti- 
discrimination laws since the 
club leases bay-bottom land 
from the city of Miami. But last 
October the Supreme Court 
ruled that the club's links to the 
city were not sufficient to 
require it to establish an open 
membership policy. 

The two feel it was not a lost 
cause. 

"I feel it did some good just 
to get it all the way to the 
Supreme Court," Fincher said. 
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"It heightened public aware¬ 
ness of the problem.” 

Did Fincher really want to 
join the yacht club? 

"If we had won." he said, "I 
would have joined the club for 
only one reason, to amuse 
myself at the reaction of people 
whose biggest apparent con- 
cern in life is that the 
pigmentation of my skin is 
different from theirs." 

For sometimes similar rea¬ 
sons and sometimes 
professional reasons, minority 
groups are turning more and 
more to the courts to try to end 
discrimination in private social 
clubs, called "the last citadels 
of bigotry in the United 
States." 

The attorney general of 
Maryland, for example, is 
investigating charges of dis¬ 
crimination against some 20 
clubs in the Washington and 
Baltimore area, including the 
prestigious Burning Tree 
Country Club, Chevy Chase 
Country Club and 
Congressional Country wjub, 
the playgrounds of presidents, 
congressmen and business 
tycoons, du 

Atty. Gen. Francis B. Burch 
has been holding hearings to 
determine if the clubs are in 
violation of Maryland's "open 
spaces law" which gives golf 
clubs a tax assessment break 
for preserving land from 
development. A 1974 amend¬ 
ment to the law forbids the 
clubs from excluding members 
on the basis of race, sex or 
national origin. 

"The clubs found it economi¬ 
cally unfeasible to maintain 
golf courses because of the 
taxes, so in order to prevent 
them from selling the land for 
development, the legislature 
found it desirable to add a tax 
incentive for the clubs," Burch 
explained. 


One of the smaller Baltimore 
clubs. Gunpowder, chose to 
forfeit the tax break. 

Burning Tree, a favorite club 
of the late President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, stands to lose $1.5 
million. The club, which gives 
honorary memberships to 
presidents, has some blacks 
and Jews among its members, 
but no women. 

In other areas liquor licenses 
have been revoked for clubs 
that discriminate, or action has 
been brought against clubs 
built on public land or land sold 
to the club well below the true 
market value. Some pressure 
has been brought to bear 
through the Internal Revenue 
Service against clubs wanting 
to maintain their non-profit 
status. 

Aaron Henry, president of 
the Mississippi NAACP said 
private clubs have not been a 
high priority of blacks faced 
with the more urgent problems 
of jobs, housing and education 
but his organization is stepping 
up its campaign. 

"We've attacked a few of 
them across the country and 
have gotten judicial decrees as 
to their unconstitutionality and 
illegality," the Clarksdale 
druggist said. "But it takes a 
clubby-club challenge. No one 
case is binding on the other. 

"If you get one club 
desegregated, you've got to go 
through a new set of legal 
ramifications on another one. 
It's time consuming, expensive 
and a whole lot of trouble, and 
then a whole lot of blacks won't 
profit bv it. anvwav." 

Ira Gissen, national director 
of the discrimination depart¬ 
ment of the Anti-Defamation 
League of B'nai B'rith, said 
pressure also can be brought 
against government con¬ 
tractors using government 
money to pay the dues of their 
executives in clubs that 
discriminate.

Winter camping 
can be fun 
but plan ahead 

NEW YORK (UPI) - Camp¬ 
ing in the winter can be an 
enjoyable experience, but 
planning ahead is an Important 
factor. 

Those who have camped in 
the cold In seasons past note 
that most campgrounds are 
less crowded and there are no 
bothersome' insects. And noth¬ 
ing can be more cheerful or 
heartwarming to them than a 
roaring campfire on a cold 
night. 

During a normal winter, 
most cold-country campers 
will head for areas where they 
may ski, ice skate, drive 
snowmobiles, hunt or fish 
through the ice. 

In the warm areas, such as 
Florida and the lowest tier of 
the South, Southwest and Far 
West, the greatest attraction 
can be the mild temperatures, 
which will permit golfing, 
boating, tennis and other 
outdoor recreation that cannot 
be enjoyed in the snow. 

Kampgrounds of America, 
Inc., the nation's largest 
campground association, has 
almost 200 locations in the 
north and Canada that remain 
open during the winter. 

Among them are camp¬ 
grounds at Sun Valley, Idaho; 
Aspen, Colo.; Lake Placid, 
N.Y.; Michigan and the White 
Mountains of New Hampshire. 
The cost of camping in these 
sites and in state parks is 
considerably below the rates 
charged by nearby resorts and 
motels. 

For instance, a family of four 
would pay an average of only 
about $6 a night at a KOA 
campground in a winter resort 
area. 

The thought of outdoor 
camping may be too chilling 
for comfort for those who have 
never roughed it in the cold. 

However, sub-freezing tem¬ 
peratures do not bother 
veteran winter campers 
because they are prepared for 
the worst weather and accept it 
as part of the adventure. 

Preparedness is the key to 
happy winter camping. 

Here are some tips: 

If you are a chronic com- 
plainer or cannot stand the 
cold, forget it. You will be 
unhappy and make everyone 
around you miserable. 

If you want to go, or think 
you want to, get a KOA 
directory, or a Rand-McNally 
Campground and Trailer Park 
Guide, or a Woodall directory, 
to find out which campgrounds 
remain open during the winter. 

After choosing a cam¬ 
pground, telephone or write for 
a reservation and ask whether 
water and electricity are 
available. 

Make sure your recreational 
vehicle is in proper condition 
and that you have enough 
bottled gas to keep the inside 
area warm and protect the gas 
lines and water pipes from 
freezing. Put antifreeze in the 
kitcher sink drain and holding 
tanks. 

Take along a rucksack or 
ditty bag to carry a flashlight. 
Thermos bottles filled with hot 
soup and coffee, a change of 
socks, a compact Space Emer¬ 
gency Blanket, matches and 
food snacks on those occasions 
when you may be away from 
the campsite for several hours. 

Take a sufficient amount of 
clothing to keep warm, 
preferably garments that can 
be put on in layers and taken 
off one at'a time if the tem¬ 
perature rises. 

A self-contained recreation 
vehicle is the most practical 
camping unit because it has all 
the comforts of home. 

Those who prefer to rough it 
in • pop-ups” and conventional 
tents may be inconvenienced if 
water lines in the campsite 
have been cut off. They should 
bring enough water to last 
during the trip and enough 
white gas for their Coleman 
catalytic stoves to keep the 
inside warm if electricity is not 
available. 

When proper precautions are 
taken, the weather should not 
be a problem.

New rules for drivers 
throughout the country mny 
result from tests just begun 
in Portland, Ore., by the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. The key idea is to 
see what happens to the man¬ 
datory clean-air devices put 
on new cars after they have 
been driven for a while. 

A few U.S. cities — 
Chicago, Cincinnati, Newark, 
Phoenix, Tucson—have man¬ 
datory testing of the dean- 
air devices, to make sure they 
are still working ns well as 
when they left the factory. 
But most areas do not, and 
EPA hopes to find out from 
the Portland test how the 
pollution output of individual 
cars there compares with the 
overage in the cities which 
insist that the devices be 
kept up to snuff. 


The agency also will pin¬ 
point how long it takes, with¬ 
out maintenance, for the 
antipollution devices to de¬ 
teriorate to the point where 
the cars’ emissions nre be¬ 
yond those allowed by local 
regulations. It nso wants lo 
see how much it will cost mo¬ 


torists to get the clean-air 
devices back in shape, and 
whether those who have hud 
maintenance work done on 
their emission controls have 
in fact had an effective job 
performed. 

Nationnl rules may evolve 
from the Portland findings.

Two arms cf the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Transportation 
are teaming up to keep auto¬ 
mobiles out of parts of the 
downtown area in some ma¬ 
jor cities.

A car by any other name 


What's an ipsometer? A 
trundler? A quadricycle? 

In a way, the answer is 
that each is a flight of fancy 
that crashed ignominously. 
For each is an early name 
for the automobile, a name 
that had a few serious advo¬ 
cates, but which never really 
made it. 

As popular historian Philip 
Van Doren Stern explains it, 
although in the last decade 
of the 19th Century the new 
mode of transportation was 
commonly called the horse¬ 
less carriage, “even then peo¬ 
ple realized that this impor¬ 


tant new invention deserved 
something more popular as a 
name.” He has compiled 28 
unsuccessful tries to name the 
thing, including "motocycle,” 
a name that in 1895 won a 
1500 prize given by the Chi¬ 
cago Timei-Hnalil for the 
best moniker for the vehicles. 

The inevitability of “auto¬ 
mobile” is clear from Stern's 
list, since so many of the 
suggestions included either 
the idea of mobility or the 
idea of automaticness. Among 
the early tries; autocar, auto- 


cycle, automotor, autovic. gas- 
mobile, steamobile, pneumo¬ 
bile. 

Actually, "automobile" be¬ 
came an almost universal 
appellation. A compilation of 
foreign names for the vehicle 
published in Motor magazine 
in 1911 showed that the pre¬ 
vailing name in Germany, 
France, Spain, Russia, Swe¬ 
den, Portugal, Italy, Den¬ 
mark, Holland and Turkey 
was the local spelling that 
produced the sound “a-to-mo- 
bil." *** 


It is true that your car 
"talks" to you and it’s a 
good idea to listen. 

Understanding the groans 
and moans of a sick auto 
will help you take better care 
of your car and avoid trou¬ 
blesome breakdowns. Ford 
Motor Company has prepared 
a glossary of sounds of car 
chatter. Noises worth noting 
are; 

• ENGINE CACKLES— 
A car's idle speed may need 
adjustment if the engine 
"cackles" or continues to run 
for a brief time after the 
ignition is shut off. Diesel- 
ing, as mechanics refer to the 
problem, also may occur after 
several short shopping trips. 
Engine cackles after a short 
drive 9imply indicate that an 
engine’s emission control de¬ 
vices have not warmed up 
sufficiently and are not cause 
for alarm. 

• TIRE TICKS—A rhyth¬ 
mic ticking sound at low 
speeds often warns that a 
nail, rock or piece of glass 
is embedded in a tire. The 
"tick" usually is blotted out 
or muffled by other noises at 
higher speeds, and may lessen 
in time as the object works its 
way into the tread. A quick 
check to remove the problem 
before real damage is done 
can eliminate the need for a 
new tire or avert a dangerous 
blow-out. 


• SPEEDOMETER 
CHATTER—A chattering or 
clicking sound from the in¬ 
strument panel usually indi¬ 
cates the need for speedo¬ 
meter service. In most cases, 
a kink has developed in the 
speedometer cable or the sys¬ 
tem may need lubrication. 

• EXHAUST PIPE POPS 
—Accompanied by a rough 
engine idle, a soft popping 
or drumming sound from the 
exhaust pipe points to fouled 
spark plugs or faulty igni¬ 
tion wiring. Louder popping 
"rat-ta-tat-tat" noises that 
occur during periods of ac¬ 
celeration or deceleration are 
signs of muffler wear.

• ENGINE PINGS — 
Pings and knocks from under 
the hood (especially when 
you accelerate) often are an 
engine's way of asking for 
higher octane fuel. If a 
different grade of gasoline 
doesn’t help, engine timing 
may be at fault and a tune- 
up could be the answer. If 
the pings turn into a loud, 
metallic bang, something 
more serious is afoot and 
immediate professional at¬ 
tention is required. 

Canadian Attack 
On Hit & Run 

A test program being run 
in one region of Canada is 
showing promise in tracking 
down drivers involved in se¬ 
rious accidents who just keep 
going and do not report the 
smash-ups to police. The pro¬ 
gram may spread elsewhere 
in the Dominion and even¬ 
tually to the United States. 

It involves the police, after 
investigating any reported 
accident, simply putting a 
sticker on the window of 
the CBrs involved. Auto re¬ 
pair shops in the area know 
that any car that comes in 
for extensive work has told 
the police about the accident 
if it boasts a sticker. If it 
does not, police regulations 
require the btdy shop owner 
to immediately flag the au¬ 
thorities. 

With the program current¬ 
ly only in effect in the Niag¬ 
ara region of Ontario, po¬ 
lice admit that a hit-and-run 
driver can take his car else¬ 
where for repairs. But they 
say he runs the risk of being 
spotted, since patrolmen arc 
on the lookout for cars with¬ 
out stickers but with dents 
and scratches. ***

Use Care In 
Passing Two Cars 

A potentially dangerous 
situation occurs when a mo¬ 
torist attempts to pass two 
or more cars, observes one 
safety expert. 

Haskell B. Schultz, presi¬ 
dent of a taxi cab company 
with a strong safety record, 
warns that frequently the 
car you intend to pass may 
swing out to pass the car 
just ahead. 

When passing more than 
one car, blow your horn so 
the driver ahead will know 
your intention. Schultz ad¬ 
vises.

So one knows why but 1976 
sub-compact automobiles arc 
more likely to be involved in 
accidents than full-sized cars 
produced the same year. And 
fixing the tiny '76 models 
generally costs more money 
than has to be spent repair¬ 
ing the full-sized cars after 
the typical accident. 

These findings, just re¬ 
leased by the Highway Loss 
Data Institute, are no fluke. 
Similar studies in both of the 
last two years arrived at the 
same conclusion. And there 
is every reason to believe a 
survey of 1977 models will 
have the same result. 

For every 100 1976 stib- 
compacts on the roads last 
year. 9.5 were involved in ac¬ 
cidents that resulted in in¬ 
surance claims. By contrast, 
only 8.6 full-sized cars out of 
each 100 were the subjects of 
insurance claims. Moreover, 
the record for compacts was 
even better: 8.4 per 100 ve¬ 
hicles on the roads. 

The same figures show the 
average insurance claim for 
a sub-compact at $659 com¬ 
pared to only $579 for the 
full-sized car. Repairing a 
compact after the typical ac¬ 
cident costs $636 and an in¬ 
termediate is just a dollar 
less at $631. 

Sub-compacts do not have 
the worst records. That du¬ 
bious distinction belongs to 
sports cars. Of every 100 
models 13.6 had accidents last 
year resulting in insurance 
claims and the average acci¬ 
dent cost a whopping $1,223 
to repair. Luxury and spe¬ 
cialty cars also had records 
of more claims and more ex¬ 
pensive claims. 

But in the four major mar¬ 
ket classes—sub-compacts, 
compacts, intermediate and 
full-sized—the sub-compacts 
are consistently the most 
damaged and most expen¬ 
sively damaged. This cannot 
be attributed to a larger num¬ 
ber of youthful drivers in 
sub-compacts since the figures 
factor outweighs the exposure 
distribution. 


The HLDI, which is oper¬ 
ated by and for automobile in¬ 
surance companies, also took 
pains to equalize other fac¬ 
tors, such as the percentage 
of owners electing 560 and 
$100 deductible coverage. The 
purpose, of course, is to help 
the insurance companies es¬ 
tablish probable loss rates so 
premium prices can be set. 

At the same time, however, 
the figures ought to be useful 
to auto companies and high¬ 
way safety experts who might 
find some way of improving 
more accident-prone cars. A 
first step is to try to find out 
why the sub-compacts (de¬ 
fined as those cars with a 
wheelbase less than 101 
inches) are subject to more 
accidents. 

Obviously, the most vital 
question is whether the prob¬ 
lem is vehicular or human. 
Are small cars harder to 
handle safely, or do small car 
drivers take more chances? 

There is at least one indi¬ 
cation that human factors are 
a guiding reason for heavier 
losses: Two-door cars gener¬ 
ally have higher losses than 
corresponding four-door mod¬ 
els. And two-door owners 
tend to be younger and per¬ 
haps more likely to take risks. 

This seems like an appro¬ 
priate area for traffic re¬ 
search—research that could 
be quickly translated into 
effective steps for correc¬ 
tion. ***

Designer's guess on future trucks 


Aerodynamics is going to 
b« the prime shaper of the 
kinds of big trucks that will 
be traveling U.S. highways 
in future years. So says 
Larry Shinoda, former staff 
designer for General Motors' 
Corvette, Ford’s Pinto, and a 
whole line of White Motor 
trucks. 

In a recent interview with 
Commercial Car Journal, 
Shinoda, now a freelance de¬ 
signer, predicted that to¬ 
morrow’s trucks will look 
much like today’s, but will 
be testing out technological 
innovations that then will be 
adopted by Detroit for pas¬ 
senger cars. 

Shinoda sees, for Instance, 
the end of windshield wipers. 
"When I was with CM we 
played with a device that 
electrically charged the wind- 
shield to repel water away 
from the viewing area," he 
told the trade magazine. 
"There were some problems 
with it, such as the material 
wearing out.” But he thinks 
those problems will be licked 
in the future. 

In other areas, the de¬ 
signer forecasts: 

• FUEL TANKS that are 
not rigid, but use the bladder 
concept now in use In racing 
cars. He Bees the change 
coming in reaction to govern- 


Voltmeters 
Lead To Savings 

An inexpensive piece of 
add-on automotive equipment 
can lead to some big dollar 
savings. Jack Lyndall, long¬ 
time expert on vehicle equip¬ 
ment, is a vocal advocate of 
all drivers installing volt¬ 
meters on their car's dash¬ 
board or under the instru¬ 
ment panel. "For $13 or 
thereabouts," he says, "you 
can get valuable protection 
against unforeseen and po¬ 
tentially costly electrical sys¬ 
tem and maintenance-free 
battery failures." 

Most passenger cars to¬ 
day monitor the electrical 
system only via what Lyn¬ 
dall calls an “idiot light" 
which flashes red when the 
alternator stops charging. 
But he thinks the smart 
driver should know both th# 
actual ampere output of the 
alternator when it is charg¬ 
ing, and at what voltage those 
amperes are being delivered. 
The voltmeter is designed to 
do the second job, but it can 
fill In on the first as well, since 
if the alternator is delivering 
less than standurd amperes, 
the buttery voltage will drop 
off, and the voltmeter will 
show this decline. 

The real value of the volt¬ 
meter, however, is in making 
sure that a defective voltugc 
regulator is not leading to 
overcharging. That leads to 
a battery losing water, which 
with the new maintenance- 
free models that are seuled 
can be a real disaster. 

Overcharging also le’.ds to 
a much shorter life for lamp 
bulbs. According to Truck- 
Lite Co., an electrical system 
operating at just one volt 
above normal will cut the 
average filament life in a 
bulb by more than 50 per 
cent. A system that is de¬ 
livering its amperes at three 
volts above normal—un over¬ 
charge of roughly 25 per cent 
—will use up 10 bulbs during 
the time that a single one 
would function with a prop¬ 
erly adjusted voltage regu¬ 
lator. 

Dash-mounted voltmeters 
are not usuully marked In 
tenths of u volt, as are the 
shop instruments used in ac¬ 
tual adjustment of the regu¬ 
lator. But Lyndall insists 
that they are precise enough 
to let a driver know when 
something's askew and a 
more finely calibrated instru¬ 
ment has to be called into 
play. ***

Aussies report on belt law

Australia garnered world¬ 
wide publicity in 1971 when it 
made wearing seat belts man¬ 
datory for automobile drivers 
and passengers throughout 
the country. Now the gov¬ 
ernment there has taken a 
hard look at how well the 
statute is working. In two 
reports, the Traffic Accident 
Research Unit of the Aus- 
tralian Department of Motor 
Transport credits the seat 
belt law with significantly 
reducing highway deaths, but 
concludes it has not been a 
safety panacea. 

One major problem: after 
the initial flurry of publicity, 
some Australian states have 
gone back to their old habits, 
with compliance with the law 
falling off substantially. 

But even belt-wearers have 
been maimed and killed in 


some Australian car crashes. 
The Research Unit dug into 
the details of 136 such fatali¬ 
ties. It reported, "most of 
these crashes were found to 
have occurred on fast roads, 
most were at or near roadway 
curves, and most involved 
collisions with objects such 
as poles and trees or colli¬ 
sions with a vehicle traveling 
in the opposite direction.”

The unusual fold that is 
marking this winter for most 
of the country east of the 
Continental Divide is likely 
to be translated in the long 
run into literally billions of 
dollars of damage to Ameri¬ 
can automobiles. The vil¬ 
lain: the salt used to keep 
streets and highways free of 
snow and ice, which also is 
a major cause of car rust. 

Washington weathermen 
say that the low tempera¬ 
tures are caused by unna¬ 
tural patterns in the upper air 
currents.

—miles nbove the earth— 
usually undulate into Cnn- 
ada and then down into New 
England and the mid-Atlan¬ 
tic states. But this year, 
they arc ripping much closer 
to the Arctic Circle than 
usual, then turning sharply 
south ns far ns Texas, car¬ 
rying the extremely cold air 
with them. The extra snow- 
fall has mennt that many 
local governments have run 
out of road salt, although in¬ 
dustry sources say there is 
no overall shortage of the 
compound.

Technological innovations 
always seem more enticing 
when they are exotic. Simple 
improvements of a known 
technology, or a new appli¬ 
cation for it, are often met 
with suspicion—not unlike 
the surprising success of an 
unenvied relative. 

This might account for the 
slow progress toward full- 
scale adaptation of diesel- 
powered passenger cars. 
While the cars with slightly 
modified truck engines are 
enjoying strong consumer ac¬ 
ceptance, auto companies— 
particularly in the United 
States—are pursuing them 
with the enthusiasm of a 
gourmet going for a bowl 
of oatmeal. 

This is not easy to under¬ 
stand, though diesel engines 
in cars do have drawbacks: 
they are expensive, noisy, 
smelly, slow to start, accel¬ 
erate slowly and pollute re¬ 
latively high levels of nitro¬ 
gen oxides (Nox). 

But weigh this along side 
the diesel’s advantages: very 
durable, highly fuel conscious, 
generally cleaner emissions, 
require less maintenance and 
use less expensive fuel. 

Fuel efficiency, calculated 
at 25 per cent better than 
gasoline by General Motors, 
is forcing Detroit’3 automak¬ 
ers to consider increased use 
of diesel engines. Oldsmobile 
is planning a diesel option for 
its full size models in 1978 
and Chevrolet’s light trucks 
may be similarly equipped 
at about the same time. Some 
market analysts see GM pro¬ 
ducing 100,000 of the engines 
by the end of the decade, but 
as Business BVelr points out, 
the "company is still skep¬ 
tical" about the diesel market. 

By contrast, European car 
makers are very bullish on 
diesels. ’ Mercedes-Benz and 
Peugeot, which now offer die¬ 
sel cars in the U.S., report 
that American buyers insist 
on the alternate power plants 
in nearly half of all models 
sold in this country. Volks-

wngen caused a sensation 
early this year when Its hy¬ 
brid diesel-gasoline engine 
tested out at 50 miles per 
gallon in a Rabbit body. Sales 
are just now beginning in 
this coor.try. 

But that’s not all. Volvo, 
Alfa Romeo and BMW all 
have plans foT converting 
part of their production to 
diesel power. And Japan’s 
Isuzu Motors Ltd. is tooling 
up for diesel production amid 
predictions that 10 to 20 per 
cent of all cars on Japanese 
streets would be diesel by 
1985. 

A U.S.-to-t,urope compari¬ 
son may not be fair. Fuel 
schedules in Europe have 
heavily favored diesel com¬ 
pared to gasoline engines. 
In the LT.S. the federal tax 
for gasoline and diesel is the 
same, though some states 
build in a slight competitive 
edge for diesel. 

Still, diesel fuel prices arc 
lower—about 10 cents a gal¬ 
lon—in most parts of the 
country. The real advantage, 
however, is not fuel prices 
but fuel economy. And au¬ 
tomakers arc under fedcrnl 
orders to meet a fleetwide 
fuel economy average of 27.5 
m.p.g.—a tough target for 
traditional sized gasoline 
powered cars. 

Tn any event, diesel power 
has a lot going for it—not 
the least of which is its fa¬ 
miliarity. Automakers ought 
to exploit its advantages. 


Salt is a major source 
of metal corrosion, and the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency pegs the normal an¬ 
nual cost of its use as a 
street clearing material at $3 
billion. This year, the extra 
salting will send that esti¬ 
mate far higher. 

Motorists get stuck with 
the major part of that S3 bil¬ 
lion; EPA says two-thirds 
of the total is automobile 
rusting. Another big chunk 
of damage is done to the un- 
derstructure of bridges and 
elevated highways, where the 
salt seeps through the pave¬ 
ment and eats away the en¬ 
forcing steel bars.

D.C. stops probing drivers' psyches 


Is finding out whether or 
not a person has night sweats 
a good way to tell if he’s a 
safe driver? After spending 
some 1400,000 of Federal 
money asking such questions, 
the District of Columbia has 
decided it is not. 

D. C. originally got 
1797,000 from the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Ad¬ 
ministration to ask drivers 
renewing their licenses a long 
battery of probing, personal 
questions. On the list, in ad¬ 
dition to the one about night 
sweats, were inquiries about 
how well the drivers get along 
with their spouses, how 
deeply in debt they are, how 
often they feel guilty, and

whether they sometimes feel 
they are "about to go to 
pieces.” The point was sup¬ 
posed to ferret out the psy¬ 
chological profile of the kind 
of drivers most likely to slip 
behind the wheel while drunk.

Backman files bill to protect 
buyers of business franchises 


legislation filed by Sen. Jack 
Backman that would protect 
persons seeking to acquire a 
franchise received a public 
hearing before the Committee 
on Commerce and Labor. 

The proposed law establishes 
regulations with regard to the 
sale, termination, renewal and 
transfer of franchises. It also 
establishes regulations bet¬ 
ween the seller and buyer of a 
franchise. 

Under the bill, the seller 
would be required to provide a 
disclosure statement to the 
buyer. This statement would 
provide business and financial 
information which will allow 
the buyer to make an in¬ 
telligent decision before 
making an investment in a 
franchise. 

Sen. Backman stated, "Our 


Commonwealth has already 
enacted laws protecting 
franchised gasoline dealers 
and motor vehicle dealers. 

“However, there is no 
protection for those persons 
wishing to own a franchise for 
fast food, employment agen¬ 
cies, day care, books, tax 
returns, printing, motels and 
automobile repairs, to name a 
few. 

“Investors both small and 
large are attracted to this type 
of investment because of the 
ease with which they can 
establish a business. 

"The old saying ‘caveat 
emptor' (let the buyer beware) 
is no longer acceptable with 
regard to consumers. Our 
business community deserves 
no less. 

“It seems ironical that 
government is searching for

ways to attract business to the 
Commonwealth to find jobs for 
the unemployed and ease the 
welfare burden; yet, we do

EKGs play an im¬ 
portant role in monitoring a 
patient’s heart during 
emergency situations and are 
given as diagnostic tests to 
help determine the heart's 
ability to tolerate stress, for 
example, during a stress test 
on a treadmill or bicycle.

If the School Committee approves this 
item, Coordinator of Bilingual Education 
Preston Shea said he will look for a 
teacher and teacher aide to teach English 
and continue the teaching of Chinese, as 
required by the law.

.Fink also wants $20,000 to restore 
summer curriculum development and 
summer work-study supervision to the 
FY 1976 levels, and $17,551 for after- 
school sports in elementary and junior 
high sports, mostly for girls. 


An additional $5000 for out-of-state 
travel brings the major increases 
outlined by Fink to $978,483. 

The major reductions total $634,161, 
with about $580,000 coming from per¬ 
sonnel cuts and the Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield for those cuts 

The food service revolving account will 
have $37,000 less in it to begin the next 
school year, and the athletic revolving 
account will have $33,000 less to start up. 
These two reductions reflect an increased 
income at food check-outs and sports 
gates and do not mean reductions in the 
programs. 

Fuel and utility accounts will be down 
about $16,000 due to some switches 
planned from gas to oil, but the account 
contains no projected escalation in any 
rates. 

Distributed among the accounts in the 
above $634,000 savings is the $171,493 
reduction due to the closing of Memorial 
School. 

The consolidated Memorial-Spaulding 
School will save 9.2 personnel positions 
that would have cost $108,000, plus a net 
$63,000 in maintenance, utilities, and 
transportation. 


Staff Reductions 

Approximately 45 staff positions will be 
eliminated and eight added for a net staff 
reduction of 36.74. 

The regular classroom teaching staffs 
will be cut by 10 in the elementary schools 
2.75 in the Junior highs, and 11 in the high 
schools. This year's junior and senior 
high pupil-teacher ratios will be main¬ 
tained at 14.9 and 16.1 to one respectively, 
and the elementary ratio now at 23.0:1 
will go down to 22.8:1 

Other professional staff reductions 
include two guidance counselors, half a 
librarian and half a specialist teacher, 
and the Memorial principal. 

Also being cut are about three junior 
high teacher aides and one from 
Memorial, two high school secretaries, 
four from the administration, and one 
from Memorial, and five custodians. 

The eight professional staff increases 
will be a teacher and teacher aide for the 
Chinese bilingual program, two 
classroom teachers and two teacher 
aides reserved for emergencies, one 
psychologist to restore services to the 
level before the zero-increase budget, and 
one director of plant for Newton North 
High School.

The Players needed some way to get to 
the second floor, above stage, and a quick 
route up from the basement dressing 
rooms, so Butler dreamed up the spiral 
staircase idea. 

He found one, complete, at Michael 
Duane's wrecking company in Quincy, 
brought it to the Auburndale Club, and 
installed it himself in the 1950's. * 

At the same time he built the catwalks, 
well remembered by veterans of the play 
“The Seven Year Itch”, in which the lead 
actress scampered up and down the 
rungs. 

'There has been a feeling, ever since 
the stairway was put in, that they must go 
up it before opening night," says Peg 
Bailey. 

As the drama chairman, Debbie 
■ Kavanagh is responsible for "everything 
from getting the cast to finding the toilet 
paper,” she says.

about $20,000 each, will allow treatment 
measures until now impossible because 
of the dimensions of the station wagon 
ambulettes. 

The study group believes the am¬ 
bulances should be stationed at the Elliot 
Street fire station. Upper Falls, and the 
Church Street station in Newton Corner. 
The maximum response time at these 
locations would be 10 minutes to the 
northwestern part of Newton. 

The service would include two Class 1 
ambulances in operation at all times, plus 
another Class 1 ambulance and the Police 
Department's only real ambulance in 
reserve. 

,; The latter does not see service often 
and is not up to standards in all respects, 
•but Blumenreich thinks it will pass as a 
back-up vehicle. 

; • Jhe costs for the service, which must 


be in operation by July, total $211,000 
estimated, but fees are expected to bring 
in $75,000. 

Ambulance calls will be billed at 
probably $50 each, which is the going 
charge by private services. Most 
hospital-medical insurance plans pay for 
the ambulance, according to information 
obtained by the study group. 

The study group estimated that there 
may be 1500 essential ambulance runs a 
year; there were over 2300 in 1975, many 
of which were not true emergencies.

public hearing on Monday, March 21, at 
Mason-Rice, and the Committee's final 
vote Tuesday, March 22, at the Education 
Center. 

If the Committee moves through the 
budget quickly the public hearing and 
final vote may be moved up to submit the 
budget to the mayor and aldermen 
earlier. 

In any case, the School Committee 
must place a newspaper advertisement 
at least seven days in advance of the 
public hearing to announce the time and 
place. 


The Auburndale Players date back to 
the early 1920's when the Auburndale 
Club was founded by a group of World 
War I veterans. 

At first the men met in a boathouse on 
the Charles River. 

Then they bought an old house in 
Auburndale, adding a new wing with an 
auditorium and basement bowlingalleys 
and dressing rooms. 

The auditorium seats 220 people for a 
regular show, or 140 for a dinner theater 
performance. 

The Auburndale Players were a stag 
group that put on variety and minstrel 
shows for Club members. 

Women, who had helped with the Club 
building and the productions, were soon 
allowed to join the Club and the Players 
as plays became the norm. 

Today the Players draw on Auburndale 
residents and Club members for behind- 
the-stage talent, but the productions are 
open to any area resident, Ms. Kavanagh 
says. 

She is looking right now for a director 
for the April 21-23 production of "A 
Community of Two” - someone who will 
do it for love of little theatre, since the 
Auburndale Players do not pay. 

Casting for that play will start with 
announcements in area papers, with 
tryouts eight to 10 weeks before the show 
to select the players. 


"incentive" pay to every firefighter who 
takes the 81-hour course for EMTs. About

Hilon Development Corporation also 
came under fire for delays in building a 
60-unit apartment building at Washington 
and Grove Sts. 

Hilon won the bid for the housing in the 
fall of 1975, but has been unable to get 
enough financing to build the $2.1 million 
project. 

Thomas said that the developer, Haim 
Eliachar, has a $1.5 million commitment 
from HUD until April, but he needs more. 

Eliachar has asked HUD for a change 
in the contract rents. 

Prospects are good for HUD approval 
and financing, Thomas believes. 

If HUD says no, "there's a real 
question as to the financial viability of the 
project,” Thomas said. 

Hilon must meet an April 20 deadline 
with the NCDA or forfit its deposit. 

The project would then have to go out 
for bid all over again to find a new 


developer, according to Thomas. 

I.OPAC President Joel Leighton 
suggested that the NCDA look into 
reported changes in the corporate 
structure of Hilon and possible changes in 
the corporate financial situation, but 
Thomas declined. 

Hilon has supposedly merged with 
Barkan Construction, the contractor for 
the Ixiwer Falls building, to form New 
FalLs Associates. 

Elsewhere in I-ower Falls, Donald 
Sutherland, a displaced resident of the 
project area, will buy a house lot from the 
NCDA if he is allowed to build short of the 
rear lot line. 

The NCDA and NPDB approved 
Sutherland’s house plans, with sale of the 
lot conditional on the Zoning Board of 
Appeal’s granting him a variance. 

Complaints about verbal harrassment 
of neighbors by tenants in an authority- 
owned house were referred to the city's 
Human Services Commission. 

Eleanor Bennison, NCDA's assistant 


director, reviewed counseling that has 
been tried, with limited success to date. 

Neither Chairman Stanley Miller, the 
authority treasurer, nor Vice Chairman 
Cecil Cadwell, the assistant treasurer, 
showed up for the session. 

Only Miller and Cadwell are authorized 
to countersign checks on ‘the NCDA's 
account for Thomas. 

Board members Harry Crosby and 
David Lurensky noted that their absence 
created a problem, because payroll 
checks then had to be taken to one man’s 
office the next day. 

Both Crosby and Lurensky Joined 
Miller in objecting to changing the co¬ 
signer to Executive Director Gerald 
Early when the matter came up two 
months ago.

The 10 percent policy was first imposed 
in 1968 and has been in contention ever 
since. Most developers tried not to 
comply; some complied willingly; and 
occasionally a developer would give up 
his plans to build because he felt he could 
not economically comply. 

Several aldermen, especially former 
Land Use Committee Chairman Alan 
Barkin, kept calling for a written or¬ 
dinance, but another Land Use Com¬ 
mittee chairman, Jospeh McDonnell, now 


Board president, felt confident that an 
ordinance was not needed and would 
destroy the flexibility that a "policy" 
would provide. 

McDonnell said this week, "I’m not 
discouraged. I think the Incorporation of 
the concept that private interests seeking 
increased density should provide public 
housing into the new state zoning 
enabling act is due largely to our efforts." 

McDonnell will support a new or¬ 
dinance, he said.

dehumanizing and traumatic 
process." 

One of the cornerstones of 
the package is a modification 
of the current No-Fault statute 
which established irrecon- 
ciable breakdown of the 
marriage as grounds for 
divorce. Enacted in 1975, the 
law has thus far been a 
disappointment to both its 
proponents and potential users. 
The excessive waiting periods 
have forced those people who 
seek an amicable but ex¬ 
peditious divorce, to reject 
No— Fault, Pines said. 

In cases where a separation 
agreement has been worked 
out, the waiting period is a 
minimum of 10 months. Where 
there is no agreement, the 
period is 24 months. "These 
waiting periods are followed by 
an additional six month decree 
nisi period before the divorce is 
final. Only 7.5 percent of the 
divorces granted statewide in 
1976 were on the grounds of 
irreconciable breakdown. In 
Middlesex County, out of 5617 
in divorce actions only 362, or 7 
percent, were filed under no 
fault. 

"People are encouraged to 
file on other grounds, most 
prominently cruel and abusive 
treatment because there is no 
specific waiting period and, 
therefore, result in a speedier 
divorce. Eighty percent of the 
cases since the passage of No- 
Fault have been granted on 
that ground. This requires the 
introduction of evidence suf¬ 
ficient to prove guilt, in many 
cases necessitating the 
manufacture of evidence. 

Her bill to reduce the waiting 
period and encourage the 
utilization of the no-fault 
ground has received a 
favorable report from the 
Committee. It is being 
redrafted to include related 
provisions from other bills. If 
enacted, the waiting periods 
will be reduced to a minimum 
of six months (with a 
separation agreement) and 12 
months (without), followed by 


the decree nisi period. 

A second bill, designed to 
reduce the six-month decree 
nisi waiting period for all 
divorces to 30 days, was 
reported favorably. The decree 
nisi, granted by the presiding 
judge, renders the ruling in a 
divorce case absolute at the 
end of the prescribed period. 

Also receiving a favorable 
report is Pines’ bill to 
eliminate the defense of con¬ 
donation which punishes an 
attempt by a spouse to seek a 
reconciliation. For example, a 
spouse who forgives an act 
which may be grounds for a 
divorce in an attempt to save 
the marriage, cannot sub¬ 
sequently file for divorce based 
on those acts because of the 
attempted reconciliation. 
According to Pines "a doctrine 
such as this which discourages 
an attempt to save a marriage 
is simply unsupportable.” 

Her bill to abolish the 
grounds of Alienation of 
Affection has gained the ap¬ 
proval of the Judiciary 
Committee. Pines described it 
as a "vague, emotional and 
outdated concept," and 
declared that, "it is inap¬ 
propriate for the court to be 
arbitrating disputes of this 
nature.” Citing its roots in the 
1800’s and the crowded courts 
of today, Pines called it, "a 
frivolous use of precious court 
time." 

In addition, Pines is the co¬ 
sponsor of a bill to clarify and 
delineate the procedures 
concerning the granting of 
alimony, which has also 
received a favorable report. 

"1 am very pleased by the 
initial success of these reform 
measures. They will 
unquestionably modernize the 
Commonwealth’s antiquated 
laws while preserving the 
integrity of the people in¬ 
volved. 

"Without the enactment of 
these reforms, the promise of 
humane and civilized divorce 
will remain largely un¬ 
fulfilled,” Pines concluded.

Review 


An eerie evening with Barbara Alien

It is eerie. There are witches 
and conjur people. Spooky 
sound effects enhance the 
atmosphere. 

Out of the darkness prances 
John. A witch, he has ren¬ 
dezvoused with Barbara Allen, 
mortal. John wants to 
become human and live as one. 
Despite the pleas of the 
voluptuous female witches to 
stay among them, John im¬ 
plores the Conjur Woman to 
transform him. She is skep¬ 
tical, fer Barbara Allen has 
earned her promiscuous 
reputation. The Conjur Woman 
relents, yet imposes the 
restriction that Barbara Allen 
must remain faithful to John 
for the period of one year, else 
he shall change back into a 
witch. 

Such a scenario could easily 
get out of hand and become a 
raucous romp. The Newton 
Country Players' production of 
"The Dark of the Moon” is a 
taut drama whose subleties are 
not lost, and the consistently 
stem direction maintains the 
script's solid foundation. 


Review 


Written by Howard 

Richardson and William 
Bemey, "Dark of the Moon" 
can be interpreted on several 
auspices, chief among them 
religion, society, and the 
double standard. A witch 
cannot enter a church, the 
reason never given. Con¬ 
clusions could be drawn from 
the answer if we knew whether 
John couldn’t or wouldn't. 

Nonetheless, the witches' are 
clearly having a good time 
without religion, and the 
mortals having a questionable 
time with it. Religion is the 
mortals' salvation. The wit¬ 
ches turn to dust at 300 years of 
age and that's it, so they make 
the most of life while they have 
it. Humans, on the other hand, 
tend to resign themselves 
somewhat to their fate, in the 
belief that the afterlife will be 
heaven. 

The rigidity of society never 
allows Barbara Allen and John 
to redeem their reputations. 
Her faithfulness to John for a 
year's marriage made no 
difference to the townspeople; 
she would always be suspect. 
Long-suspected of being a 


witch, John never cared what 
the others thought, as long as 
Barbara Allen believed him. 
His disdain of them, made 
Barbara Allen's confrontations 
with them that much harder 
for her to handle. This situation 
is climaxed when Barbara 
Allen gives birth to a witch. 

To a lesser extent, the old 
double standard rears its ugiy 
head. The only thing that 
matters to John is that Bar¬ 
bara Allen remain faithful to 
him. Meanwhile, the alluring 
female witches are around for 
him to play with. Such a 
dalliance culminates in his not 
being present when Barbara 
Allen is in labor, a critical point 
in their relationship. 

The cast performed well as a 
team, no one member outdoing 
the rest. Steven Cook, as John, 
was very good. His charac¬ 
terization was consistent, and 
motions were fluid. In contrast, 
Pam Wood, playing Barbara 
Allen, was somewhat stiff from 
the neck down, her face anci 
voice emoting well enough, 
though. 

John McGovern gives a 


smooth performance as hell- 
fire-and— brimstone Preacher 
Haggler. Jane Yoffe offers an 
especially touching moment 
during the church revival 
scene as Mrs. Allen. 

Other good hillbilly per¬ 
formances are given by Larry 
Morris as Mr. Allen; Brian 
McCaig as big Marvin Hudges 
who has always had an eye for 
Barbara Allen; Richard Gott 
gives an excellent hillbilly 
characterization as Smelicue; 
Debba Weismann gives a 
strong performance as Miss 
Metcalf; and to a lesser extent, 
Margaret Souder and Peter 
Benjamin as Edna Summey 
and Floyd Allen repectively. 

Joni Kent and Elizabeth 
Yoffe are particularly fetching 
as the Witches. The Conjur 
Man is played quite well by 
Skip Portney. Cynthia McCaig 
plays the Conjur Woman. 
Once, again, Paul Tines’ 
direction is outstanding, as is 
the set design by Adrienne 
Lowenthal. 

So, if you're up for a poignant 
drama, catch "Dark of the 
Moon" at the Pomeroy 
Playhouse in Newton Corner. 


Try not to be confused

/Ml they need are the Marx Brothers. A 
madcap presentation of "See How They 
Run: land, boy, did they run) is in the 
offing at the Picadilly Square Theatre. 

It's been a long time since such 
meticulous comic timing has been 
nearby. A first-rate tandem of director 
Frank Dolan and his cast, as a whole, 
blend together hilariously. 

The story? It doen't really matter. As in 
any farce, there are mistaken identities, 
chase scenes etc. But for the record i re¬ 
signed to the fact, not-so-forlornly, that 
the plot cannot be related to you readers 
without confusion), I’ll give it a shot. Rev. 
Lionel Toop, pillar of the community, 
patiently puts up with snoopy parishioner 
Miss Sktllon whose visits continually 
infer that Mrs. Penelope Toop is a pillow 
of the community. 

Naturally, the two women despise each 
other. 

The Bishop of l,ax, who happens to be 
Penelope's uncle, is expected to visit the 
next day. While the Reverend is away, an 
old acting cohort of Penelope's drops in 
for a visit; Corporal Clive Winton, who 
suggests they go on a day trip to see 
"Private Lives" which they had 
previously toured in together. 

They return from their day trip as the 
Bishop arrives a day early, assuming 
Clive i who can't go out of bounds in his 
uniform and has put on one of Rev. Toop’s 
black suits with collar) to be Rev. Toop. 

Meanwhile Miss Skillon sees Clive and 
Penelope romping on the floor, suspec¬ 
ting the worst, not knowing that they 
were doing a fight scene they had once 
performed. 

Somewhere along the line, Miss Skillon 
gets drunk, passes out on the Toops’ sofa, 
only to be discovered by the returning 
Rev. Toop. While the Reverend is trying 
to revive Miss Skillon, his Cockney Maid 
walks in, also suspecting the worst. A 
just-escaped communist is thrown in for 
good measure. And since the only thing 
missing is a sane person, that is next 
supplied in the person of Rev. Arthur 
Humphrey who walks into chaos. 

It all has to be seen to be believed. And 
it is tremendous. 

Once it gets going, "See How They 
Run'' never stops. 'Ihe pace is brisk, and 


the laughs keep coming. Young or old, 
everybody loved it. 

The first to be commended is director 
Frank Dolan. /Ml the above plaudits can 
be attributed to bis hand. The best in¬ 
dividual performance is given by Jean 
Solbes as Ida, the maid. Her Cockney 
accent was realistic, and she just char¬ 
med the audience. Her swoons over 
Clive's minimal attention, and her not-so- 
subtle attempte at getting Mrs. Toop's 
attention amidst the confusion, are 
among her best moments. 

James Huston is quite good as the 
comical Clive. Rev. Lionel Toop is played 
very well with restraint by William 
Enunons. Walter Kidder is funny as he 
underplays the aghast Rev. Humphrey. 

Van Dutton does well as the Bishop of 
I-ax. Spring Serkin, as Mrs. Toop, just 
doesn't impress. She docs an adequate 
job, yet one is left with the feeling that 


more could be done with the role. 

Geralyn Williams, though getting a 
good share of the laughs, has a tendency 
to overact a bit as Miss Skillon. It is one 
thing to be a buffoon, but she goes 
overboard. 

John Marzocco and Ted Davis are both 
good as the Intruder and Sergeant 
Towers, respectively. Donald Soule, the 
scenic artist, designed a fine set.

You shouldn't miss this comical treat, 
especially since it's in our own back yard 
i not to be confused with our own Back 
Yard i. You'll have to pardon me, it'll be a 
while before the rioutous effect of "See 
How They Run" wears off.

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Elderly apartments 
now seem certain 
for Auburndale 


Housing tor the elderly may finally be 
built on the vacant land at Stanton 
Avenue and Washington Street, 
Auburndale. 

The Combined Jewish Philanthropies 
of Greater Boston announced Wednesday 
that it has obtained a commitment for $3 
million federal funding for a 120-unit 
apartment house for moderate-income 
elderly persons. 

The CJP's nonprofit housing 
organization, Jewish Community 
Housing for the Elderly, has signed an 
agreement to buy the land from Dr. 
Edwin Guiney, who in 1974 tried to build a 
"life care center” for the elderly. 

The life care center failed to maintain 
the support of a community group 
organized to obtain financing and serve 
as the parent organization for the project. 
The proposal collapsed when the group 
and developer could not agree on some 
points in the management. 

The life care center would have 
provided housing and nursing care for the 
remainder of a tenant's life for a one-time 
cost of $10,000 per room and a monthly 
maintenance charge. 

Guiney and his codeveloper, Arthur 
Ullian, next proposed a 127-unit straight 
apartment house for the elderly on the 
site, but were unable to get the project 
financed. 


The Board of Aldermen changed the 
zone of the land in 1974 to Residence E, 
which allows apartment houses. 

The Board granted permissive use to 
Guiney for 124 units in 1976. 

Ellsworth Rosen, CJP spokesman, said 
Wednesday that some modification of the 
Guiney-Ullian plan may be needed, but If 
the Board of Aldermen approves the plan 
construction could start this summer. 

The Jewish Community Housing for the 
Elderly, whose president is Norman 
Leventhal of Newton, has built and 
operates two other apartment complexes 
for the elderly in Brighton, and is building 
a third there. The occupied building 
house buildings contain 499 apartments. 

In addition to the apartments, the 
JCHE provides recreational facilities, 
preventive medicine and social services 
in its developments. 

Rosen said their aim is to make the 
elderly as independent as possible, while 
having support services available when 
needed. 

Both of the earlier proposals were 
violently opposed by several neighbors of 
the land. 

A move to rezone the land back to 
Residence A (single-family, 25,000 sq. ft. 
lots), initiated by Ward 4 Alderman Carol 
Ann Shea in 1976, was defeated by the 
Board of Aldermen. 


Conservation 
Commission 
studies Ward 8

There ought to be a better way to arrive 
at decisions that will chart future 
development or non-development in 
Ward 8, some conservationists observed 
last week after a formal Conservation 
Commission meeting that made 
recommendations on Peabody and 
Memorial school land. 

Helga Lustig, an associate member of 
the commission, said she has become 
increasingly upset as she listens to dif¬ 
ferent, independent groups debate a 
proposed planned unit development 
ordinance, the Nahanton Woods con¬ 
dominium project, the Novitiate land, 
and Peabody School. 

She urged the Conservation com¬ 
missioners to help organize a forum 
under the auspices of one Ward 8 im¬ 
provement association to bring together 
the diverse groups all trying to deal with 
isolated parcels in the ward. 

Ward 8 itself is isolated and in need of a 
plan for the open land there, says Ms. 
Lustig, who has watched with dismay as 
old Newton estates disappeared and were 
replaced with denser development over’ 
the last 25 years. 

The Murley Farms condominium 
proposal drew her into Ward 8 land use 
controversies last fall. 

Recommendations were made 
regarding the Memorial School playfield 
without discussing a commercial area 
nearby that could, in turn, affect the 
playfield. 

In a 5-0 vote, commissioners urged the 


Newton Planning Department to "in¬ 
vestigate the feasibility of a deed 
restriction" to keep the playground open. 

It should be preserved as open space, 
whether it remains under city or private 
ownership, the Conservation Commission 
decided. 

Buttressing the position against any 
development is a constitutional amend¬ 
ment that requires a two-thirds vote of 
the Legislature to change the land's use. 

Solomon Schecter School, a private 
religious school now renting space in 
Weston, has indicated it is interested in 
purchasing Memorial School. 

"I think it’s a very appropriate use of 
that millstone around the city’s neck," 
said Commissioner Deborah Howard. 

The commission, the Planning 
Department, and the city Law Depart¬ 
ment all believe that the space is further 
restricted by the "Environmental Bill of 
Rights” passed by Massachusetts voters 
in 1972. 

A rider on that constitutional amend¬ 
ment mandates that land and waters 
acquired by the public to enhance open 
space cannot have their uses changed 
without a two-thirds vote of the 
Legislature, Commissioner Helen Heyn 
said. 

Right next door to Memorial lies the Oak 
Hill Park shopping center, consisting of a 
grocery store, beauty salon, barber shop, 
and dry cleaners. 

A drug store went out of business in 
1976. 

Built in the 1950's, the center supplied

Suspects named in 
$14,000 gutter swindle 


Warrants have been issued for the 
arrest of two Lowell men on larceny 
charges wanted in connection with a 
$14,000 home repair swindle of an 82-year- 
old Newtonville woman. 

Warrants were signed in Newton 
District Court Wednesday for the arrest 
of R. K. McGardle, 30, of 9 Savor St., and 
Patrick M. Dowling, 20, of 18 Walker St., 
both of Lowell. McGardle is charged with 
two counts of larceny over $100, Dowling 
with one count. 

The Newtonville woman was ap¬ 
proached by two roofing company em¬ 
ployees in the spring who asked if she 
wanted her gutters cleaned. Her 80-year- 
old husband has trouble getting around, 
police said, so she agreed to let them 


come back in the fall to clean gutters, 
which they did on Nov. 11. 

She had the gutters and chimney 
cleaned, and a broken chimney tile 
replaced, for which she was charged 
$4,200, police said, and added the men 
tried to convince her she needed the 
whole chimney retiled, but she knew that 
was an impossible job. 

She paid the $4,200 but the men kept 
appearing with bills. She wrote a total of 
eight checks worth $9,700, but still 
received no receipt marked "Paid in 
Full,” police reported. * 

On Jan. 28 two men came to her door 
and waved in her face what they said 
would be the final payment. They said

School budget 
is 'excellent/ 
chairman says 


School Committee members used the 
words "very good" and "excellent” to 
describe their impression of Superin¬ 
tendent Aaron Fink’s $32.4 million 
recommended school budget for next 
year's 14,700 students. 

School Committee Chairman Alvin 
Mandell said, ”1 think it's an excellent 
budget, well prepared. I don’t think 
there's a lot we can knock out.” 

Mandell asked other Committee 
members to submit a list of accounts they 
would like to discuss at the first budget 
meeting Monday. The chairman's list 
includes several items. 

Mandell has questions about the 
planned arena program course selection 
technique planned for Newton North, the 
membership of the Division of Program 
Executive Committee that evaluates 
requests for contracted services, and 
about the minimum wage law effecting 
work-study programs. 

He wants to look closer at the number 
of substitute days needed, and the way 
funds from the per-pupil allocation for 
books, supplies, and materials are 
dispersed. 

He would also like to know how much 
federal, state, and local reimbursement 
is anticipated, which two years ago 
totaled $5.4 million. All of these funds are 
paid directly to the city and not to the 
school accounts, but the city considers 
these expected revenues before setting 
the tax rate. 

Superintendent Fink estimated earlier 
this month that the revenue the city 


receives will be almost equal to the cost 
of paying off debts for school buildings 
and supplying snow plowing and other 
services. 

Committee member Manuel Beckwith, 
who has voted on more than 20 school 
budgets, said the superintendent "did a 
good job bringing in an intelligent 
budget." 

Some people have doubted the Com¬ 
mittee’s sincerity of listening to the 
public since it has tentatively scheduled 
its final vote one day after the public 
hearing of March 21. 

Beckwith feels the public will have 
enough chance to make its views known 
before and after each budget meeting, 
but Chairman Mandell and other 
members feel the public should be 
allowed to speak only at budget meetings

Fiscal autonomy issue 
discussed by League

Massachusetts is one of four states in 
the country that allows school com¬ 
mittees complete fiscal autonomy, and 
most members of the Newton League of 
Women Voters want to keep it that way. 

The League has been conducting a 
statewide forum among its members to 
determine wheher or not the state League 
should continue to support school com¬ 
mittees’ rights to have the final say in 
their budgets. 

At one of the four citywide meetings on 
the issue, the group of four women ap¬ 
proved fiscal autonomy but said school 
committees should approve their budgets 
by more than a simple majority. 

This seemed to be a compromise 
between another body having ratifying 
power over the budget and leaving the 
school committees completely alone. 

Massachusetts' first law requiring 
public support for schools was called the 
Great Satan Deluder Act, passed in 1647, 
according to Ann Schiller, chairman of 
Newton League school study committee. 

The penalty for nonsupport was five 
pounds, so many communities paid the 
fine instead of hiring a school teacher. 
The fine stayed low until 1826, when any 
community found not providing sufficient 
funds would have to double tha amount 
appropriated for the previous year’s 
school budget. 

That fine was so severe it was invoked 


only once. The current law was passed in 
1939 and requires each community to 
support the schools according to the 
request of the school committee. The 
committee is responsible for providing 
educational programs established by 
state law. 

Some selectmen, aldermen, or town 
meeting members cut the school budget 
each year without 10 taxpayers exer¬ 
cising their right to take them to court 
under the provisions of the fiscal 
autonomy law, according to Ann Dweller, 
another leader of the forum. 

When Newton’s aldermen cut the 
school budget by $500,000 two years ago, 
10 taxpayers sued the city. The court 
ordered the School Department to change 
accounting for certain state reim¬ 
bursements, but did not order the city to 
give the School Committee $125,000. 

That would have been the maximum 
penalty of 25 percent of the amount cut 
had the court upheld all the claims of the 
plaintiffs. The end result was no change 
in the school program for that year, but a 
reduction of the amount the School 
Committee asked the Board to ap¬ 
propriate. 

In reviewing requirements for 
education programs in the state, the 
League noted that-the state reim¬ 

burses 32 percent of average cost of 
education per community. The local tax 
rate provides an average of 64 percent of

Ambulance service 
gets first approval

A report reconunending that the city 
provide a Class 1 ambulance service 
operated by the Fire Department was 
approved by the aldermanic Public 
Health & Safety Committee Wednesday 
night. 

The acceptance of the report by the 
Emergency Medical Services Study 
Group, appointed by Mayor Theodore 
Mann, will be accompanied by a request 
that the mayor include a the $214,000 cost 
in the 1977-78 municipal budget. 

A 1973 state law mandates that if a 
community is going to provide am¬ 
bulance service, by July 1, 1977, it must 
use Class 1 ambulances staffed by two 
people licensed by the state and certified 
as emergency medical technicians. 

The present Police Department am¬ 
bulances do not comply. 

The choices open to the city are to 
upgrade its ambulance service to meet 
state requirements, to engage a private 
ambulance service under contract, or to 
provide no ambulance service at all. 

bids received on the provision of 


ambulance service by contract with 
existing ambulance services included 
some that could cost less than the ex¬ 
pected city subsidy, but the EMS Study 
Group felt that there were advantages to 
have the service “in house." 

The net cost to the city will be around 
$150,000, since a total of $64,000 will be 
recovered through billing at $50 per trip. 

The report of the EMS Study Group 
says that two Class 1 ambulances will be 
in service at all times, staffed by EMT 
personnel of the Fire Department. There 
will be another Class 1 ambulance in 
reserve, and the existing Class 2 police 
ambulance will also serve as a backup 
vehicle. 

Ambulances with a life expectancy of 
three yaers will cost $18,500 each. 

The Police Department station wagon 
ambulances will respond first to calls for 
ambulances. The EMT personnel 
manning these vehicles will assess the 
situation, if it had not already been made 
clear by the dispatcher, and either call 
for the Class 1 ambulance or cancel it if it 
is on the way but not needed.

Board says 'no dice' 
to lodice, 'try again' 


Following the recom¬ 
mendation of its I-and Use 
Committee’ the Board of 
Aldermen this week voted to 
deny permissive use to 
developer Michael lodice to 
build more apartments on 
Commonwealth Avenue, 
Aubumdale. 

The committee last week told 
lodice to return with a new 
petitions. One should be for 60 
apartments for the south-side 
parcel of land next to Iodice’s 
54-unit complex at 2300 
Commonwealth Ave. The other 
will be for 20 townhouses on a 
parcel of land diagonally 
across the avenue. 

lodice had petitioned for 
three buildings to contain 72 
apartments on the south side, 
25 townhouses on the north 
side. Strong and prolonged 
objection from the 
neighborhood and suggestions 
from the Urban Beautification 
Commission resulted in some 
changes and resiting of the 
buildings, but the number of 
units was still considered too 
high. 

By the time a new proposal is 
submitted, the Board may 
have passed an ordinance 
requiring developers to lease 
some of their new apartments 
to the Housing Services 
Commission for low-income 
persons. 

lodice was the recent victor 
in an appeal to the state 
Supreme Court against 


Newton’s unwritten "10 per¬ 
cent policy” aimed at in¬ 
creasing the amount of low- 
income housing in the city. 

lodice was required to lease 
five apartments at 2300 
Commonwealth Ave. to the 
Housing Authority, now the 
Housing Services Commission. 

In its decision, the court gave 
as one reason for releasing 
lodice from that requirement 
the absence of an ordinance on 
requiring developers to 
reserve apartments for low- 
income housing. 

If the ordinance has been 
passed by the time lodice 
comes before the Land Use 
Committee, some of the new 
apartments will have to be 
devoted to low-income housing 
or some other provision made, 
either off the site or by cash 
payment, to provide such 
housing. 

The principal design 
problem remaining in the new 
lodice proposal is the building 
at the rear of the south-side lot, 
which faces on Auburn Street. 

Urban Beautification 
Commission Chairman 
Timothy Coppola, at the Land 
Use Committee meeting last 
week, proposed the sub¬ 
stitution of townhouses for the 
Auburn Street building. 

Iodice’s representative at the 
meeting said the suggestion 
would be unfeasible 
economically. 


From 1968 to 1976 she was 
coordinator of the Metco 
program in Newton. She has 
been an educational consultant 
in curriculum development 
and in-service training for 
teachers in a number of school 
systems. 

Currently Jones is coor¬ 
dinating the development of a 
national program in science, 
medicine, and technology for 
gifted minority students for the 
Educational Development 
Center. 

In addition to her 
professional work, she is a 
trustee of Mount Holyoke 
College and board member of 
Reading Is Yours To Keep, 
Inc, a community reading 
program in Boston. 

She is married to Hubert 
Jones, professor of urban 
planning at MIT. They live at 
1087 Commonwealth Ave. with 
their children. 

In her announcement Jones 
also stated that parents desire 
greater responsiveness from 
the schools to their legitimate 
concerns about their children's 
education. 

"Specifically, parents are 
raising serious questions about 
basic instruction in reading, 
computation, and language 
development. 

“The School Committee 
must insist that all questions be 
responded to with sensitivity 
and openness, with school 
personnel making instructional 
changes where feasible and 
warranted," she said. 

Jones concluded that 
educational enrichment op¬ 
portunities should not be 
considered “frills," but in¬ 
tegrated as a significant part of 
the school curriculum.

Assessing consultants 
bringing in more taxes 


The temporary arrangement 
of the Board of Assessors has 
already resulted in $326,000 
more in taxes’ Assessor 
Leonard Aronson said this 
week. 

At a meeting of the Finance 
Committee subcommittee on 
assessinq Wednesday night, 
Aronson explained that he has 
hired two “consultants” to fill 
the void in the Board of 
Assessors caused by the 
resignation last month of 
Assessors Joseph Cosgrove 
and this month of Assessor 
Philip Waterman. 

The consultants are William 
Figler, a contractor, and 
Henry Bertolon, a former 
Quincy assessor. 

The consultants have been 
hired for a maximum of three 
months while applications for 
the assessor jobs are being 
reviewed. 

Aronson was especially 
complimentary of Figler, who 
he said has done field work 
unheard of by the Newton 
assessors. Figler was hired to 
catch up on appraisals of new 
work being done under building 
permits issued by the Building 
Department and has un¬ 
covered 18 jobs for which 


building permits were never 
issued, including an entire new 
house. 

The subcommittee was 
expected to make a recom¬ 
mendation to the Finance 
Committee Thursday night 
that the city should proceed 
with hiring two new assessors 
and should set a salary range 
for the chairman of $27,000- 
$30,000, instead of the mayor's 
suggested $23,000 maximum 
for all assessors. 

The only current assessor, 
Aronson, has proposed ad¬ 
ditional personnel, such as 
someone experienced in law 
and business, but Mayor 
Theodore Mann has indicated 
he does not want to increase 
the size and budget of the 
Assessing Department. 

Aronson and the new 
assessors, when they are hired, 
face a July, 1978, deadline for 
complying with the court- 
ordered 100 percent 

revaluation. 

There is much work still to be 
done to comply’ although the 
data necessary to implement 
revaluation was supplied in 
1976 by a commercial ap* 
praisal firm.

Citizen group rejects

The citizens’ committee that 
recommended a $ 10,000 
mayoral salary increase and 
$600 more for each alderman 
has refused to appear before 
the aldermanic legislation & 
Rules Committee to discuss its 
report. 

The IAR Committee will 
discuss the report submitted by 
the Citizens Committee to 
Study Salaries of the Mayor 
and Board of Aldermen at its 
meeting on Monday. It ex¬ 
pected to talk over the 
recommendation with mem¬ 
bers of the seven-member 
citizens' committee, chaired 
by Mrs. Beatrice Slotnik. 

At least one alderman, Mark 
White, does not agree with the 
$1800 salary proposed for the 
aldermen. White will propose 
$2500. 

The letter, signed by all 
members of the citizens’ 
committee, said, in part, “We 
feel that we have faithfully 
carried out the charge of the 
Board of Aldermen and that 
our job has been completed. 


We therefore, respectfully 
decline the invitation of the 
Legislation & Rules Committee 
to appear before it." 

The letter pointed out that 
the “resource material" used 
in the study is on file in the 
office of the Clerk of the Board. 

White may be expected to 
argue that $1800 compensation 
is too low on the basis of a 
comparison of pay of city 
councilors and selectmen in 
other communities. 

White’s comparison shows a 
range of annual salaries for 
aldermen and their equivalents 
elsewhere from $400 ( three 
selectmen in Wellesley) to 
$12,500 (nine councilors in 
Cambridge). 

The recommended increase 
in mayoral salary from $27,500 
to $37,500 has drawn little 
opposition, but the two salary 
increases are in one docket 
item, allowing for some 
political byplay both in the 
Legislation & Rules Committee 
and at the final vote by the 
Board.

Zoning violations may incur 
fines of up to $100 per day, up 
from the current $50, effective 
next month. 

The amendment was voted 
by the Board of Aldermen 
Monday night. If it is approved 
by the mayor, the amendment 
will take effect March 14. 

The increase in fines was 
requested by Building Com¬ 
missioner Allan Fraser to 
strengthen his enforcement 
powers. 

The amendment gives the 
court the discretion to impose a 
fine of up to $100, but does not 
make the $100 mandatory. 

Aid. Terry Morris wanted to 
change the fine to a mandatory 
one, but his suggestion met 
opposition from Land Use 
Committee Chairman Eliot 
Cohen and Fraser. 

Cohen wanted the court to 
have discretion, and said he did 
not want someone with a small 
technical violation to be hit 
with an automatic fine $100 
fine. 


Fraser commented that he 
wants the court to have the 
power of the $100 fine when he 
can prove “the violator is 
flouting the law.” 

If the fine were mandatory, 
Fraser said, there might be 
more acquittals, since the 
District Court “is reluctant to 
act sometimes” to put the 
violation on an individual’s 
record. 

A zoning violation is a 
criminal violation. 

Board President Joseph 
McDonnell said, “You'll end up 
with no convictions.” 

Morris argued that the 
mandatory $100 fine is the only 
way to deal with large 
businesses and landlords of 
large properties, which in the 
past have been let off with fines 
as low as $5. 

Morris’ amendment to insert 
•‘mandatory" was defeated 17- 
1, and the unchanged amend- 
-nent making the $100 fine 
iiscretionary passed the Board 
>0-1. 


Conservation Commission ready 
to renew battle with Sidney Hill

Taking a hard-line stance, 
the Newton Conservation 
Commission is preparing to 
renew its battle with the Sidney 
Hill Country Club over Hahn 
Brook and violations of the 
inland wetlands act. 

Back in the fall of 1974, 
Sidney Hill was ordered to 
clean up rubble within 30 feet of 
the brook edge. Drainage 
problems, which had been 
causing flooding to adjoining 
property along Tanglewood 
Road and Dudley Road, were 
supposed to be rectified by 
February, 1977. 

This deadline has now been 
extended to February, 1978 by 
the state Department of 
Environmental Quality 
Engineering, and the Con¬ 
servation Commission is not 
happy with the extension. 


At the Feb 17 meeting, 
commissioners agreed to help 
the state “put the pressure on” 
come July 1, if Sidney Hill 
doesn’t get started. 

The violations were un¬ 
covered three years ago 
because Sidney Hill petitioned 
the Board of Aldermen for 
permissive use to build more 
tennis courts at the rear of the 
club. 

Promises were made to 
comply with the wetland 
restrictions, and the club went 
to work cleaning up the debris 
in the rear, in order to get the 
permit for the courts. 

Now the Conservation 
Commission has discovered 
that an engineering plan which 
Sidney Hill was supposed to 
have filed with the city 
Engineering Department 


Flippy takes a ride 


Taxpayer group favors 
raise for mayor, aldermen 


A salary of $37,500 for the 
mayor of Newton and 
remuneration of $1800 for 
members of the Board of 
Aldermen have been endorsed 
by the Newton Taxpayers' 
Association. 

Directors of the nonpartisan 
organization, which has, since 
1936, promoted study of the 
business and fiscal activities of 
all levels of government to 
benefit taxpayers of Newton, 
voted unanimously to boost the 
annual salary of the mayor by 
$10,000 to $37,500. 

In a closely divided vote, the 
directors voted to increase by 


$600 the annual remuneration 
for aldermen, who now receive 
$ 1200 . 

Both votes support the 
proposal of a special alder¬ 
manic committee appointed to 
study the question of com¬ 
pensation of the mayor and 
aldermen. The association was 
represented on the special 
committee. 

More than 600 residents of 
Newton are members of the 
association, which works with 
municipal agencies to effect 
economies and efficiency in 
their operation.

She called 
Newton police for the name of 
the owner of the license tag on 
Flippy’s collar. 

The Boudreaus retrieved 
Flippy and took her home. 
Boudreau said, ‘‘It’s bad 
enough she didn’t have the fare 
— she didn't even have a 
transfer." 


regarding Hahn Brook has 
never been filed. 

The aldermanic permit on 
the club's tennis courts expires 
in October and must be 
renewed. The Commission 
could file objections to any 
renewal request. 

In other business, com¬ 
missioners unanimously 
recommended city purchase of 
a lot adjoining the old Pine 
Street dump in Auburndale. 

Owners Antonio and 
Katherine Spagnuolo of 
Waltham have indicated they 
are interested in selling the 
91,540 sq. ft. lot off River Street 
to the city. 

The commission backed 
Recreation Commissioner 
Russell Halloran's view that 
the land should be bought for 
open space and recreation 
purposes, adding that the city 
should look into buying a 
smaller Spagnuolo lot nearby 
which would provide a second 
access to the old dump land. 

One more parcel in the 
Conservation Commission’s 
open space land acquisition 
program is enroute to 
becoming city property. 

The commission signed and 
sent to Joel Lerner, in the state 
Office of Environmental 
Affairs, a preliminary ap¬ 
plication for state self-help 
funds to buy 5.5 acres abutting 
Dolan Pond in West Newton. 

The parcel, mostly wetland, 
is in the capital improvement 
program for fiscal 1977, to 
bring all of Dolan Pond under 
city ownership. 

The commission sent a letter 
to the MBTA saying it has no 
record of any agreement on the 
part of the city to maintain the 
locked gate at Lowell Crossing. 

The gate, installed by the 
MBTA, has been vandalized. 


The city has already spent I 
over $1,800 to detour public I 
pathways around the locked 
gate so that people can cross 
the tracks and walk in both 
sections of the Webster Con¬ 
servation Area, which the 
MBTA tracks bisect. 

The Charles River Water¬ 
shed Association expects 
spring, 1977 to be very wet and 
a good chance to gather visual 
evidence for the forthcoming 
hearings on the Natural valley 
storage plan. 

Under NVS, critical low- 
lying areas along the Charles 
River will be bought with 
federal money to keep the land 
open as a natural water- 
retaining sponge to prevent 
damaging floods in down¬ 
stream communities. 

Hearings began in Medfield 
recently, the commission was 
told. 

Commissioners decided 
against scheduling a "firewood 
collection day" this spring in 
the Webster Conservation 
Area.

While we feel it is a little too early to start 
speculating ir, print on who will be running 
for office in the fall city elections, we don't 
feel it is too early for individuals to be 
thinking about it. 

We look forward to what might be 
described as a "clean sweep'' in Newton this 
fall meaning every elected position in the 
city will be on the ballot. 

What we think you should be thinking 
about is your role in city government. 

We see two possibilities. You could seek 
public office. Or you could join one of the 
many political groups that appear to be 
springing up that will do the actual work of 
getting people elected. 

Newton city government will always need 
good, top-notch people. 

The intent of government is citizen direc¬ 
tion of the city; citizen guidance in what 
Newton is and should be. 

If you feel you have something to con¬ 
tribute to your city, perhaps you’ll consider 
running. 

Here are some facts. Nomination papers 
for mayor' alderman and School Committee 
member will be released May 1. They will 
be available in the Election Commission 
office of Newton City Hall. 

Return date for nomination papers is Aug. 
2 at 5 p.m. They must be in by then, but can 
be left with the Election Commission 
anytime between May 1 and Aug. 2. 

City elections are non-partisan elections. 
To run for mayor, you must have 400 
signatures of registered voters in Newton. 
School Committee and alderman-at-large 
nominations require 150 signatures. Ward 
alderman needs 50 signatures. 

In the event there are more than two 
nominees for any given office, there will be 
a preliminary election, for that office on 
Oct. 4. The top two vote-getters in the 
preliminary will be the candidates on the 
Nov. 8 ballot. 

The run-off is called a preliminary, not a 
primary, because it is a non-partisan elec¬ 
tion.

In only seven short months, we will 
have another election of School Com¬ 
mittee members. Because this election is 
a particularly important one, we should 
start thinking well in advance, while the 
situation is relatively calm, of the times 
in education and the types of committee 
members best able to confront them. 

The last elecUon demonstrated several 
easily forgotten truths: First, even the 
best of members (irrespective of political 
philosphy) can take nothing for granted. 
They must keep a constant ear to the 
community’s pulse rate and feed its 
continual need for information on the 
committee's work and their part in it. 
Secondly, even the best intended member 
is of little value if he or she only 
represents a narrow constituency or 
viewpoint. Education is too complicated; 
the times, too lean; and the con- 


Thoughts on 

sequences, too great for any type of 
simplistic approach. 

Newton's problem for the foreseeable 
future is to maintain its standards in face 
of dwindling enrollments and resources. 

The last few years should have shown us 
the virtual impossibility of decreased 
operating and salary costs as well as the 
considerable strain on many Newton 
citizens of increased taxes. We should 
also realize that outside federal or 
private resources, especially for a 
relatively affluent community, will not be 
what they were in the halcyon days of the 
sixties. 

We are in an era of belt-tightening, and 
the challenge is to make the most of it. 

This should not be as difficult as it may 
appear. For despite the honest criticism 
of many, the Newton School system 
remains among the most capable and 
responsive in the country. 

A brief look at the conditions of schools 
in neighboring communities will bring 
home the difference. The city has much in 
its favor. The system itself, as headed by 
decent and hard-working Aaron Fink, has 
extraordinary staff members at all 
levels. The general scarcity of teaching 
positions make jobs in Newton hard- 
sought and highly regarded. 

This helps the system and the children 
and is a far cry from the desperate sixties 
when school systems would hire anyone 
with a bachelor’s degree to cope with the 
burgeoning population of school children.

Newton is aiso fortunate not to have had 
service on the committee used for per¬ 
sonal political ambitions, as has been the 
ruin of Boston. 

Be that as it may, cutbacks of some sort 
will be our lot for the foreseeable future, 
and unpleasant decisions will have to be 
made. It is therefore imperative that the 
committee making them be composed of 
men and women of integrity, honesty and 
consummate skill. 

They must negotiate the difficult task 
of keeping a budget within tolerable 
bounds without damaging the staff 
morale that sustains all educational 
progress. Teachers who worry about 
their jobs do not fully tend to their 
students, administrators made anxious 
by possible School Committee outbursts 
spend disproportionate amounts of time 
preparing for real or imagined on¬ 
slaughts and not enough on their 
educational responsibilities. 

The committee must be made of in¬ 
dividuals capable of making policy and 
able to constructively challenge the 
proposals before them. This requires an 
attitude that is neither hostile nor docile, 
but one that is supportively critical. 

Our democracy allows all with interest 
and energy to seek elected office. Next 
fall’s election demands much more. 

It must have candidates who un¬ 
derstand the process of education as it 
affects student, teacher, administrator 
and parent. They must be able to analyze 


a budget. They must understand the 
meaning and limitations of educational 
research and of statistics in general. 

They must know how to balance an 
individual or sectional need with an 
overall educational purpose. They must 
not be too readily persuaded by the 
"newness" of an idea, nor dissuaded by 
the "oldness" of another. They must be 
people of knowledge, patience, un¬ 
derstanding and even a little wisdom. 

All this need not require advanced 
degrees. Many Newton residents have a 
storehouse of experience, ready for | 

tapping. What is required is a particular 
effort to encourage and support the 
unusual candidate who will inspire the 
trust of the public and its confidence in 
his or her judgment. 

Most of all, Newton must restore to the 
School Committee a climate where 
honest differences, fairly presented, can 
be resolved without acrimony. This is the 
wellspring of a vital and growing system. 

It is this city’s great, good fortune to have 
a wellspring of talented residents who 
can do the job — if only they can be 
persuaded and help to run for this most 
important of posts.

We all know that high school 
students have more non- 
classroom opportunities open 
to them than ever before. The 


school newspaper, football, 
debate team, photography 
club, and many more are all- 
important to the overall 
development of young adults. 

We should encourage these 
activities. The seriousness 
comes from the level of support 
and encouragement which is 
provided by the school budget. 

Page 62 shows us that 
$323,812 is provided for high 
school athletics and $15,891 for 
all other high school activities.

Evidence 
shows that our children spend 
more time with TV than with 
teachers. If such a K-12 
program is in our budget, 
where is it?

Comprehensive plan needed 


To the Editor: 

Presently, the Land Use 
Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen is considering a 
petition by the director of 
planning and development 
recommending an ordinance 
amendment to provide for 
planned development 

There are several reasons 
why I believe planned unit 
development (PUD) would not 
be beneficial to the city. 

PUD is more advantageous 
for developers than for Newton 
residents. By applying PUD to 
areas zoned for single-family 
residence, a developer would 


be able to circumvent local 
zoning restrictions and be 
subject only to obtaining a 
permissive use and satisfying 
certain desingn criteria. A 
minimum land area of 20 acres 
would be required for PUD 
and, therefore, 11 vacant 
parcels in the City of Newton 
would be vulnerable to this 
zoning change.' 

The Land Use Committee 
would be abrogating its 
responsibility to Newton 
residents by a zoning change 
affecting 11 parcels of land; 
therefore each parcel should be 
considered on its own merits, 


Clean sidewalks 


To the Editor: 

A recent letter to the editor 
appeared in the Newton 
Graphic entitled, "Better Ways 
of Dealing with Snow,” by 
Susan S. Silbey of Aubumdale. 

I applaud her stand. 

The city or town owns the 
sidewalk right-of-way as it 
does the roadway. For the 
safety of citizens, it is the 
responsibility of the com¬ 
munity to keep those ways in 
good condition, summer or 
winter. 

The homeowner, however, 
should have a certain amount 
of pride in relation to the 
condition of the sidewalks 
bordering his property and 
should be willing to support 
any effort generated by the 
community. If the community 
officials agree to use effective 
measures to clear the 
sidewalks of snow soon after a 
measurable snowfall and will 
do it to the best of their ability 
and available equipment' the 
property owner should be 
willing to assist as best he can. 

When I was a boy, there was 
a city ordinance which com¬ 
pelled property owners to clean 
their sidewalks after snowfalls. 
A policeman, walking his beat, 


would make note of areas not 
cleared and the resident, 
whether he be owner or renter, 
would be told to clean the 
walks. 

The city-owned sidewalk 
plows did come by to try and 
widen the walking areas, but 
the resident had the first 
responsibility. 

Homes occupied by senior 
citizens, handicapped or 
seriously-ill people should be 
exempted from personal 
grooming of the walks, and the 
community should get them 
cleared for any emergency 
which might involve those 
people. 

If the community is con¬ 
cerned about the safety of 
children going to and from 
schools, then let the city do the 
big job and have it inspected so 
that it can be done better than 
the half-hearted effort now in 
effect. 

"In my day," the sidewalk 
plow was a wooden wedge with 
rocks to hold it down and it was 
pulled by a horse with a 
sleighbell around its neck. 

If we cannot bring back 
nostalgic things, let’s bring 
back clean sidewalks.

PUD would result in partial 
destruction of the use and 
enjoyment of most of the small 
amount of open space left in the 
city. The present petition 
requires the developer to set 
aside 50 percent of the land for 
permanent open space. 
Hoever, instead of deeding this 
land to the city, a developer 
could convey the open space to 
an association, trust or cor¬ 
poration of all owners of lots 
within the development. Since 
recreation purposes, that is 
swimiming pools, tennis 
courts, etc., satisfy the ord- 
niance requirement of open 
space, the individual lot 
owners would be able to avail 
themselves of the use and 
enjoyment of the permanent 
open space. I would hope that 
at least some of the present 


open space would be acquired 
for the use and enjoyment of 
Newton residents. 

PUD being an experient in 
land development ought not to 
be applicable to 11 sites 
throughout the city. Since a 
petition such as the one 
presently being considered has 
never been applied in 
Massachusetts, why should 
five parcels in one ward (Ward 
8) in the city be subject to its 
provisions? 

In conclusion, I would 
recommend that rather than 
pass the present PUD petition, 
the director of planning and 
development should recom¬ 
mend a comprehensive plan of 
the land presently available for 
development in the city.

School closings 


To the Editor: 

During the recent 
snowstorms, the Bowen 
Parent-Teacher Association 
was aware that several times, 
the superintendent was faced 
with the difficulty of deciding 
whether or not the schools 
should be closed. 

We realize that many factors 
must be considered, primarily 
the safety of children traveling 
to and from school. However, 
schools have become a social 
support of many families. 
More parents than ever before 
are working, either by choice 
or necessity, and the schools 
lend a hand in providing 
supervision for their children. 

When schools are closed, the 
day care facilities housed in 
them usually are also closed. 
Storms limit access to other 
options for child care. 


The safety of children left 
alone at home thus becomes an 
additional consideration when 
deciding whether to close 
schools. 

In view of these concerns, we 
urge the School Department to 
make every effort to keep 
schools open. A committee of 
our PTA is developing a net¬ 
work of parents who will assist 
children to and from school, 
helping to provide safer 
walking conditions when 
storms create hazards. 

We hope this network, which 
will be operating shortly, will 
be a useful factor in helping the 
superintendent to minimize the 
number of days schools must 
be closed because of bad 
weather.

Defeat planned development 


To the Editor: 

As you know, the Land Use 
Committee has recently 
opened hearings on the 
"planned development” 
rezoning bill. This proposal will 
affect all land parcels over 20 
acres, including all the country 
clubs, the Winchester St. 
property, and the Murley farm 
land, to name just a few. 
Passage of this major rezoning 
act will radically alter the 
character of the city, and I 
would therefore like to state 
my views on this plan. 

The planned development 
ordinance will allow con¬ 
struction of multi-family, high- 
density housing in areas that 
currently allow, and are 
surrounded by, single family 
dwellings. Projects for the 
various land parcels would go 
forward under permissive use, 
rather than requiring, as is 
now the case, a zone change. 
The law itself will do the 
rezoning; and in one motion, if 
passed, approximately 950 
acres of prime land will be 
changed from Zone A to the 
equivalent of Zone E. 

An important consequence of 
the elimination of the 
requirement of a zone change 
for each parcel is the 
dismemberment of three- 
fourths rule. This rule requires 
a three-fourth vote of the entire 
Board of Aldermen to pass a 
proposal in instances when the 
surrounding community object 
to the specific development 
plan. Instead, a two- thirds 
vote of the Board of Aldermen 


will suffice to override com¬ 
munity objections, since the 
developer will have come in on 
a permissive use and will not 
have required a zone change. 

The proposal may be 
examined in light of its explicit 
objectives and its implications. 
The stated objectives of this 
bill, which are laudable, are 
preservation of open space, 
encouragement of flexibility 
and diversity in housing, 
creation of minimum technical 
and design standards and the 
provision of a means of ongoing 
site review by city agencies. 

However, implicit in passage 
of this proposal are en¬ 
couragement of high density 
development on everyone of 
these large land parcels and 
the significant escalation of 
population; traffic and 
congestion to each area, each 
community contigious to any of 
these open spaces. 

Passage of this proposal wiL 
cause a significant change in 
the level of congestion, traffic, 
and population in the city. 

The law will allow a diversity 
of dwelling units. What in fact 
will be built? It would be naive 
to believe that giving a 
developer the option of either 
constructing a limited number 
of single family homes or a 
three fold greater number of 
high-density, multi— family 
units that he would chose the 
former. The financial 
leverage, the profits, are 
overwhelmingly in favor of 
producing high density, 
compact housing. 


What happens when you 
encourage the development of 
these 950 acres with high 
density housing? 

Under the Planning 
Department's proposal the 
minimum allowable density 
will be 10,000 sq. ft.-unit; and 
obviously it is this minimum 
which will be the common 
denominator for every 
proposal and for every parcel. 
If we then extrapolate their 
basic figure of 10,000 sq. ft.-unit 
and if all the large parcels 
were developed, then 4-5,000 
additional housing units could 
be constructed. But if we 
eliminate the Kennard Estate 
and Noviatiate land since it is 
proposed they will be pur¬ 
chased by the Conservation 
Commission, and also delete 
the Newton Cemetery from 
consideration, that still leaves 
750 acres for potential 
development. In time, if the 
zone change has already been 
legislated by this law, 
development will occur on 
every parcel that is available. 

Inclusive in the list of large 
open parcels are four country 
club properties. Lest anyone 
think these areas are 
sacrosanct and safe, they need 
only realize the magnitude of 
the financial stakes involved in 
developing parcels of their 
size, and the tremendous in¬ 
crease in land value of the 
country club after passage of 
this bill. 

If a 30-acre parcel can 
generate an 98-10 million 
project then the country clubs 


with 100 to over 200 acres have 
unlimited potential. These 
properties will be vulnerable, 
choice, and ripe. Sooner or 
later, someone will make an 
offer they can't refuse, and off 
they will go to a Dover or 
Wayland, leaving a 500, 800, or 
1,000 unit project in their 
places. 

The impact on the com¬ 
munity by encouraging high- 
density housing on these 750 
acres, will be catastrophic. The 
Garden City will be a remnant 
of the imagination. We are 
encouraging the development 
of 3-4000 additional housing 
units. The implication of this 
quantum of houses is 7-10,000 
additional residents, 4-5,000 
additional cars in the city, and 
upwards of 30,000 additional 
daily car trips on the city 
streets from these develop¬ 
ments. Therefore, we are 
talking of increasing the total 
number of housing units within 
the city by 10-20 percent. If this 
is what we get to preserve open 
space, then save me from the 
open space. 

Diversity and flexibility in 
housing are objectives of the 
law. However, will we really 
get that diversity with their 
proposal as the guiding light? I 
think not. What we will get is 
high density housing, either 
adobe style; or cedar shingle 
or white stucco mediterranean 
garden units, or six-story 
apartment houses. We will 
simply get variations on a 
common theme, compact 
housing. That is not diversity. 


Open space 


To the Editor: 

Mayor Mann's failure to 
establish a comprehensive 
plan for the protection of 
Newton's remaining open 
space is intolerable, David A. 
Lurensky’s claim (at the 
aldermanir public hearing) of 
"politics” notwithstanding. 

Mr. Lurensky, a Chestnut 
Hill Republican is a long-time 
supporter of Mayor Mann; and 
Party stalwart' he should know 
better. 

Putting politics aside, I think 
we can all agree that the most 
controversial issue in Newton 
city government is the question 
of the use and development of 
the remaining open space in 
Newton. 

Unknown to most citizens is 
the fact that Newton Comer 
and Nonantum are presently 
zoned for apartments, although 
most of the people who live in 
the area occupy single- and 
two-family homes. 

This zoning should be 
changed. 

In the metropolitan Boston 
area developers have declared 
war on open space. They want 
to build multiple-dwelling 
apartment and condominium 
units on every vacant parcel of 
land. It is obvious from reading 
your paper that Newton open 
space is also under attack by 
the developers. 

Since Jan. 1,1972, Ted Mann 
has been mayor of this city and 
he has not yet come up with 
any plan to save the open 
space, except the Capital 
Improvement Program 
required by the City Charter.

AFSC urges amnesty, 
postwar reconciliation

Fifteen New England ac¬ 
tivists, including Katherine 
Knight of Newton Centre, 
traveled to Washington, D.C., 
Feb. 10, for the presentation of 
over 20,000 signatures in favor 
of post-Vietnam reconciliation 
to President Carter's 
representatives. 

The signatures were part of a 
total of 82,000 collected around 
the country on the Appeal for 
Reconciliation petition project, 
a campaign initiated last July 
by the American Friends 
Service Committee and co¬ 
sponsored by Friendshipment, 
a coalition for private aid to 
Vietnam, and by the National 
Council for Unconditional 
Amnesty and subsequently 
endorsed by forty religious and 
political groups. The four-point 
petition joins the call for both 
diplomatic normalization and 
reconstruction aid for Vietnam 


with a call for universal, un¬ 
conditional amnesty and 
adequate rehabilitation and 
compensation for Vietnam era 
veterans. 

The administration 
representatives welcomed the 
petitioners' views but said that 
most policy decisions on the 
war's outstanding issues were 
not yet formulated. The 
Defense Department has so far 
omitted deserters still at large 
from any amnesty recom¬ 
mendation. 

The meeting marked the first 
time in the history of the entire 
Indochina war that protesters 
were heard inside the White 
House, according to the AFSC. 

The American Friends 
Service Committee's New 
England Office will continue to 
distribute the Appeal for 
Reconciliation petition and 
urge that it be sent to both the 
President and Congress.

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New 

program 

to handle 

welfare 

BOSTON fUPI) - After 
several months study, the 
Massachusetts Public Welfare 
Department is moving to 
implement what could be a 
controversial plan which 
proponents say will cut 
erroneous payments to 
recipients. 

The program, according to 
Department Personnel 
Director Dorothy Levy, will 
establish a new “flexible" 
system to determine the case 
or work load of social workers 
in the department. 

“It could take several points 
off the error rate," she said. 

Past limitations on the 
caseload for welfare workers 
has been the source of con- 
troversey and Gov. Michael S. 
Dukakis has frequently blamed 
those limits for high error rates 
in the Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children program. 

The plan was developed 
following a lengthy study by a 
private accounting firm. The 
study, according to depart¬ 
ment officials, Included 
following department workers 
to find out just how long it takes 
to handle different types of 
welfare cases. 

under the current union 
agreement the new system can 
be Implemented on a four- 
month trial basis. Following 
the test period, negotiations 
including binding arbitration 
will'determine what the per¬ 
manent system will be. 

Union officials acknowledge 
the department has the 
authority to conduct the test for 
four months, but they are less 
than enthusiastic about the 
proposal. 

"If they try to test this in 
every office they'll die in the 
saddle," said Paul Quirk of the 
Local 509 of the Massachusetts 
Social Workers Guild. 

Quirk said he had not yet 
been given full details of the 
new system, "but I'm certain 
that it will mean an increased 
workload for workers." 

Noting the issue will finally 
be the subject of arbitration, 
Quirk said, "It's going to be 
interesting. They’re going to 
have to be able to prove their 
case." 

Levy said the key to the new 
- system is that it sets specific 
standards for the type of case 
and the specific assignment 
being handled by the worker. 
The total workload will then be 
determined by the number of 
hours the worker is available. 

In the past the workers have 
been assigned a set number of 
cases. The standard caseload 
has been 120, but that can be 
increased to 180 . 

Levy said savings are an¬ 
ticipated from workers being 
asked to do more frequent 
checks or redeterminations of 
existing welfare clients. Under 
the existing system the number 
of redeterminations automati¬ 
cally decrease if the worker’s 
caseload increases over 120. 

"Redeterminations," she 
said, "have always been a 
problem and that is the way 
you pick up or catch ineligible 
recipients." 

"We really don’t anticipate 
any layoffs, but with the 
existing manpower the number 
and frequency of redetermina¬ 
tions should increase," she 
added. 

Instead of redeterminations 
being done every seven or eight 
months, they would be done 
every three or four, she said. 

The personnel director said it 
is not yet possible to quantify 
dollar savings from the in¬ 
creased redeterminations. 

Bottle bill 
still an issue 

DANBURY, Conn. (UPI) - 
Rep. Ronald Sarasin, R-Conn., 
says he is against a "bottle 
bill" on the federal level 
because it could put people in 
the bottling business out of 
work in Connecticut. 

"What we’re talking about 
here is a problem of litter, not 
the situation with the bottles 
themselves,” Sarasin said over 
the weekend. 

"For Connecticut, where we 
have a sizable bottling manu¬ 
facturing industry, we’re talk¬ 
ing about putting people out of 
work. I think before we do that, 
we had better tread very 
carefully," Sarasin said. 

A proposal in Connecticut to 
ban non-returnable beverage 
containers has drawn strong 
support from environmental 
groups who claim it would 
clean up the countryside. 

The Connecticut State Labor 
Council, along with 
manufacturers of beverage 
containers, have opposed the 
measure, arguing it would 
create economic chaos.

neighborhood services to the young 
families who moved into the Park's 
modest homes after World War II. 

As their children grew up and the 
population of Memorial declined, so the 
inhabitants became more mobile and less 
dependent on the shopping center for 
neighborhood services. 

Community debate continues to focus 
on the proper use for the Memorial School 
property, while ignoring the plight of the 
declining shopping center. 

In early January, shopping center 
owners Ralph and Eleanor LeBlanc came 
before the aldermanic City Planning 
Committee asking for permission to post 
directional signs on Dedham Street so 
people can find the Oak Hill shopping 
area. 

The city solicitor had told the LeBlancs 
that such signs are not legal under city 
ordinances unless permission is given by 
the Board, they said. 

The committee sent them to the 
Planning Department to revise their 
proposed signs. 

Not discussed was the question of what 
would happen if the shopping center 
folds, or how the center related to 
Memorial School. 

In discussing the Peabody property, the

According to Blumenreich, only the 
Class 1 ambulances can provide tran¬ 
sportation to the hospital in emergencies.

cooked and drained 

2 cans (7 oz. ea.) tnna, 

drained and flaked 
4 enp unsifted flour 
14 teaspoons salt 
4 teaspoon pepper 

3 cups skimmed milk 

2 jars (15Vi oz. ea.) Marinara sauce 
1 pound lasagne noodles, cooked 
and drained 

Melt 2 tablespoons margarine in 
saucepan. Add onion and saute until 
lightly browned. Measure out 1 cup 
shredded Mozzarella cheese and set 
aside. Combine remaining Mozzarella 
with cottage cheese, spinach, tuna, and 
sauteed onion. Melt remaining 4 
tablespoons margarine in same 
saucepan; blend in flour, salt and pepper.

Thaw in refrigerator overnight Bake, 
covered, at 375 degrees 30 minutes;

4 medium carrots, pared, sliced 
into 1-lnch pieces 

3 stalks celery, cut in 2-inch pieces 
2 medium onions, cut In eighths 
one-third cup long grain rice 

1 pkg. (10 oz.) frozen green beans 

2 tablespoons flour 

3 tablespoons water 

In dutch oven or large saucepan, place 
chicken. Add water, salt, pepper, thyme 
leaves, bay leaf and bouillon cubes. Cover 
and bring mixture to a boil. Reduce heat 
and simmer about 45 minutes or until 
chicken is fork tender. Remove chicken 
from broth. Strain broth and return to 
pan. Add carrots, celery, onions and rice; 
simmer for 15 minutes. Add green beans 


and simmer for 10 minutes or until rice 
and vegetables are tender. 

Meanwhile, remove bones and skin 
from chicken and cut meat into large 
pieces. Add chicken to broth; heat to 
boiling. Mix flour with 3 tablespoons 
water to make a thickening.

OATMEAL NUT BREAD 
(Makes 3 loaves) 

84 to 94 cups unsifted flour 
2 teaspoons salt 
2 pkgs. active dry yeast 

1 cup water 
4 cup milk 

4 cup molasses 
4 cup (1 stick) margarine 

2 eggs at room temperature 

1 cup chopped walnuts or pecans 

2 cups cooked old fashioned oatmeal 

In large bowl thoroughly mix 2 cups 
flour, salt and undissolved active dry 
yeast. Combine water, milk, molasses 
and margarine in a saucepan; heat over 
low heat until liquids are very warm (120 
to 130degrees.) Margarine does not need 
to melt. Gradually add to dry ingredients 
and beat 2 minutes at medium speed of 
electric mixer, scraping bowl oc¬ 
casionally; add eggs, cooked oatmeal and 
1 cup flour. 

Beat at high speed 2 minutes, scraping 
bowl occasionally. Stir in enough ad¬ 
ditional flour to make a stiff dough. Turn 
out onto lightly floured board; knead until 
smooth and elastic, about 8 min. Place in 
greased bowl, turn-into to grease top. 
Cover; let rise in warm place for 1 hour 
until high and light Punch dough down; 
knead in nuts. Divide into 3 equal pieces 
and roll each piece as for jellyroll. Pinch 
seams to seal. With seam side down, 
press down ends with heel of hand. Fold 
underneath and place seam down in 3 loaf 
pans. Let rise 1 hr. Bake at 400 degrees 30 
min. till done.

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Aid association gift helps hospital fund 


A Rift of $30,000 from the 
NewtOon-Wellesley Hospital 
Aid Association brings the 
hospital's campaign to raise 
$250,000 towards its 1977 capital 
needs within $75,000 of its goal. 

"This is a wonderful boost,” 
said Development Chairman 
Edward H. Mank, In accepting 
the check from Mrs. John M. 
Case, Aid president, "and we 
are very encouraged that with 
continued generosity on the 
part of Individuals, 
organizations, and the business 
community, we will be suc¬ 
cessful in our effort to raise 
more this year than ever 
before.” 

At the same time, the 1976 
Aid Party Day Chairman, Mrs. 
Paul G. Douglas, gave the 
hospital's executive director, 
William C. Christenson, a 
check for $9,300 toward a slit 
lamp microscope in the 
operating room. The gift was 
the largest ever raised by the 


annual Party Day event 

last year, the Aid gave the 
hospital a year-end gift of 
$50,000 In honor of retiring 
Administrative Vice President 
William S. Brines, earmarked 
for renovation of the 
emergency unit An additional 
$30,000 toward this project is 
one of the capital objectives of 
this year's annual campaign. 

The hospital's total 1977 
capital requirements are about 
$800,000. Approximately 
$531,000 of that is available 
from allowable depreciation 
funds; the balance must be 
raised. 

The depreciation funds the 
hospital is allowed to set aside, 
Mank explained, are based on 
cost at time of purchase or 
construction. "A $10,000 item 
10 years ago may cost double 
or triple now Just by virtue of 
inflation, let alone ad¬ 
vancement in medical 


technology. 

"Every year we have to raise 
the money to close that gap in 
the purchase of hundreds of 
capital items from a $100 
wheelchair, to $33,000 for an 
eleetrocardioscanner used in 
conjuctlon with continuous 
heart monitoring of am¬ 
bulatory patients." 

Every item, Mank said, is 
necessary and the 1977 list was 
pared down from department 


requests "to the absolutely 
essential additions for con¬ 
tinued quality patient care." 

Over the years, the Hospital 
Aid’s Party Day has provided 
for some special hospital need 
while the association's other 
projects, such as the hospital 
coffee and gift shop, and new¬ 
born photo service, have made 
possible the sizable con¬ 
tributions to the overall capital 
goal.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Emily 
Howell-Wamer is so hooked on 
flying that she stayed at the 
controls as a school flight in¬ 
structor until she was four and 
a half months pregnant. 

In an interview, Mrs. 
HowellWarner said her boss 
told her she could continue “as 
long as you can get the elevator 
back." That's the control stick, 
roughly equivalent to the 
steering wheel on a car. 

She has since made history 
by becoming the first woman 
member of an airlines flight 
crew in the United States and 
the f,st American woman to 
captain commercial flights, a 
promotion she received last 
June. 

As a pilot for Denver-based 
Frontier Airlines, she is 
looking forward to next 
summer, when she'll command 
her favorite plane, a Boeing 
737. 

“It's the difference between 
driving a car with no power 
steering and driving one with.” 

Her current assignment is as 
captain aboard 19-passenger 
DHC-6 propjets on a route with 
many stops between Denver 
and other western cities. 

“I like it, but everybody kids 
me about it. We get a lot of take 
off and landing practice. That's 
my favorite form of flying, a 
challenge that takes 
precision." 

Mrs. Howell-Wamer, now 37, 
began flying lessons at 18, 
shortly after her first flight, 
from Denver to Gunnison, 
Colo., and back. The most she 
aspired to at the time was a job 
as an airline stewardess. Her 
first job in the field was that of 
a flight school secretary. 
Eventually, she earned both 
private and commercial pilot's 
licenses, got the flight instruc¬ 
tor's job and became an FAA 
examiner, checking out appli¬ 
cants for pilot's licenses. 

On one flight when she was 
about two months pregnant, 
she had her sole case of 
morning sickness. For¬ 
tunately, her student was 
wearing the hood required for 
instrument flying that blocks 
vision of everything but the 
control panel. 

So Mrs. Howell-Warner 
casually told him: 

"I’m going to open a window 
for a little fresh air." 

She did "and up-chucked out 
it He never knew." 

Was that the worst scare of 
her flying career to date? 

No, she said. "The hardest 
thing was walking into the 
crew room that first time." She 
was a second officer, the 
position at which all pilots 
traditionally begin. 

"I used to call it (the crew 
room) ‘no-woman's land’. 
Even stewardesses are not 
allowed in there. 

"I could feel the lack of 
acceptance i by male crew 
members) that first year.” 

She still recalls that entrance 
as harder even than taking a 
flight into Denver from Sidney, 
Neb., with a sick passenger 
aboard. The man, who had had 
an apparent heart attack en 
route, was rushed to a hospital 
and survived. 


Rich get richer 

WASHINGTON I UPI)-The 
old saying seems to be true, at 
least in the United States: the 
rich get richer and the poor get 
poorer. 

Rep. Henry Reuss. D-Wis., 
chairman of the House 
Banking and Finance Com¬ 
mittee said Sunday just- 
released census figures for 1975 
show that, while no income 
group kept pace completely 
with higher prices, low and 
moderate income families 
suffered most. 

He noted the inflation rate in 
1975 was 7 per cent, but income 
for families in the bottom fifth 
of the income scale averaged 
$6,914 — an increase of only 4.3 
per cent over the previous 
tear. 

I'.come for those in the top 
tilth was $34,144, an increase of 
6 per cent over 1974. 

"Quite literally, the rich get 
richer and the poor get 
poorer," Reuss said in a 
statement. 

The 40 per cent of Americans 
with higher incomes have 
increased their share of the 
national income steadily since 
1968, he said. 

If America is to realize her 
ideal of equality, we must get 

our income distribution

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Brandeis' Women's Studies program 
will suggest alternative viewpoints 


Women’s Studies program at 
Brandeis University, set to 
begin this fall, has been 
designed to bring women back 
into focus, according to 
Kristine M. Rosenthal of 
Cambridge, an assistant 
professor of sociology. 

’’Too often,” Rosenthal 
explained, ' women go through 
college feeling they are lear¬ 
ning a language or a point of 
view that is not theirs. Yet, 
they are expected to be 
grateful. The involvement and 
contribut. 'ns of women are 
frequently not treated at all." 

The resuits, she feels, is that 
women—both as professors 
and students-question the 
legitimacy of their par¬ 
ticipation in a male elite en¬ 
deavor." 

Rosenthal, co-author of the 
Women's Studies proposal and 
a member of the steering 
committee, describes the new 
program as a "review from the 
women's perspective—a 
corrective discipline" that will 
make them iwomen) visible. 

The proposal, accepted by 
the faculty at its February 
meeting, was prepared by 
Brandeis fellows of the Car¬ 
negie Corporation Project on 
Women and Careers. Besides 
Rosenthal, the Carnegie 
Fellows were Erica Harth of 
Cambridge, associate 
profess8or of French and 
comparative literature; 
Charlotte Weissberg of Newton 
Highlands, assistant professor 
of sociology: and Andree M. 
Collard of Wellesley, associate 
professor of Spanish. 

The program will operate at 
no additional cost to the 
university and will supplement 
a student's regular con¬ 
centration. It will be made up 
of 20 courses currently offered 
at Brandeis, all of which meet 
the program's standards of 
"having a feminist perspective 
and concerning themselves 
with women's issues." 

Students will enter the 
Women's Studies program in 
either their freshman or 
sophomore year. Aside from 
normal concentration 
requirements, students will be 
required to take a core course, 
four one-semester courses, and 
to take part in an upperclass 
research seminar 

The sociology course. 
Feminist Critique of Social 
Institution may serve as an 
introduction to the program; 
but as the program progresses, 
alternate core courses will be 
designated. A planned 
colloquim series wall provide a 
forum for those in the 
program. 

Among the courses offered 
will be: "Women in the History 
of Political Thought," taught 
by Susan M. Okin of Belmont, 
assistant professor of politics, 
focuses on the ideological roots 
of sexism in Western culture 
and attempts to assess the 
validity of sex discrimin ation 
through a critical examination 
of the arguments about women 
by major political 
philosophers; 

"Family and Society in the 
American Past," taught by

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Tigers meet Don Bosco at Billerica at 8 


North to open hockey tourney tonight

NEWTON — It has been ten years since the Newton High 
School hockey team has been in the state tourney. For 
coach Don Crowley, it has been far less. The last game that 
Newton played in the state tournament, they were 
eliminated by Malden Catholic by a 63 score in the state 
quarterfinals. For Crowley, his last tourney game has 
pleasant memories and then some. The score was Barn¬ 
stable 11, Amherst 2 in the Division 2 state finals of 1972 and 
the coach of that team was the same Don Crowley, who will 
be on the Newton bench when his Tigers open the state 
tourney tonight against a highly touted Don Bosco team at 
the Billerica Arena tonight at 8 p.m. 

The Tigers arc the Suburban League champions with a 12- 
4-2 record, while Don Bosco came in second in the Catholic 
Conference League with a 12-3-1 mark. 

"That Catholic Conference League has to be the toughest 
in the state this year. Don Bosco is one of the top teams in 
the tournament. They have those free wheeling skaters who 
are tough to defense against. We will have our work cut out 
for us, but we'll be ready,” said Crowley. 

The main concern of the Tiger skaters will be the stopping 


of the state's top scorer, Bill O’Dwyer. O'Dwyer is only a 
junior, but he has amassed an amazing 79 points with 27 
goals and 52 assists. 

"This kid's a fine hockey player, but they have some 
other players who can fly. We just have to concentrate on 
the entire team," said Crowley. O’Dwyer will see action for 
most of the game in all three lines and also on defense. He 
had 10 points in the 17-3 win against Columbus last week to 
win the scoring title. 

Yet Don Bosco has more than O'Dwyer. They have a 
veteran goalie in Terry Whailtey and have a top-notch 
defenseman in the hard-hitting John Flowers. 

Flowers is one of the highest scoring defensemen in the 
state with 12 goals and 25 assists for 37 points. 

Don Griffin and Dave Flaherty are a pair of hard hitting 
sophomore defensemen for the Bears. 

Paul Greeley (4-5-9) and Paul Gannon (13-13-26) round 
out the first line for Bosco. 

Hie Bosco second line is a unit to watch for with Pete 
Shaughnessey (10-17-27) centering for Ed Rausseo (16-22- 
38) and "Buzz” Palmenter (6-7-13). 

Don Bosco has scored 115 goals and allowed 52 in the 
Catholic Conference League. 


TIGERS STRONG 

Hie Newton skaters won't take a back seat to any team in 
the tourney. The Tigers are a strong unit and are playing 
excellent hockey. 

It is of common knowledge the Hgers dropped their first 
three games and then came on to win the Tri-Valley title 
with a 12-4-2 record. The Newton skaters outscored their 
opponents by a 74-15 margin. One of the big reasons for the 
Hgers skaters has been the work in the cage of goalie Felix 
(Hie Cat) LiDonni. 

Felix has an amazing story. He was just a JV goalie last 
year, playing behind the great Ken Hagerstrom who went to 
Boston College. 

Ken has been tutoring Felix this year and that is one of 
the big reasons for his success in the Hger net. LiDonni has 
allowed only 28 goals over the last 15 games. 

Hie big man for the Hger sextet is junior defenseman 
Gordie Moore, who was co-MVP in the Suburban League. 
Moore (6-16-16) controls the play for the Tigers. “He just 
makes us go on offense and defense," praised Crowley. 

Sophomore Mike Thomas shares the defense role with 
Moore. John Gaudett, a senior who came up from the junior 


varsity, is doing an excellent job with the Tigers on defense. 

The other regular pointman is Phil Reidy who is the most 
improved player on the club. 

The Tigers big scoring punch comes from their high 
scoring first wave of juniors who can put the disk into the 
twine. The line has Glenn Buckley (19-19-29) centering for 
Tom Hagerstrom (16-20-36) and Lee Waxman (16-16-32). 
"These kids played together as sophomores and are a fine 
group, and I'm sure glad their only juniors,” beamed 
Crowley. 

Hie Hger second line will have captain Joe Calabro (8-6- 
14) between sophomore Jim McHale (4-9-13) and Jack 
Bellevue (3-16-13). 

Hie third line has Stu Tobin centering for Steve Sera and 
Peter McHugh. 

Junior Bob Ryan and senior Phil Maddocks are another 
couple of players who have worked hard all season and who 
will see action. 

All in all, it boils down to who the better team will be on 
the ice. Records and reputation don't mean a dam thing for 
the game is won smack dab on that ice, and that's where the 
Newton High hockey team will be tonight at the Billerica 
Arena at 8 p.m.

Vincent Fleming of the 
Greater Boston Track Club led 
the runners all the way from

Haddock crossed the finish 
line in two hours, thirty three 
minutes and fifty two seconds, 
fourteen minutes behind the 
record pace set last year by 
another New Hampshire 
runner, Raymond Currier. 

Paul Caruccio of the greater 
Boston Track Club was second 
across the line, covering the 
distance in two hours, thirty 
nine minutes and twelve 
seconds.

Today's Sport Parade 

Reds may have trouble repeating

NEW YORK (UPI) - Pete 
Rose and Dave Concepcion 
haven't signed their contracts 
yet Don Gullett, Tony Perez 
and Will McEnaney are no 
longer around, and some see 
foreshadowing signs of dark 
days and rough nights ahead 
for the world champion Cincin¬ 
nati Reds. One man more than 
any other, however, com¬ 
pletely disagrees. 

“I have faith,” says Sparky 
Anderson. 

“They're good people and 
they’re good ballplayers. Ev¬ 
erybody keeps asking me how I 
feel about our chances this 
year. I feel great! Why 
shouldn’t I? We’re the first 
National League club in 54 
years to have a legitimate shot 
to win three straight World 
Series. Nobody in the National 
League has ever done that.” 

The Reds open their training 
camp in Tampa, Fla., Friday. 

Sparky Anderson always 
likes to get everywhere early 
so he’s leaving his home in 
Thousand Oaks, Calif., for 
Florida tomorrow morning. He 
let the Reds know some time 
ago he didn't want to hear any 


talk about money, contracts or 
playing out options in the 
clubhouse and although he 
hasn’t changed his mind about 
that, he doesn’t plan to go 
around listening in on every 
conversation. 

“I made that as a general 
statement but you have to be 
realistic," he says. "How are 
you gonna stop talk? It’s im¬ 
possible. What I’m gonna do, 
though, is tell the players you 
don't wash your clothes in front 
of everybody else. We’re here 
to go to work and that's what 
we should do. Some people 
have said we’re gonna have 
this problem and that problem. 
Honestly, I don’t see that at all. 
Nobody can beat the Cincinnati 
Reds but the Cincinnati Reds 
themselves.” 

Even with Gullett and Perez 
gone, Anderson still believes 
the Reds are stronger than 
anybody else in the National 
League West. 

"They have enough talent,” 
he says, "and they've always 
had enough desire to grind it 
out. I have enough faith in 
these guys that when they put 
the uniform on, they put 
everything else aside and 
concentrate completely on 


what they know they have to 
do. They’re the world cham¬ 
pions, and they're proud of 
that. They’re not gonna let 
someone simply walk up and 
take that away from them.” 

Sparky Anderson, who was 
43 Tuesday, is starting his 
eighth season with Cincinnati 
and if any of the Reds are in the 
physical shape their manager 
is in, spring training should be 
a breeze for them. Straight as a 
board at 163, Anderson is five 
pounds less than what he was 
when he played for the Phillies 
18 years ago and can't wait to 
get started. Bemie Stowe, the 
Reds’ super-efficient equip¬ 
ment man, already has 
uniform, No. 10, waiting for 
him in Tampa. 

"Every time I put it on, I say 
thank you," says Sparky 
Anderson. “I consider it a 
privilege." 

He tries to impart that same 
feeling to his players and has 
generally succeeded. Much of 1 
Sparky Anderson's success as 
a manager lies in his approach 
to the job. He's completely 
dedicated to it, yet he doesn't 
ever allow it to reach that point 
where his players feel that he 
cares more about the job than 
he does about them. Sparky 


Anderson always manages to 
stay close to his players. He 
does that in many little dif¬ 
ferent ways, most of which 
evolve around plain, simple 
person-to-person communica¬ 
tion. 

There will be no long lecture 
at that first session Friday. 

"First thing I’m gonna do is 
start joking with them because 
they’re a crazy bunch," Sparky 
Anderson says, unmistakable 
affection showing in his voice. 

The team the Reds will field 
this year won't be the same one 
which beat the Yankees only 
four months ago. It doesn’t look 
quite as strong, but Sparky 
Anderson won't admit that 
because there isn’t anything 
negative about him, and what 
he wants most of all is to see 
another season get started. A 
long time ago, he fell in love 
with that sound of the bat 
meeting the ball. 

"I had a dream when I 
started and 1 don't ever wanna 
catch up with it," he says. “I 
just want to stay in baseball all 
the time, or as long as I can, 
and when the time comes to 
leave, I want to say 1 gave the 
game everything 1 had and I 
didn't take from it." 


NFL players may be signing away rights 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Na¬ 
tional Football League players 
may be signing away some 
litigation rights if they approve 
a proposed new collective 
bargaining agreement, ac¬ 
cording to an attorney who 
helped upset the NFL college 
player draft. 

Stuart Johison, who helped 
represent former Washington 
Redskins' defensive back Jim 
"Yazoo" Smith in his success¬ 
ful U.S. District Court suit, said 
Tuesday most players drafted 
in the past four years can still 
sue their club and the league, 
as Smith did. 


Judge William B. Bryant 
awarded Smith, a first-round 
pick in the 1968 draft, $276,600 
in damages Sept. 8. The case is 
being cross-appealed by Smith 
and the NFL, and final 
resolution may take years. 

To collect damages, a player 
would have to prove the draft 
hurt the size or terms of his 
contract, Johnson said. The 
four-year limit is imposed by a 
federal statute of limitations. 

But, he added, the NFL 
Players Association may be 
bargaining those rights away. 

"The players would do well 


to consider whether the agree¬ 
ment would affect their 
existing right to sue the NFL 
and the club that drafted them 
for treble the difference bet¬ 
ween what they received and 
what they could have 
bargained for as free agents on I 
a free market," Johnson said. 


"If the proposed collective 
bargaining agreement pur¬ 
ports to waive or limit such 
players’ individual rights of 
action under the antitrust laws, 
such players may wish to take 
a long, hard look.

The proposed NFLPA con¬ 
tract with the league’s owners, 
to be discussed later this week 
by player representatives, re¬ 
portedly includes a modified 
draft and impartial arbitration 
on grievances. 

"While the limits on collec¬ 
tive bargaining power to agree 
on illegal conditions have yet to 
be determined by the courts, 
the very uncertainty is enough 
to suggest that NFL players

Ev¬ 
erybody keeps asking me how I 
feel about our chances this 
year. I feel great! Why 
shouldn’t I? We’re the first 
National League club in 54 
years to have a legitimate shot 
to win three straight World 
Series. Nobody in the National 
League has ever done that.” 

The Reds open their training 
camp in Tampa, Fla., Friday. 

Sparky Anderson always 
likes to get everywhere early 
so he’s leaving his home in 
Thousand Oaks, Calif., for 
Florida tomorrow morning. He 
let the Reds know some time 
ago he didn't want to hear any 


talk about money, contracts or 
playing out options in the 
clubhouse and although he 
hasn’t changed his mind about 
that, he doesn't plan to go 
around listening in on every 
conversation. 

“I made that as a general 
statement but you have to be 
realistic," he says. "How are 
you gonna stop talk? It’s im¬ 
possible. What I'm gonna do, 
though, is tell the players you 
don’t wash your clothes in front 
of everybody else. We’re here 
to go to work and that’s what 
we should do. Some people 
have said we're gonna have 
this problem and that problem. 
Honestly, I don’t see that at all. 
Nobody can beat the Cincinnati 
Reds but the Cincinnati Reds 
themselves." 

Even with Gullett and Perez 
gone, Anderson still believes 
the Reds are stronger than 
anybody else in the National 
League West. 

“They have enough talent," 
he says, "and they’ve always 
had enough desire to grind it 
out. I have enough faith in 
these guys that when they put 
the uniform on, they put 
everything else aside and 
concentrate completely on 


what they know they have to 
do. They’re the world cham¬ 
pions, and they're proud of 
that. They’re not gonna let 
someone simply walk up and 
take that away from them." 

Sparky Anderson, who was 
43 Tuesday, is starting his 
eighth season with Cincinnati 
and if any of the Reds are in the 
physical shape their manager 
is in, spring training should be 
a breeze for them. Straight as a 
board at 163, Anderson is five 
pounds less than what he was 
when he played for the Phillies 
18 years ago and can't wait to 
get started. Bemie Stowe, the 
Reds’ super-efficient equip¬ 
ment man, already has 
uniform, No. 10, waiting for 
him in Tampa. 

"Every time I put it on, I say 
thank you," says Sparky 
Anderson. "I consider it a 
privilege." 

He tries to impart that same 
feeling to his players and has 
generally succeeded. Much of 1 
Sparky Anderson's success as 
a manager lies in his approach 
to the job. He's completely 
dedicated to it, yet he doesn’t 
ever allow it to reach that point 
where his players feel that he 
cares more about the job than 
he does about them. Sparky 


Anderson always manages to 
stay close to his players. He 
does that in many little dif¬ 
ferent ways, most of which 
evolve around plain, simple 
person-to-person communica¬ 
tion. 

There will be no long lecture 
at that first session Friday. 

“First thing I’m gonna do is 
start joking with them because 
they’re a crazy bunch," Sparky 
Anderson says, unmistakable 
affection showing in his voice. 

The team the Reds will field 
this year won’t be the same one 
which beat the Yankees only 
four months ago. It doesn't look 
quite as strong, but Sparky 
Anderson won't admit that 
because there isn't anything 
negative about him, and what 
he wants most of all is to see 
another season get started. A 
long time ago, he fell in love 
with that sound of the bat 
meeting the ball. 

"I had a dream when I 
started and I don't ever wanna 
catch up with it," he says. "I 
just want to stay in baseball all 
the time, or as long as I can, 
and when the time comes to 
leave, I want to say I gave the 
game everything I had and I 
didn't take from it." 


NFL players may be signing away rights 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Na¬ 
tional Football League players 
may be signing away some 
litigation rights if they approve 
a proposed new collective 
bargaining agreement, ac¬ 
cording to an attorney who 
helped upset the NFL college 
player draft. 

Stuart Johr son, who helped 
represent former Washington 
Redskins' defensive back Jim 
"Yazoo" Smith in his success¬ 
ful U.S. District Court suit, said 
Tuesday most players drafted 
in the past four years can still 
sue their club and the league, 
as Smith did. 


Judge William B. Bryant 
awarded Smith, a first-round 
pick in the 1968 draft, $276,600 
in damages Sept. 8. The case is 
being cross-appealed by Smith 
and the NFL, and final 
resolution may take years. 

To collect damages, a player 
would have to prove the draft 
hurt the size or terms of his 
contract, Johnson said. The 
four-year limit is imposed by a 
federal statute of limitations. 

But, he added, the NFL 
Players Association may be 
bargaining those rights away. 

_"The players would do well 


to consider whether the agree¬ 
ment would affect their 
existing right to sue the NFL 
and the club that drafted them 
for treble the difference bet¬ 
ween what they received and 
what they could have 
bargained for as free agents on 
a free market," Johnson said. 


“If the proposed collective 
bargaining agreement pur¬ 
ports to waive or limit such 
players' individual rights of 
action under the antitrust laws, 
such players may wish to take 
a long, hard look. This is 
particularly true of players 


who are trying lo renegotiate 
longterm contracts after an 
outstanding season." 

The proposed NFLPA con¬ 
tract with the league’s owners, 
to be discussed later this week 
by player representatives, re¬ 
portedly includes a modified 
draft and impartial arbitration 
on grievances. 

"While the limits on collec¬ 
tive bargaining power to agree 
on illegal conditions have yet to 
be determined by the courts 
the very uncertainty is enough 
to suggest that NFL players 
stop, look and listen," said

HARTFORD, Conn. (UPI) - 
Gov. Ella T. Grasso today 
asked for federal help to bail 
out New England's foundering 
railroads and to closely 
monitor ships carrying 
“sensitive" cargoes near New 
England shorelines. 

In prepared testimony deliv¬ 
ered in Boston before U.S. 
Transportation Secretary 
Brock Adams, Mrs. Grasso 
also asked that federal tran¬ 
sportation grants be given to 
states to use as they see fit. 

"We seek true rail revitaliza¬ 
tion, not highly expensive 
palliatives, to insure that 
energy efficient, effective 
passenger and freight rail 
systems survive and prosper," 
she said. 


As chairman of the New 
England Governors Con¬ 
ference, Mrs. Grasso spoke for 
all six states at the hearing on 
transportation needs for the 
Northeast. 

“We ask for — we urge — 
improved and toughened 
federal postures to deal with 
the potentially disastrous 
problems of oil spills, of en¬ 
vironmental hazards which 
threaten our New England 
coastline," she said. 

"We strongly urge that an 
appropriate traffic monitoring 
system be developed to insure 
tracking of all ships carrying 
sensitive cargoes in hazardous 
areas near our coasts," she 
said. 


Mrs. Grasso said the federal 
transportation grants have not 
been balanced among 
highway, railroad and mass 
transit systems. 

"A transportation system 
based on thi; premise of 
competition has allowed 
federal funds targeted toward 
one mode's development over 
time to weaken or even destroy 
the mode with less support,” 
she said. 

"We would recommend that 
transportation funding pro¬ 
grams be developed in a 
manner that will give each 
state the desperately needed 
flexibility to use its share of 
federal dollars as it deems 
best," Mrs. Grasso said. 


Probe of bus contracts continues 


BOSTON (UPI) - The Suffolk County 
District Attorney’s office, continuing its 
investigation into millions of dollars in 
school bus contracts, has questioned 10 
Boston School Department employes. 

The Boston Globe reports today that in 
addition to the 10 department members, 
the DA’s office has questioned represen¬ 
tatives of several bus companies c u r r e 
n t 1 y under investigation for possible 
overbilling of the city service under the 
school desegregation plan. 

One source told the Globe "it was 
necessary to go through 165,000 in¬ 


voices." The source also said the in¬ 
vestigation hasn't slowed down. 

Since billing procedures are complex, 
school officials have complained that It's 
been difficult to determine the real cost of 
busing contracts over the past three 
years. 

Another source said school business 
manager Leo Burke, transportation 
department head Victor Mclnnis, former 
department head Henry Hurley, James 
Kelly, William Handy, William Murray, 
James F. Sorrento, George Fallon, Wil¬ 
liam Stone, and Robert Rizzo, are the 


employes questioned by the District 
Attorney's office. 

The office wouldn’t give a status report 
on the investigation when asked Tuesday. 

Burke said extra buses were hurriedly 
called in when it was necessary to move 
students out of Hyde Park High School 
when the school was shot down early due 
to disruptions. 

Bus contracts under investigation by 
the District Attorney’s office include 
Rewhitt Transport, Brush Hill Auto Body 
Inc., Hudson Bus Lines, and Carroll Bus 
Lines.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (UPI) 
- Harvard University says it

"The brief is likely to state 
that diverse student bodies 
strengthen the educational 
process for all sti ie . s and 
that universities ha/e an 
obligation to bring excluded 
groups into the mainstream of 
society," Harvard’s general 
counsel, Daniel Steiner said

The case was brought to the 
Supreme Court by the

Steiner said Harvard would 
file a friend-of-the-court brief 
in support of the University of 
California.

"We think the Constitution 
should be interpreted to permit 
universities broad latitude in 
making admissions decisions 
which are an integral part of 
the educational process."

Pay raise necessary 
to make job attractive? 


-WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Congress needed a $12,900 raise 
fflr each of its 535 members to 
r^ake government service af¬ 
fordable for the average wage 
earner and and attractive to 
iRgh paid executives, says 
Rouse Speaker Thomas P. 
O'Neill Jr. 

The Massachusetts Democrat, 
appearing Sunday on CBS-TV's 
•‘Face the Nation,” defended 
the pay increase Congress 
automatically gained over the 
weekend by not vetoing the pay 
increase. Congressional 
salaries rose to $57,500. 

► Congress had until Sunday to 
veto the raise, which was 
recommended by a 
presidential commission, but 
failed to act. Comparable in¬ 
creases also go to federal 
judges and top level Cabinet 
officials. 

Had the commission recom¬ 
mendations come to a vote in 
thfc House, "the truth of the 
matter is I think it would have 
been defeated overwhelmin¬ 
gly,” O'Neill said. 

feut the panel system was 
established after the last 
congressional raise in 1969 

tjecause of the hue and cry of 
Congress voting themselves a 
raise," O'Neill said. The panel 
was designed to take raises 
"out of politics.” 

He said the average wage 
earner should be able to afford 
to run for office and because

O'Neill aiso predicted that an 
ethics package with ceilings on 
outside eu.nings by congress¬ 
men would pass. 

On a range of other issues, 
O'Neill said:

The Green Thumb 


By GEORGE ABRAHAM 

All about ferns — There’s a 
great surge of interest in ferns 
today, and some of them are 
really tough to grow indoors. If 
your fern fronds have brown 
spots on the undersides of the 
leaves, don't worry. It's not a 
disease. Those tiny brown 
-usty "pustules" are the fern's 
"flowers" (ferns do not 
flower), or reproductive 
organs. Each dot is filled with 
dust-like fem spores which act 
like seeds. 

Some ferns produce so many 
spores that they shoot out on a 
tablecloth or windowsill, 
causing a brownish dust. Thus 
they can be quite messy. On 
some ferns, the spore sacs or 
sori (pronounced sore-eye) 
become so crowded they cause 
the leaves to curl. When this 
happens the leaves turn brown 
and look diseased. 

Look for uniform rows of 
rusty dots on undersides of 
leaves. If they are in neat rows, 
relax, as the plant is perfectly 
healthy and is merely trying to 
reproduce itself. 

However, if you see a brown, 
oval, slightly bumpy object 
here and there, and especially 
on a stem, that's different. 
You’ve got scale insect.

Take a pair of tweezers and 
lift each scale off and destroy 
or feed it to your goldfish.

It likes a light to 
sunny window, a loose soil 
mixture (1 part each of sand, 
peat, loam and perlite). Keep 
the plant uniformly moist, and 
allow ample room for root 
growth. As the plant grows, 
pinch the tip to produce well- 
branched vines. Flowers are 
bluish, some have white, pink 


or lavender shades. New plants 
can be started from seed as 
well as cuttings. 

Strawberry Popcorn — Now 
that the seed catalogs are in, 
look for strawberry popcorn. 
These have tiny one and a half 
ince strawberry shaped ears 
crowded with small deep 
crimson kernels. They are 
attractive as winter 
decorations and even make 
good popping com. It’s quite a 
novelty. 

Green Thumb Clinic — We 
want to grow some almonds. 
Will they grow in our area? 

A ns. — The Hall hardy 
almond will withstand tem¬ 
peratures where peaches will 
grow. Some consider them 
bitter but we have raised some 
tasty ones. Mission almonds 
also have about the same 
hardiness; they should be 
planted with Nonpariel for 
cross pollination.

Abraham Cohen, founder of Lechmere's 


Abraham Cohen, 100 Centre 
Street, Brookline, a Russian 
immigrant whose harness 
repair shop grew to become 
Lechmere Sales, a major force 
in American retailing, died this 
week in Miami Beach, Florida 
He was 90. 

"He was a rugged individual 
who epitomized the American 
dream in terms of family, 
business and social contacts in 
his community." said Maurice 
Cohen, his oldest son.

In 1926, Mr. Cohen began a 
tire repairing business and 
changed the name of his firm 
from the Lechmere Harness 
Shop to Lechmere Harness and 
Vulcanization Shop. 

Mr. Cohen saved enough 
capital to buy an inventory In 


1932, he again changed the 
name to Lechmere Tire Shop. 
Maurice became the president 
of the company, and Mr. Cohen 
the treasurer, at this time. 

Mr. Cohen had organized 
several scholarships for the 
Hebrew University in Israel 
and raised funds for the 
Hebrew Rehabilitation Center 
in Roslindale. 

He was a member of the L 
Street Brownies and during his 
younger years often plunged 
into the icy waters off South 
Boston. 

"My father came to this 
country because of the freedom 
and opportunity it offered 1 


think he succeeded in utilizing 
both. His practices were 
simple; honesty and hard 
work. That was all," Maurice 
Cohen said yesterday.

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Review 

‘Travesties' heavy, interesting fare

Author Tom Stoppard has taken 
liberties with historical fact in that people 
who were hardly aware of each other's 
existence (in Zurich, Switzerland, circa 
1917) are brought together to interact. 

Lenin, James Joyce, dadaist Tristan 
Tzara, and a minor British consulate, 
Henry Carr, are the real characters that 
were in Zurich at that time. 

F'or the most part, “Travesties" is 
presented through the recollections of the 
now-elderly Carr. While poking his little 
finger in his ear, Carr remembers his 
encounters with Joyce, Lenin, and Tzara 
who authors %ims by literally pulling 
words from a ;iat. Though actually in 
Zurich, their meetings took place only in 
the failing memory of Carr. 

James Joyce becomes the business 
manager for a production of Oscar 
Wilde’s “The Importance of Being 
Earnest." Carr is persuaded to play the 
part of Algernon. Joyce is presented as 
the Irish character he was, this‘time 
never being without at least one Kelly 
green piece of clothing. Naturally, Joyce 
lived for art. 

Dadaism was a movement in art, 
especially in France, Germany, and 
Switzerland during the World War I era. 
It protested against civilization and 
satirized all previous art. Tristan Tzara, 
a dadaist with the appropriate 
philosophies, clashes with Joyce. 
Obnoxious and insufferable, Tzara 
equates art with nature, each existing in 
its own right, needless of meaning. Joyce 
equates art with life and its reflection of 
humanity. 

In I^nin’s speeches, literary supermen 
are detrimental to the masses. They 
write only to heighten their personal 
stature. Lenin says that art should be 
utilized only to benefit everyone. All art 
should strive toward the same common 
goal and serve the same purpose. 
Individuality of the artists is unim¬ 
portant. In the midst of Lenin’s 
preaching, Carr offers some amusing 
theories on social classes. 

The plot revolves basically around 
Carr. Tzara courts Carr's sister, 
Gwendolen, and tells Carr about a 
beautiful librarian who happens to 
espouse Lenin's philosophies. Tzara has 
told librarian Cecily his name is Jack 
Tzara. Tristan being his decadent 
younger brother, to get in her good 
graces. Later, Carr visits the library 
pretending he is the decadent younger 
brother Tristan. Carr, amid his success 
as an actor, bought a pair of trousers for 
which Joyce refused reimbursement. 
Carr took Joyce to court over it, citing he 
purchased the trousers for his role. 

Limericks, puns, songs and dances 
abound. Among the highpoints of the 
evening is a song performed by Cecily 
and Gwendolen when Cecily has 
discovered Carr's deception and 
simultaneously Gwendolen discovers 
Tzara's infidelity. 

On a sophisticated and intellectual 
level, "Travesties" is a smash. There is 


so much being thrown at you, it is akin to 
trying to take a drink from an open 
hydrant. However, for some it may be 
boring. Many say Shakespeare should be 
seen rather than read. "Travesties" is 
one play that should be read to get the 
most out of it. Ideally, one would read it 
and then see it. 

It is no wonder that "Travesties" won a 
Tony Award last year. Nor will anyone be 
surprised that John Wood also received a 
Tony as best actor for his role as Henry 
Carr. When old, his doddering manner 
and his obvious delight at having been 
present at history-in-the-making are 
marvelous. When young, he is energetic 
and is wont to over-express his 
astonishment at something by quickly 
shuffling his feet for a comic effect. 
Lynne Lipton plays Cecily with an angelic 
air which contrasts with her Communist 
sympathy. Lipton is delightful to watch. 


James Joyce is played by James 
Booth,whose roguish demeanor is 
restrained when debating Tzara in grand 
eloquence. 

Bennett, played by Ronald Drake, is 
Carr's manservant who has radical 
sympathies. Drake’s performance is very 
amusing. Jack Bittner is good as I>enin, 
and Katherine McGrath is elegant as 
Gwendolen Carr. Elzbieta Chezevska is a 
stereotype female Russian Communist as 
I-enln's wife, Nadya. All the nuances of 
Stoppard’s script arc brought to the fore 
by the direction of Peter Wood. Scenery 
and costumes are by Carl Tom and the 
lighting (quite effective) by Robert 
Ombo. 

"Travesties" is no light fun. It is very 
heavy, and this must be kept in mind if 
contemplating to see it. "Travesties" 
plays at the Colonial Theater through 
March 12. .
